The  thirty-fourth  annual  session  of  the  legislature  of  the  state  of 
WiscoDsii,  began  at  Madison,  the  capital  of  said  state,  the  second 
Wednesday,  being  the  12th  day,  of  January,  1881.

JOINT  CONVENTION. 

Senate  and  assembly  being  in  joint  convention, 

On  motion  of  Senator  Quarles, 

A  committee  of  one  on  part  of  the  senate  and  two  on  the  part  of 
the  assembly,  were  appointed  by  the  president,  consistinp^  of  Sen- 
ator Qaarles  and  Messrs.  McCord  and  Keogh,  to  wait  upon  his 
excellency  the  governor,  and  inform  him  that  the  senate  and 
assembly  were  in  joint  convention  and  ready  to  receive  his  message. 

The  committee  soon  returned  with  his  excellency  the  governor, 
and  the  state  officers,  who  were  presented  to  the  ioint  convention 
by  the  president. 

The  governor  then  delivered  his 

ANNUAL  MESSAGE. 
Fdlow  Citizens  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly  : 

The  past  year  has  been  fruitful  in  abundant  harvests ;  and  every 
form  of  industry  has  yielded  remunerative  returns.  Public  order 
has  been  maintained  without  iaterruption,  in  all  parts  of  the  State, 
and  there  has  not  been,  in  any  locality,  even  the  fear  of  tumult 
The  various  educational,  benevolent  and  penal  institutions  of  the 
State  were  never  in  better  condition,  or  more  adequately  prepared 
to  meet  the  public  necessities  and  expectations ;  and,  whatever 
criticisms  may  have  been  made  upon  methods  and  details  of  man- 
agement, no  suggestion  has  come  to  my  knowledge,  of  anything 
affecting  the  integrity  or  the  purity  of  motives  of  any  officer  con- 
nected with  their  management 

Complying  with  the  command  of  the  Constitution,  which  re- 
quires the  Governor  to  "communicate  to  the  Legislature,  at  every 
session,  the  condition  of  the  State,  and  recommend  such  matters 
to  them  for  their  consideration  as  he  may  deem  expedient,"  I  have 
followed  my  custom  of  previous  years,  and  invite  your  attention 
to  a  statement  of  th^  facts  and  the  figures  which  exhibit  the  "  con- 
dition of  the  State,"  and,  with  but  little  elaboration,  argument  or 
comment,  suggest  the  more  important  matters  which  demand  your 
consideration.

Compared  with  the  expenditures  of  the  preceding  fiscal  year, 
there  is  an  increase  of  $124,703.01 ;  but  of  this  sum  $75,000  were 
paid  to  Milwaukee  county  on  account  of  the  construction  of  its 
insane  asylum ;  and  an  excess  of  $42,785.68  was  paid  od  account 
of  appropriations  to  hospitals,  benevolent  and  educational  insti- 
tutions; so  that  only  $6,917.83  remains  to  be  charged  to  current 
State  expenses  proper,  and  is  more  than  accounted  for  in  the  in- 
crease of  legislative  expenses.

The  increase  during  the  year  in  the  amount  at  interest  is 
$50,662.79,  and  in  the  amount  on  hand,  $4,165.41  —  a  gain  of 
$54,828.20.

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Some  complaints  have  been  made  that  the  sums  reported  on 
hand,  from  time  to  time,  to  the  credit  of  these  fands,  are  unneces- 
sarily large ;  but  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  officers  charged 
with  the  care  of  these  funds  must  comply  not  only  with  the  writ- 
ten law  regulating  their  management,  but  also  with  the  predomi- 
nating public  sentiment.  This  sentiment,  as  exemplified  in  many 
acts  of  successive  legislatures,  unmistakably  favors  the  policy  of 
loaning  these  funds  to  school  districts,  towns,  villages,  cities  and 
counties ;  but,  except  m  the  cases  of  school  districts,  such  loans 
oanoot  be  made  without  special  laws  authorizing  them.  If  this 
system  of  loans  is  to  be  continued,  it  seems  to  me  altogether 
expedient  that  a  general  law  should  be  enacted,  authorizing 
the  Commissioners  of  Public  Lands,  subject  of  course  to  such 
conditions  and  restrictions  as  may  be  necessary,  to  make  these 
loans.  Three  useful  purposes  would  be  thus  subserved.  The 
time  of  the  legislature  would  not  be  taken  up  with  the  considera- 
tion of  innumerable  special  acts  authorizing  loans;  a  much  needed 
uniformity  in  the  manner  of  making  the  loans  and  collecting  the 
payments  of  principal  and  interest  would  obtain,  and  loans  could 
then  be  made,  from  time  to  time,  when  needed,  and  the  necessity 
for  retaining  large  balances  in  the  treasury  would  disappear. 

The  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  Governor's 

CONTINGENT   FUND, 

January  1,  1880,  was  $989.81.  The  expenditures  chargeable  to 
this  fund,  during  the  calendar  year,  have  been  $1,066.27.,  but  in 
this  sum  is  included  $465.00,  advanced  to  the  committee  investi- 
gating the  affairs  and  management  of  the  Wisconsin  State  Hospital 
for  the  Insane,  to  enable  them  to  meet  some  of  the  expenses  of 
that  investigation.  In  wiew  of  the  condition  of  this  fund  at  the 
present  time,  and  the  possible  demands  upon  it  for  the  present 
year,  I  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $2,000  be  appropriated  thereto 
at  this  session. 

i  PUBLIC   INDEBTEDNESa 

I  The  aggregate  indebtedness  of  the  State  is  the  same  as  at  the 

close  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  namely :  $2,252,057.00,  and  will  doubt- 
less so  remain  for  years  to  coma     This  indebtedness  represents  in 
2- 8.  J. 
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part  the  contributions  Wisconsin  made,  during  the  war,  for  the 
preservation  of  the  Nation,  and  the  annual  payment  of  interest 
thereon  will  be  an  annual  reminder  of  that  struggle  and  the  causes 
which  led  to  it, —  themes  to  which  neither  we,  nor  those  who 
come  after  us,  can  too  frequently  recur.  The  forms  of  this  in- 
debtedness have  been  somewhat  changed,  by  taking  up  nine  of 
the  eleven  bonds  outstanding  a  year  ago,  and  substituting  there- 
for, certiQcates  of  indebtedness  to  the  Agricultural  College  fund. 
The  indebtedness  of  the  several  counties,  cities,  towns,  villages 
and  school  districts  in  the  State,  is  reported  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  as  follows :

The  State  Board  of  Assessment  fixed  the  gross  value  of  the  tax- 
able property  in  the  state  at  $445,582,720.00,  but  even  this  sum 
is,  in  my  judgment,  much  below  its  actcial  value.  It  is,  of  course, 
quite  impossible  to  determine  just  how  much  this  actual  value 
may  be.  The  property  which  is  actually  listed  and  assessed 
would  probably  reach  not  less  than  $700,000,000,  and  this  fact 
should  be  borne  in  mind  when  considering  the  rate  of  taxation. 

The  value  of  private  property  which  pays  no  revenue  to  the 
State,  either  by  way  of  direct  tax,  or  otherwise,  is  returned  by  the 
assessors  at  $6,353,01400,  as  follows :

The  toUil  tax  levied  in  the  state  for  the  year  1879,  for  all  pur- 
poses,  amounted  to  $7,577,767.27,  a  decrease  of  $392,091.73  from 
the  amount  levied  the  previous  year,  and  was  at  the  rate  of 
$1.72  625  1000  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  the  assessment  for 
that  year.  The  purp-^ses  for  which  these  taxes  were  levied,  and 
their  respective  amounts  and  rates,  are  as  follows;

These  figures  represent  only  the  direct  taxes  levied  upon  prop^ 
erty.  The  total  taxes  paid  by  the  people,  directly  and  indirectly, 
into  the  state  treasury,  were  for  the  last  fiscal  year,  nearly  $600,000 
in  excess  of  the  amount  here  stated.  Nothing  like  this  propor- 
tion obtains  in  county,  town  and  other  taxes,  but  the  sums  col- 
lected by  way  of  licenses  and  fees  are  by  no  means  inconsiderable. 

The  State  tax  now  being  collected  amounts  to  $662,053.63,  a 
large  increase  over  the  tax  of  the  preceding  year,  rendered  neces- 
sary by  extraordinary  appropriations, —  among  them  those  for  the 
building  of  the  Milwaukee  County  Insane  Asylum,  and  the  re- 
building of  the  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and 
Dumb. 

ESTIMATES. 

The  Secretary  of  State  estimates  that  the  expenditures  for  the 
calendar  year  1882  will  be  $988,008  13,  and  the  receipts  for  the 
same  period,  under  existing  laws,  $70^.7«5S.63,  as  follows  :

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This  leaves  $288,250.00  to  be  provided  for  by  the  Legislature. 
It  is  mj  opinion  that  both  the  expenditures  and  receipts  will  be 
somewhat  in  excess  of  these  estimates  The  demand  for  currenc 
expenses  and  for  special  appropriations,  at  many  of  the  State  in- 
stitutions, will  in  all  probability  considerably  overrun  the  figures 
given  by  the  Secretary  of  Stata 

I  have  so  frequently  expressed  my  opinions  in  regard  to  expen« 
ditures  and  appropriations,  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  repeat  them 
here.  The  people  demand  that  the  public  business  shall  be  car- 
ried on  in  an  expeditious  and  orderly  manner,  th^t  the  greatest 
efficiency  shall  be  given  to  all  public  institutions,  and  that  noth- 
ing shall  be  left  undone  which  may  promote  the  general  welfare. 
But  they  are,  at  the  same  time,  inquisitive,  and  rightfully  demand 
to  know  what  it  costs  to  accomplish  these  purposes.  Would  it* 
not  be  wise,  therefore,  abolishing  all  circumlocution,  to  let  your 
appropriations  show  the  total  amounts  of  public  money  devoted 
to  any  specific  object?  The  present  system  of  maintaining  the 
Hospitals  for  the  Insane  and  the  Industrial  School  for  Boys, 
whereby  a  portion  of  the  expense  is  charged  to  counties,  and  the 
sums  thus  collected  treated  as  a  separate  fund,  not  under  legisla- 
tive control,  or  appearing  in  the  annual  appropriations,  appears  to 
'me  to  be  cumbersome,  expensive  and  misleading. 

It  is  the  duty  of  this  Legislature,  as,  I  trust,  it  is  its  purpose,  to 
exercise  wise  discrimination,  not  only  in  the  matter  of  specific  ap- 
propriations, but  also  in  the  consideration  of  all  questions  involv- 
ing the  expenditure  of  the  public  funds. 

EDUCATION. 

The  report  of  the  State  Superintendent  will  show  that  the 
total  amount  of  money  expended  ft)r  the  support  of  common 
schools  during  the  past  year  w:as  $2,166,368.43,  an  increase  of 
nearly  $14,000  over  the  preceding  year,  and  that  of  this  sum 
$1,567,870.32  were  paid  for  teachers'  wages.  The  whole  number 
of  children  within  the  State,  of  school  age,  is  reported  at  483,198, 
a  slight  decrease  from  last  year,  but  the  attendance  at  school  has 
increased  nearly  8,000,  and  is  now  reported  at  299,208.  The 
number  of  teachers  employed  in  the  public  schools  of  the  State 
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the  past  year  was  10,110.  By  the  terms  of  the  "compulsory 
education  Jaw,"  which  went  into  effect  September  1,  1879,  all 
children  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  liftten  years,  not  excused 
there'rom  for  good  reason,  are  required  to  attend  a  public  or  pri- 
vate school  at  least  twelve  weeks  in  each  school  year.  The  num- 
ber of  children,  between  these  ages,  in  this  State,  is  found  to  be 
229,076  and  170,402,  or  nearly  three  fourths  of  them  attended  the 
public  schools  during  the  year. 

The  State  Superintendent  has  been  most  active  in  the  discharge 
of  the  varied  duties  of  his  office  during  the  past  year,  and  the  im- 
press of  his  Zeal  and  laitbf  ulness  will  be  felt  for  iiiauy  years  to 
come.  / 

There  is  a  healthy  rivalry,  but  no  unfriendly  jealousies,  between 
the  public  and  private  schools  of  Wisconsin.  The  friends  and 
promoters  of  either  recognize  that  the  field  is  broad  enungh  for 
all  who  may  come,  and  each  encourages  and  supplements  the 
work  of  the  other.  The  report  of  the  State  Superintendent  will 
contain  the  most  complete  and  reliable  statistics  of  the  condition 
of  all  the  schools  in  the  State,  private  as  well  as  public,  ever  com- 
piled, and  in  this  and  other  respects  will  be  of  unusual  interest. 

The  expenditures  for  the  four  Normal  Schools  were  $74,015.38, 
for  teachers*  institutes,  $7,210.79,  and  for  expenses  of  administra- 
tion,  $2,709.41.  The  amount  paid  to  teachers  at  the  schools  was 
$57,869.00,  and  for  repairs  $6,031.88.  The  whole  number  of 
pupils  in  attendance  was  1,8S0.  at  an  expense  averaging  $40.81 
per  pupil.  The  number  attending  institutes  was  4,965,  a  gain  of 
542  over  the  attendance  for  the  previous  year,  and  the  expense  of 
conducting  the  institutes  averaged  less  than  $1.50  for  each  mem- 
ber enrolled.  The  management  of  this  most  important  trust  by 
the  Board  of  Regents  is  eminently  satisfactory  and  merits  high 
commendation. 

The  number  of  students  enrolled  at  the  State  University  in  the 
different  departments,  October  1,  18S0,  was  436.  The  total  ex- 
penses for  the  fiscal  year  were  $97,080.04.  of  which  sum  $19,502.40 
were  paid  to  instructors,  $13,192.46  for  completion  of  Assembly 
Hall,  $6,779.33  for  repairs  and  other  improvements,  and  $27,585.85 
for  miscellaneous  purposes.     The  University   has  attained  con- 
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spicuoua  and  well  merited  rank  among  the  higher  institutions  of 
learning  in  the  United  Stale:?.  It  is  in  fact,  as  well  as  in  name,  a 
State  university,  and  it  aims  to  meet  all  legitimate  public  demands. 
Its  corps  of  instructors  and  its  courses  of  study,  as  exemplified  in 
the  character  and  success  of  its  graduates,  are  not  in  any  respect 
inferior  to  the  best,  however  much  its  methods  and  purposes  may 
differ  from  those  adopted  in  institutions  founded  a  century  or 
more  ago.  I  am  glad  to  know  that  its  merits  and  advantages  are 
becoming  better  appreciated  throughout  the  State,  and  that,  in 
consequence,  very  few  counties  are  unrepresented  in  its  catalogue 
of  studenta 

INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOLS. 

The  fiscal  year  of  the  Industrial  School  for  Girls,  in  Milwau- 
kee, closes  October  3 1st  The  managers  forwarded  me  their 
report  for  the  past  year,  requesting  that  it  might  be  published  by 
the  State.  Much  to  my  regret,  the  Commissioners  of  Public 
Printing  could  find  no  authority  in  the  law  for  complying  with 
this  otherwise  most  reasonable  request  The  buildings  and  grounds 
occupied  by  this  institution  are  the  property  of  the  State,  and  it 
is  doitig  a  most  noble  work  in  a  most  excellent  way ;  a  work 
which,  but  for  the  self  sacrificing  philanthropy  of  the  ladies  con- 
nected with  its  management,  the  State  would  be  obliged  to  under- 
take, at  a  cost  of  several  thousands  of  dollars  annually,  and  it 
would  seem  that  for  this  reason,  and  because  of  the  public  inter- 
est in  the  methods  and  results  of  this  work,  the  State  ought  to 
make  provision  for  the  publication  of  their  annual  reporta 

The  number  of  children  received  into  this  school  the  past  year 
was  59 ;  the  number  discharged  38  ;  the  whole  number  in  attend- 
ance during  the  year  147,  and  the  number  present  at  the  close  of 
the  year  109  —  86  of  them  being  girls  and  23  boys,  the  latter 
too  young  to  be  sent  to  the  school  at  Waukesha.  Twenty- 
three  of  the  sixty-two  counties  in  the  State  have  representa- 
tives in  the  school.  The  current  expenses  for  the  past  year 
were  $8,300.32,  of  which  there  was  paid  for  salaries  and  wages 
$1,946.01,  and  for  subsistence  $2,499.89.  Since  its  organization, 
in  April,  1875,  241  children  have  been  received  into  the  school, 
and  170  have  been  discharged  or  placed  in  families.     Of  this  last 
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number,  33  did  not  do  well,  and  have  been  returned,  leaving 
probably  not  less  than  125  now  living  who  are  doing  well,  either 
at  their  original  homes  or  in  other  families  where  new  homes  have 
been  found  for  them.  This  is  a  most  instructive  and  satisfactory 
record,  not  only  in  that  it  shows  a  great  amount  of  positive  good 
accomplished,  in  the  reformation  of  these  girls,  and  a  greater 
amount  of  positive  evil  averted,  but  also  because  it  shows  further, 
that  the  managers  agree  in  theory  and  conform  in  practice  to  the 
opinion  expressed  in  my  last  annual  message,  that  '' institution 
life  at  best  is  but  a  poor  substitute  for  homa" 

The  appropriations  made  by  the  legislature  last  winter  have 
been  faithfully  applied  to  the  objects  specified  in  the  act  making 
them,  but  were  not  sufficient  to  accomplish  all  that  was  desired. 
The  managers  will  apply  to  you  for  small  additional  appropria- 
tions to  complete  additions  and  improvements  already  com- 
menced, and  their  application,  I  doubt  not,  will  receive,  as  it  will 
merit,  your  favorable  consideration. 

The  whole  number  of  boys  in  attendance  at  the  school  in 
Waukesha  during  the  year  was  549,  the  average  for  the  year 
being  427.  The  number  received  during  the  year  was  118, —  108 
by  commitment  and  ten  by  return  of  former  inmates.  The  num- 
ber released,  died  and  escaped  was  119,  of  whom  104  were  dis- 
charged on  ticket  of  leave,  97  to  their. homes  and  seven  to  new 
places  on  trial.  The  whole  number  received  at  this  school  since 
its  opening,  in  July,  1860,  is  1,801.  The  industrial  interests  con- 
nected with  this  institution  are  reported  to  be  in  a  flourishing 
condition,  and  their  healthful  and  reformatory  influences  upon  ihe 
boys  cannot  be  over-estimated.  All  the  boys  work  some  portion 
of  each  day,  but  none  of  them  to  exceed  five  hours,  and  it  is  not 
to  be  expected  that  their  labor  can  be  made  to  yield  large  pe- 
cuniary returna  The  shops,  however,  more  than  support  them- 
selves, but  the  reports  do  not  show  their  net  earnings.  The  expenses 
for  the  past  year  were  $51,650.78,  including  $3,331.77  for  repairs 
and  improvements.  The  payments  for  salaries  and  wages  were 
$15,223.05,  and  for  subsistence,  exclusive  of  products  of  farm, 
$14,689.91.  The  current  expenses  for  the  present  year  are  esti- 
mated at  $54,000.00,   which   will   require  an  appropriation   of

$41,706.24,  the  balance  being  charged  to,  and  collected  from, 
counties.  The  managers  ask  for  specific  appropriations,  for  addi- 
tions, repairs  and  improvements,  aggregating  $22,050.00.  They 
also  recommend  a  modification  of  section  4970  of  the  statutes 
concerning  commitments  and  forwarding  a  copy  of  ihe  testimony 
upon  which  the  conviction  is  based. 

If  the  present  system  of  caring  for  all  the  classes  of  boys  who 
are  now  sent  to  this  school  is  to  be  continued,  most,  if  not  all,  of 
the  appropriations  asked  for  by  the  managers  ought  to  be  made; 
but  if  ihe  recommendations  I  am  about  to  submit,  in  regard  to  a 
distinct  schojl  for 

DEPENDENT   CHILDREN, 

shall  rcc  ive  favorable  consideration,  the  greater  part  of  the  im- 
provements and  additions  estimated  for  may  be  omitted. 

The  experience  of  Wisconsin  confirms  the  teachings  of  experi- 
ence in  all  ages,  to  the  effect  that  the  most  economical  way  to 
diminish  and  prevent  crime  is  to  rescue  the  children  from  paths 
which  lead  to  idleness,  vice  and  criminal  habits.  The  monetary 
benefits  which  have  been  conferred  upon  the  people  of  Wisconsin 
by  the  Industrial  School  for  Boys,  are  literally  incalculabla 
They  are  in  some  measure  negatively  indicated  by  the  compara- 
tively limited  number  of  inmates  in  our  State  Prison.  I  think  it 
within  the  truth  to  say  that  but  for  the  good  effected  by  this 
Industrial  School  in  the  past,  our  criminal  population  would  be 
twice  as  large  as  it  now  is,  and  the  expenses  for  courts,  sheriffs 
and  jails  proportionately  increased.  Under  the  present  circum- 
stances it  cost  the  several  counties  in  the  State,  for  the  year  1879, 
over  $250,000.00  to  arrest,  detain,  convict  and  punish  criminals 
Here,  then,  is  a  direct  and  obvious  saving  of  perhaps  a  quarter  of 
a  million  dollars  annually,  but  this  is  the  least  of  the  accruing 
benefits.  The  great  gain,  even  in  dollars  and  cents,  results  from 
having  upright,  intelligent,  sober  and  industrious  citizens  in  place 
of  professional  criminals. 

But  may  we  not  do  even  better  than  we  are  doing  ?  Or,  rather, 
is  not  our  present  system,  in  some  respects,  inexcusably  bad? 
There  are  in  the  Industrial  School  at  Waukesha  very  many  boys, 
sent  there  nominally  for  vagrancy,  or  perhaps  incorrigibility,  or 
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even  larceny,  but  really  and  in  fact,  because  they  bad  no  homes 
or  frienda  This  is  the  record  for  the  last  year :  committed  for 
vagrancy,  17;  for  incorrigibility,  82;  for  larceny,  54;  for  burg- 
lary, 2  ;  for  malicious  destruction  of  property,  2 ;  for  forgery,  1. 
Of  these  43  were  less  than  13  years  of  age,  14  had  no  parents 
living,  16  had  mothers  only,  11  fathers  only,  and  in  dases  of  18 
the  parents  were  separated.  Many,  perhaps  most,  of  these  boys, 
were  not  in  fact  vicious  or  incorrigible.  In  times  past  tbey 
would  have  been  sent  to  poor-houses  —  a  most  unfit  place,  surely, 
because  the  tendency  of  the  associations  and  surroundings  was 
to  make  them  confirmed  paupers,  and  the  practice  has  been  wisely 
prohibited  by  law.  But  the  same  line  of  argument  which  justi- 
fies this  prohibition,  leads  irresistibly  to  its  extension.  Indus- 
trial schools  are  intended  for  the  incorrigible,  the  vicious  and  the 
criminal,  and  not  only  are  these  classes  present  in  those  schools, 
but  every  boy  committed  to  them,  to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  de- 
servedly or  undeservedly,  becomes  identified  with  these  classes  in 
public  estimation.  One  of  the  results  is  that  it  is  extremely  dif- 
ficult to  find  homes  for  a  large  class  of  boys  who  are  as  bright,  as 
intelligent,  as  innocent  and  as  affectionate  as  any  in  the  land. 
And  yet  the  rich  and  powerful  State  of  Wisconsin,  upon  the 
pretext  that  thereby  it  saves  a  few  thousands  of  dollars,  consents 
to  aflSx  upon  such  boys  as  these  a  badge  of  dishonor. 

I  have  alluded  to  this  subject  in  previous  messages  as  one  de- 
manding attention  in  the  early  future,  but  further  observation  and 
reflection  convince  me  that  we  cannot  afford,  either  on  grounds 
of  right  or  expediency,  longer  to  delay  to  provide  a  suitable  tem- 
porary home  and  school  for  dependent  children,  a  place  to  which 
they  may  be  sent  and  from  which  they  may  be  distributed  with- 
out having  their  misfortunes  increased  by  the  State. 

STATE   PRISON. 

The  number  of  convicts  confined  in  the  State  Prison  September 
80,  1880,  was  277,—  thirty  two  less  than  were  there  a  year  previ- 
ous, and  a  decrease  of  sixty-nine  in  two  years.  The  commitments 
during  the  year  were  121.  Of  the  prisoners  received  only  twelve 
are  known  to  have  been  previously  in  any  prison,  and  only  tea

could  neither  read  nor  write  The  total  expenditures  for  the  year 
were  $44,082.88,  an  increase  of  $1,157.88  07er  the  amount  esti- 
mated in  the  preceding  report,  and  of  this  sum  $473.79  was  paid 
on  account  of  previous  unreported  liabilities.  The  amount  paid 
for  salaries  and  wages  was  $15,296  71,  and  for  subsistence, 
^14,214.73.  The  convicts  earnings  were  $27,873.40.  The  ex- 
penses  for  the  current  year  are  estimated  at  $42,000.00,  and  the 
earnings  at  $27,000.00,  but  the  deficiency  will  be  supplied  from 
the  assets  on  hand  and  no  appropriation  will  be  necessary. 

The  reports  of  the  directors  and  wardens  set  forth  very  clearly 
all  matters  connected  with  the  management  and  condition  of  the 
prison,  and  I  bespeak  for  them  a  careful  perusal.  It  must  be  a 
matter  of  just  pride  to  every  citizen  that  our  prison  population  is 
comparatively  so  small,  and  it  is  in  every  way  creditable  to  all 
<!onnected  with  the  administration  of  prison  affairs  that  so  few  of 
Its  discharged  prisoners  are  reconvicted  of  crime;  but  the  perfec* 
tion  of  prisDn  discipline  cannot,  in  my  judgment,  be  attained 
until  the  laws  are  modified  by  the  substitution  of  indeterminate 
for  fixed  sentences. 

BENEVOLENT  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  whole  number  of  patients  treated  at  the  Northern  Hospi- 
tal for  the  Insane  during  the  last  fiscal  year  was  719,  the  daily 
average  529  310,  and  the  number  under  treatment  at  the  close  of 
the  year  489.  The  number  discharged  recovered  was  42,  im- 
proved 71,  and  unimproved  77.  Of  those  discharged  23  were  re- 
moved to  the  State  Hospital  and  83  to  the  Milwaukee  County 
Insane  Asylum.  The  total  expenditures  were  $133,910.45,  of 
which  $129,056.21  were  for  current  expenses.  The  current  ex- 
penditures for  the  present  calendar  year  are  estimated  at  $121,- 
833.92,  which  will  require  an  appropriation  of  $70,319.67  in  ad- 
dition to  the  amount  to  be  received  from  counties,  and  the  sur- 
plus which  it  was  expected  would  remain  on  hand  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year.  The  trustees  request  special  appropriations  to 
the  amount  of  $16,800.00  for  purposes  specifiadin  their  report 

The  Wisconsin  State  Hospital  has  given  treatment  to  753 
patients  during  the  year,  with  a  daily  average  of  550,  and  586 
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under  treatment  at  it3  clo-e.  The  number  dischar^el  from  this  hos- 
pital recovered  is  reported  at  42,  the  number  improved  at  47,  and 
the  number  unimproved  at  13.  The  total  expenditures  were 
$178,317.59;  of  which  $48,963.00  were  paid  for  previous  year's 
liabilities,  and  $1,538.34  on  account  of  special  appropriations. 
The  current  expenditures  for  the  present'  year  are  estimated  at 
$184,550.00,  requiring  an  appropriation  of  $80,326.00  in  ad- 
dition to  funds  on  hand  and  amount  to  be  received  from  counties. 
The  trustees  of  this  hospital  also  request  special  appropropriations 
for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  their  report  in  amounts  aggregating 
$27,600. 

In  obedience  to  a  joint  resolution  in  that  behalf  adopted  by  the 
last  Legislature,  I  appointed  Senators  Sutherland,  McGrew  and 
Smith,  a  committee  to  investigate  the  affairs  of  this  hospital.  This 
committee  has,  I  believe,  most  faithfully  and  thoroughly  per- 
formed the  duties  assigned  them,  and  their  report,  with  the  accom- 
panying testimony  and  papers,  was  filed  in  the  Executive  oOSce 
December  22,  where  they  now  remain  subject  to  such  disposition 
as  you  may  be  pleased  to  make  of  them.  There  seemed  to  be 
such  a  general  desire  to  be  informed  concerning  this  report  that, 
with  my  permission,  copies  of  it  were  made,  and  it  has  been  pub- 
lished in  many  newspapers.  It  is  therefore  unnecessary  that  I 
should  occupy  any  considerable  time  in  presenting  the  conclusions 
arrived  at,  or  the  recommendations  made  by  this  committee.  It 
suffices  to  say  that  the  committee  find  many  things  to  criticise  and 
some  to  condemn,  in  the  methods  and  manner  in  which  the  busi- 
ness matters  of  the  hospital  have  been  conducted,  and  in  the  ab- 
sence of  order  in  the  management  of  its  multitudinous  details. 
Much  of  this,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  was  incident  to,  if 
not  inherent  in,  the  system  of  government  provided  by  law,  and 
they  accordingly  recommend  a  radical  change  in  the  manner  of 
supervising  and  governing  the  State's  charitable  institutions,  by 
substituting  for  the  several  local  boards  of  management  one  gen- 
eral board  of  control  for  all.  The  subject  is  one  of  grave  im- 
portance, involving  the  conservation  of  the  high  and  widely 
diverse  purposes  for  which  these  institutions  were  established,  as 
well  as  systematic  and  economical  business  management.     While, 
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therefore,  the  recommendations  of  the  committee  should  receive 
your  most  considerate  attention,  the  practical  ditticalties  surround- 
ing the  administration  of  these  sacred  trusts  by  a  single  board 
of  control  should  not  be  overlooked. 

It  remains  for  me  to  add,  and  I  am  much  gratified  that  I  may 
do  so,  that  there  is  no  suggestion  in  the  committee^s  report  of 
anything  approaching  corruption  or  malfeasance  in  office,  on  the 
part  of  any  one  connected  with  the  hospital,  while  in  many  of 
the  most  important  particulars,  especially  those  relating  to  the 
condition  and  care  of  patients,  the  committee  bestow  much  and 
well-deserved  commendation. 

The  expenses  of  the  investigation,  including  the  per  diem 
charges  of  the  members  of  the  committee,  amounted  to  $3,84:5.15, 
of  which  sum,  as  before  stated,  $i65.00  were  paid  from  the  con- 
tingent fund.  An  appropriation  to  pay  the  balance  should  be 
made  at  any  early  day. 

The  Milwaukee  County  Insane  Asylum  has  been  completed 
during  the  year,  and  embodies  the  best  results  of  recent  experi* 
ence  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  hospital  construction.  In  general 
appearance,  convenience  of  arrangement,  perfection  of  heating 
and'  ventilation,  and  in  utilization  and  economy  of  space,  it  is  not 
surpassed  by  any  instir.ution  in  the  country.  It  wa^  opened  for 
the  reception  of  patients  March  26,  1880,  since  which  time  245 
different  persons  have  receive  1  treatment,  the  daily  average  being 
185.  The  cost  of  maintenance,  exclusive  of  all  repairs  and  fur- 
nishing, has  been  $14,515.46,  an  average  of  $2.90^-  psr  week  for 
each  patient.  The  trustees  do  not  expect  that  this  average  can 
be  maintained  throughout  the  year,  or  for  a  series  of  years. 

It  is  estimated  by  the  board  of  trustees  that  this  asylum  will 
accommodate  300  patients.  Upon  this  basis  there  is  now  provis- 
ion, in  Wisconsin,  for  the  treatment  and  care  of  not  less  than 
1,400  insane  persons  in  first  class  hospitals.  This  is  at  the  rate 
of  one  for  every  950  of  population,  and  if  judiciously  used,  ought 
to  be  amply  sufficient  for  all  our  present  necessities. 

At  the  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb, 
the  buildings  provided  for  by  the  law  enacted  last  winter  have 
been  erected  and  will  be  found  well  adapted  to  the  purposes  of 
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the  school  The  amount  expended  from  the  bailding  fund  was 
$49,549.51,  from  the  current  expense  fund  $48,475.68,  including 
in  the  latter  sum  $15,45449  for  repairs  and  permanent  improve- 
ments and  $4,060  for  house  furnishing.  The  greater  part  of  the 
expenditures  embraced  in  these  last  mentioned'  sums  was  made 
necessary  by  the  fire  in  1879,  and  is  covered  by  the  special  appro- 
priation of  last  winter.  The  amount  paid  for  salaries  and  wages 
was  $12,801.48,  and  for  subsistence  $8,060.34.  The  whole  num- 
ber of  pupils  enrolled  during  the  year  was  195,  of  whom  156 
were  in  attendance  September  30,  1880.  The  estimates  for  the 
current  year  are  based  upon  an  assumed  average  attendance  of 
175  pupils,  and  amount  to  $34,500.00  for  current  expenses,  and 
$12,050.00  for  various  purposes  as  set  forth  in  their  report  In 
addition  to  the  recommendations  made  by  the  trustees,  I  suggest 
that  it  would  be  expedient  to  appropriate  a  sum  sufficient  to 
paint  the  shingle  roofs  of  the  buildings  and  provide  pipes, 
hydrants  and  hose  for  protection  against  fire.  I  have  been  much 
interested  in  the  printing  office  connected  with  this  Institution, 
which  is  becoming  an  important  branch  of  its  industrial  depart- 
ment. It  now  greatly  needs  some  additions  to  its  material,  and 
I  believe  a  small  appropriation  may  very  properly  be  made  for 
this  purpose. 

At  the  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Blind,  the  total 
number  of  pupils  enrolled  was  89,  with  an  attendance  of  77,  Octo- 
ber 31 —  the  close  of  their  fiscal  year.  The  fisialyearof  this 
institution  does  not  correspond  with  the  state's  fiscal  year,  and  if 
any  discrepancies  should  be  found  between  their  accounts  and 
the  tables  published  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  this  fact  may 
account  therefor.  The  current  expenses  for  the  twelve  months 
ending  October  31  were  $17,800.74,  of  which  sum  $6,455.07  were 
piid  for  salaries  and  wages,  and  $4,133.19  for  subsistence.  The 
estimates  for  the  current  year  are,  for  current  expenses,  $17,800, 
and  for  improvements  and  repairs,  $1,200,  for  which  sums,  less 
$1,800  for  cash  on  hand,  the  trustees  ask  appropriations. 

I  have,  in  obedience  to  my  own  inclinations,  as  well  as  in  com- 
pliance with  law,  visited  all  the  state  institutions  during  the  year, 
and,  without  exception,  found  them  in  most  excellent  condition 
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and  order.     The  health  and  comfort  of  their  inmates  are  well  pro- 
vided for,  and,  in  those  devoted  to  education,  the  proficiency  and 
progress  of  the  scholars  is  altogether  satisfactory. 
It  is  the  duty  of  the

to  set  forth  in  their  report  their  opinion  of  the  appropriations 
proper  to  be  made  for  each  of  the  charitable  and  correctional  in- 
stitutions supported  or  aided  by  the  State.  This,  I  have  no  doubt, 
the  Board  will  do,  in  the  report  which  will  soon  be  laid  upon  your 
desks,  and  thereby  you  will  be  greatly  aided  in  arriving  at  just  con- 
clusions as  to  the  several  sums  ne3es3ary  to  be  appropriated.  I 
have  frequently  commended  the  labors  of  this  Board.  By  visits 
to  jails  and  [!)oor-houses,  as  well  as  to  the  State  charitable  and  cor- 
rectional institutions,  they  become  familiar  with  the  practical 
workings  of  the  various  laws  enacted  for  the  relief  of  suflEering  and 
the  repression  and  punishment  of  crime;  and  by  judicious  advice 
and  timely  warnings  they  succeed  in  remedying  many  evils  which 
otherwise  might  become  public  scandals.  Their  report  for  the 
current  year  is  not  yet  in  print,  but  from  a  general  knowledge  of 
the  matters  to  which  the  Board  has  given  attention,  I  anticipate  a 
document  of  unusual  interest  and  accuracy. 

ILLUMINATING   OILS. 

The  first  report  of  the  State  Supervisor  of  Inspectors  of  Illumi- 
nating Oils,  covering  the  period  from  May  21,"1830,  when  the  law 
went  into  effect,  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  is  full  of  interest 
and  shows  very  conclusively  that  the  benefits  resulting  from  the 
operations  of  the  law  greatly  outwe'gh  any  inconvenience  or  extra 
expense  consequent  upon  its  enforcement.  It  is  confidently 
claimed  by  the  supervisor  that  not  a  single  lamp  explosion  has 
occurred  where  Wisconsin  legal  test  oil  has  been  used ;  that  the 
number  of  accidents  has  greatly  decreased,  and  that  in  nearly 
every  case  of  accident  reported,  it  has  been  conclusively  demon- 
strated that  the  oil  used  was  of  in^'erior  grade,  purchased  before  tha 
law  took  effect  The  total  number  of  barrels  of  oil  inspected 
prior  to  November  1,  1880,  was  19.411,  the  number  of  barrels  re- 
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jected  being  1,751,  and  the  number  approved  17,663.  The  fees 
for  inspection  were  $3,087.82,  inclusive  of  the  fee  of  two  cents  per 
barrel  to  the  Supervisor,  which  constitutes  his  entire  compensa- 
tion, and  amounted  to  $388.28.  There  appears  to  be  no  provision 
of  law  for  publishing  this  report  Believit)g  it  to  be  an  instructive 
document,  ot  great  public  importance,  I  recommend  that  you  au« 
thorize  its  publication.  I  most  heariily  commend  the  conservative 
methods  followed  and  the  wise  discretion  used  by  the  State  Super- 
visor in  patting  this  law  into  practical  operation.  A  change, 
amounting  almost  to  a  revolution,  in  the  use  of  one  of  the  most 
important  articles  of  commerce  has  been  wrought  so  unostenta- 
tiously as  to  occasion  comparatively  no  annoyance  either  ta 
dealers  or  consumers. 

FISH  CULTURE. 

The  operations  of  the  Commissioners  of  Fisheries  during  the 
past  year  have  been  very  successful,  and  the  reports  from  locali- 
ties where  fish  have  been  distributed  are  very  encouraging.  The 
record  of  Wisconsin  in  this  branch  of  industry,  in  the  progress 
made  and  the  success  attained,  is  the  counterpart  of  its  record  in 
all  other  departments.  The  expenditures  for  the  past  year  were 
$6,287.50.  The  amount  on  hand  is  $1,440.40,  and  it  is  estimated 
that  an  appropriation  of  $8,000.00  can  be  profitably  expended 
during  the  current  year. 

THB  STATE  BOARD  OF  IMMIGRATION, 

of  which  the  Governor  and  Secretary  of  State  are  ex  officiis  mem- 
bers, have  endeavored  to  expend  the  limited  amount  of  money 
appropriated  to  carry  out  the  purposes  for  which  the  Board  was 
created,  to  the  best  possible  advantage.  For  some  years  no  efTorta 
bad  been  made  to  secure  the  location  of  immigrants  in  Wisconsin, 
and  the  consequence  was  that  they  heard  of  other  States  and  Ter- 
ritories and  the  advantages  they  offered,  and  gave  no  thought  to 
Wisconsin.  It  has  not  been  an  easy  matter  to  turn  any  consider- 
able portion  of  the  tide  in  this  direction,  but  the  labors  of  the 
Board  have  not  been  altogether  unsuccessful  Its  records  show 
that  about  21,000  foreign  immigrants  settled  in  Wisconsin  during 
the  last  calendar  year.     This  is  no  inconsiderable  additioa  to  ouj;

populatioD,  and  their  strong  arms  and  willing  bands  will  assist 
very  materially  in  develop! og  our  dormant  resourcea  It  is  proba- 
ble, also,  tbat  these  immigrants  brought  with  them  and  added  to 
the  cash  capital  of  the  State  not  less  than  a  million  and  a  half  of 
dollars  in  ready  money.  ^  The  present  indications  are  that  the 
accessions  to  our  population  during  the  current  year,  from  foreign 
immigration,  will  greatly  exceed  those  of  the  pist  year,  and,  by 
reason  of  the  information  brought  to  light  and  disseminated  by 
this  board,  many  people  in  our  own  State  and  from  other  States 
will  conclude  to  settle  in  central  and  northern  Wisconsin  rather 
than  attempt  to  make  homes  upon  the  bleak  and  far  off  western 
and  southwestern  plains. 

INSURANCE. 

The  text  of  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Insurance  is 
commendably  brief.  That  which  is  necessary  to  be  said  is  stated, 
and  all  else  is  omitted.  The  magnitude  of  this  interest  in  Wis- 
consin, both  to  the  insured  and  insurers,  and  the  consequent 
necessity  for  careful  supervision,  may  be  gathered  from  these  sta- 
tistics :

The  Commissioner  renews  his  objection  to  the  law  of  this  state, 
which  declares  that  the  amount  of  insurance  written  in  any  policy 
insuring  real  property,  shall  be  taken  as  the  absolute  measure  of 
damages  in  case  the  property  is  destroyed,  and  urges  very  cogent 
reasons  for  its  modification.  It  seems  quite  patent  that  in  its 
present  form  the  law  offers  a  reward  for  rascality,  and,  in  conse- 
quence, every  honest  man  who  procures  insurance  must  p:iy  an 
additional  premium  to  cover  the  increase  in  the  general  hazard* 
In  so  far  as  the  law  affixes  a  quasi  penalty  upon  the  companies 
for  permitting  over  insurance,  its  tendencies  are  altogether  in  the 
right  direction;  but,  in  providing  that  the  penalty  shall  be  paid 
to  the  equally  negligent  or  culpab'e  insured,  it  encouMges  over- 
insurance  and  consequent  incendiarism.     The  amendment  sug* 
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gested  by  the  Commissioner,  or  some  provision  looking  to  the 
accomplishment  of  the  same  end,  should  be  incorporated  into  the 
law. 

RAILROADS. 

The  total  number  of  completed  miles  of  railway  in  the  State 
December  81,  1880,  was  8,133^,  inclusive  of  112  miles  of 
narrow  gauge  track,  and  exclusive  of  825|^  miles  of  sidings  and 
spurs.  The  construction  last  year  included  224^o^  miles  of 
standard  gauge  track,  9  miles  of  narrow  gauge,  and  16  miles 
changed  from  narrow  to  standard  guage.  The  number  of  passen- 
gers carried  in  Wisconsin  was  2,717,500,  an  increase  of  284,654 
over  the  preceding  year.  The  number  of  tons  of  freight  carried 
in  the  State  was  4,347,379,  and  the  increase  in  this  item  was 
170,168  tons — 'the  equivalent  of  17.000  car  loads.  The  total  earn* 
ings  of  all  the  roads  in  Wisconsin  were  $13,655,578.05,  the  increase 
being  over  $2,000,000.00  ;  and  the  expenses  were  $7,583,493.47, 
the  increase  in  this  item  being  about  $550,000.00  —  making  the  net 
increase  in  earnings  $1,620,493.50.  The  proportion  of  the  stock 
and  funded  and  unfunded  indebtedness  for  the  roads  in  Wiscon- 
sin is  reported  at  $129,654,481.28;  making  the  average  net  earn- 
ings, over  and  above  licenses  and  taxes  of  every  description, 
nearly  five  per  cent  There  is,  perhaps,  no  better  index  of  the 
prosperous  condition  of  the  State,  and  the  increase  of  the  products 
from  its  soil,  its  mines  and  its  forests,  than  may  be  found  in  the 
statistics  published  by  the  Railroad  Commissioner.  They  are 
growing  more  and  more  complete,  accurate  and  valuable  every 
year.  The  efficiency  of  the  management  of  Wisconsin  railroads, 
and  the  scrupulous  fidelity  and  vigilance  of  all  their  employees, 
are  attested  by  the  fact  that  of  the  millions  of  passengers  trans- 
ported, not  one  was  killed,  and  only  two  were  injured;  and  in 
these  cases  the  injuries  were  occasioned  by  their  own  want  of  care. 

RIVER  IMPROVEMENT. 

The  amount  expended  by  the  United  State<9  during  the  past 

year  for  the  improvement  of  the  Fox  and  Wisconsin  rivers  has 

been  much  less  than  the  importance  of  the  work  reasonably  de- 

manded ;  nevertheless,  very  substantial  progress  has  been  made^ 
8-B.J. 
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and  the  feasibility  of  making  these  rivers  practically  navigable 
from  Lake  Michigan  to  the  Mississippi  river  has  been  confirmed. 
In  particular,  the  experiments  made  and  continued  along  the 
Wisconsin  prove  that  when  the  waters  of  that  river  are  confined 
within  a  channel  not  exceeding  300  feet  in  width  at  low  water, 
there  is  no  difiiculty  whatever  in  maintaining  ample  depth  of 
water  for  all  purposes  of  navigation.  I  therefore  suggest  the  im- 
portance of  your  urging  upon  Congress  the  expediency  of  making 
adequate  provision  for  the  early  completion  of  this  work. 

The  Sturgeon  Bay  Canal,  though  not  yet  completed,  has  been 
opened  to  commerce,  and  is  amply  justifying  the  arguments  and 
prophecies  of  its  early  promoters  and  steadfast  friends.  In  the 
year  1879,  160  vessels,  witb  an  aggregate  capacity  of  32,071  tons, 
passed  through  the  canal.  In  1880  the  number  of  vessels  was 
633,  with  a  capacity  of  113,379  tons,  and  in  either  year  about 
one-third  of  the  vessels  were  loaded.  The  largest  vessel  bad  a 
capacity  of  650  tons.  The  work  by  the  United  States  at  the  Lake 
Michigan  terminus  of  the  canal  is  not  yet  complete,  and  there  has 
been  at  all  times  during  the  season  a  greater  depth  of  water  in  the 
canal  than  between  the  government  piers.  It  is  expected  the  work 
on  the  canal  will  be  fully  and  satisfactorily  completed  as  early  as 
September  of  the  present  year. 

The  MissisHippi  river  and  its  navigable  tributaries  border  upon 
and  intersect  twenty  states  and  territories,  and  their  systematic 
improvement  for  purposes  of  navigation  is  a  work  of  national 
importance  for  both  inter-state  and  foreign  commerce.  A  volun- 
tary commission,  composed  of  representatives  appointed  by  the 
Governors  of  these  states  and  territories,  has  undertaken  to  collate 
the  facts,  statistics  and  arguments  relating  to  this  subject  and 
urge  them  upon  the  attention  of  Congress,  and  asks  that  the  states 
more  immediately  interested  in  this  great  work  make  each  an 
appropriation  of  a  thousand  dollars  to  be  expanded  in  defraying 
the  necessary  expenses  of  the  commission.  Most  heartily  ap« 
proving  the  objects  which  this  commission  is  seeking  to  accom- 
plish, I  recommend  that  you  make  the  appropriation  as  requested^ 
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NATIONAL  GUARD. 

There  are  at  present  82  organized  companies  of  ntilitia  in  the 
State,  with  an  aggregate  membership  of  2,085  officers,  noa- 
oommissioned  oflScars  and  privates.  Twenty-nine  of  these  com- 
panies have  been  inspected  daring  the  year,  and  all  but  four  of 
them  found  to  be  in  a  condition  to  justify  payments  to  them  for 
rent  of  armory  and  uniform  fund,  as  provided  by  law.  Under 
the  provisions  of  the  law  enacted  last  winter,  one  battalion  of  five 
companies  has  been  organized  in  Rock  and  Walworth  counties, 
and  could  be  assembled  for  duty,  in  case  of  necessity,  with  a  full 
complement  of  experienced  officers,  with  but  little  delay.  Nine 
companies,  at  their  own  request,  were  ordered  into  camp,  for  in- 
struction, at  Milwaukee  last  June  during  the  Soldiers*  Reunion, 
and  rendered  very  efficient  and  much  needed  service  in  guarding 
the  camps  and  projecting  the  large  amount  of  public  property 
loaned  to  the  State  for  that  occasion.  Several  other  companies 
were  also  in  attendance  and  by  their  soldierly  bearing  and  good 
conduct  added  most  materially  to  the  interest  of  that  memorable 
meeting. 

There  has  been,  for  some  years,  a  military  department  ooq- 
tiected  with  the  State  University,  and  there  is  at  the  present  time  a 
BO-called  battalion  organization,  among  the  students,  of  two  com- 
panies, aggregating  185  members,  under  the  command  and  in- 
struction of  Captain  Charles  King,  U.  S.  A.  The  members  of 
this  battalion,  its  officers  and  instructor,  the  President  of  the 
University,  and  the  chairman  of  the  executive  committee  of  the 
Board  of  Regents,  unite  in  a  request  that  provision  may  be  made 
for  the  incorporation  of  this  organization  and  its  successors  into 
the  Wisconsin  National  Guard,  in  order  that  they  may  have  a 
proper  military  standing,  be  subjected  to  proper  military  disci- 
pline, and  receive  such  allowances  for  care  of  arms  and  armory, 
and  for  uniforms,  as  it  may  be  deemed  expedient  by  the  legisla- 
ture to  provide  for.  I  most  cordially  approve  this  request,  and 
commend  it  to  your  favorable  consideration. 
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PUBLIC  LANDS. 

There  has  been  a  large  increase  in  theamouDt  of  business  trans- 
acted daring  the  year  in  the  State  Land  Department.  The  sales 
of  land  aggregated  nearly  82,000  acres,  and  in  addition  nearly 
64,000.  acres  were  patented  to  counties  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  261,  Laws  of  1880.  The  lands  now  held  by  the  State, 
inclusive  of  about  82,000  acres  reserved  from  sale,  amount  to 
1,465,  202  acres,  and  embrace  many  thousands  of  acres  of  excel- 
lent farming  lands, —  lands  destined  at  no  distant  day  to  rival  in 
the  variety,  excellence  and  amount  of  their  products,  the  very 
best  lands  in  the  State  now  under  cultivation.  Progress  has  been 
made  in  the  adjustment  of  the  claims  of  the  State  for  additional 
swamp  lands,  and  I  confidently  expect  to  receive  during  the  year 
very  considerable  accessions  to  our  lists  of  lands.  In  the  prose- 
oution  of  these  claims  I  have,  at  all  times,  had  the  zealous  co-op- 
eration of  the  Commissioners  and  the  efficient  clerical  force  of  the 
Land  Department

I  invite  particular  attention  to  the  items  of  flax  and  tobacca 
These  crops  have  now  been  cultivated  for  a  sufficient  number  of 
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years  to  satisfy  even  the  most  skeptical  that  the  soil  of  Wisconsin 
is  peculiarly  adapted  to  their  successful  growth.  The  yield  of 
flax  is  sufficient,  it  would  seem,  to  justify  the  erection  of  mills 
for  its  manufacture,  particularly  as  it  is  quite  obvious  that  an 
assured  market  for  the  straw  would  materially  increase  the  acre* 
age  devoted  to  that  crop.  Those  who  have  investigated  the  sub- 
ject assure  me  that  all  the  conditions  necessary  to  the  successful 
manufacture  of  linen  of  all  descriptions  are  found  in  Wisconsin, 
and  I  am  persnaded  that  flax  culture  and  manufacturing  offer  very 
promising  fields  for  the  investment  of  capital.  Tobacco  culture 
has  hitherto  been  confined  to  a  small  portion  of  the  State,  but  it 
has  already  assumed  large  proportions  as  a  commercial  factor. 
The  value  of  the  crop  harvested  in  1880  will  reach  nearly  or 
quite  a  million  and  a  half  of  dollars,  and  the  time  is  not  far  dis- 
tant when  if  will  be  expedient  to  provide  proper  legal  forms  for 
assuring  the  markets  of  the  world  of  the  grade  and  quality  of 
Wisconsin  grown  tobacco. 

I  also  invite  your  attention  to  the  fact,  not  appearing  in  these 
statistics,  that  considerable  quantities  of  the  improved  varieties  of 
sugar  cane  are  bding  raised  in  Wisconsin,  and  that  the  results  of 
recent  experiments  tend  to  show  that  excellent  syrup  and  sugar 
can  be  obtained  therefrom.  Efficient  and  practicable  methods  for 
manufacturing  the  syrup  and  crystalizing  the  sugar,  so  that  the 
product  may  have  a  uniform  commercial  standing  and  value,  re- 
main to  be  discovered,  and  if  you  can  aid  in  accomplishing  this, 
the  resulting  benefits  will  be  of  great  public  utility. 

I  commend  to  your  most  careful  consideration  the  paragraph  in 
the  report  of  the  Sdcretary  of  State  concerning  statistics.  Much 
has  been  done  under  the  present  law  to  evolve  order  and  approx- 
imate certainty  out  of  chaos  and  utter  unreliability,  but  the 
neglect  of  a  few  officers  makes  the  returns  more  or  less  incompleta 
It  seems  necessary,  therefore,  to  modify  the  law  by  providing  that 
no  officer,  whose  duty  it  is  to  collect  and  make  returns  of  statis- 
tics, shall  receive  pdy  for  any  services  until  he  shall  produce  and 
file  proper  written  evidence  that  he  has  complied  with  all  the  pro- 
visions of  law.  I  approve,  also,  the  recommendation  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  State,  that  the  scope  of  the  law  should  be  enlarged  so 
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as  to  embrace  the  statistics  of  miniog,  lumberiDg  and  manafactur- 
iDg,  and  suggest,  in  addition,  that  lumber  inspectors  should  be 
required  to  forward  their  reports  to  the  Secretary  of  State  to  be 
tabulated,  consolidated  and  published,  in  connection  with  other 
statistics.  ^ 

And*  withal  the  State  should  not  be  content  simply  to  gather 
and  publish  statistics.  It  should  aid  in  every  practicable  way  in 
developing  and  utilizing  the  great  resources  which  we  possess. 
It  can  do  this,  in  part,  most  economically  and  efficiently  by  con- 
tinning  reasonable  appropriations  to  the  State  and  Northern  Ag- 
ricultural Societies,  the  Horticultural  Society  and  the  Dairy- 
men^s  Association  ;  and  there  may  properly  be  added  to  the  list, 
such  other  societies  as  shall  devote  themselves  to  developing  and 
perfecting  new  forms  of  industry. 

governor's  residknce. 

It  has  been  my  opinion  for  some  time  that  the  State  should  pro- 
vide an  official  residence  for  its  Governor,  and  require  him  to 
occupy  it  during  his  term  of  office;  and  as  there  is  now  an  oppor- 
tunity to  purchase,  upon  very  reasonable  terms,  a  furnished  house 
and  grounds,  in  every  way  suited  for  the  purpose,  I  recommend 
an  early  consideration  of  the  subject  by  the  Legislature. 

CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENTS. 

Amendments  to  Section  1,  of  Article  III,  and  Sections  4,  5,  11 
and  21,  of  Article  IV,  of  the  Constitution  were  proposed  in  the 
last  Legislature  and  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
elected  to  each  of  the  two  houses.  The  constitutional  require- 
ments necessary  to  enable  this  Legislature  to  consider  these 
amendments  have  been  complied  with,  and,  if  they  shall  be  agreed 
to  by  you,  it  will  be  your  duty  to  provide  for  their  submission  to 
the  people  in  such  manner  and  at  such  time  as  you  may  pre- 
scribe. 

federal  census  and  apportionment. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Constitution  requires  that  the  Legislature  shall, 
at  their  first  session,  after  an  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
State,  made  by  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  apportion  and 
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district  anew  the  members  of  the  senate  and  assembly,  according 
to  the  number  of  inhabitants,  I  have  requested  the  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Census  to  furnish  me  an  official  statement  of  the  popu- 
lation of  Wisconsin,  by  towns,  villages  and  wards,  as  shown  by 
the  recent  census,  and  have  written  assurance  from  him  that  such 
A  statement  will  be  supplied  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Febru- 
ary proximo.  It  may  be  expected,  I  think,  that  this  statement, 
when  received,  will  afford  all  the  information  necessary  to  enable 
you  to  proceed  with  the  redistricting  of  the  State  into  senate  and 
assembly  districts,  and,  if  Congress  shall  agree  upon  an  apportion- 
ment for  representatives  in  Congress,  into  congressional  districts 
•also. 

yORKTOWN  CENTENNIAL. 

Sometime  since  a  movement  was  inaugurated  looking  to  a  cele- 
bration of  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  surrender  of  Lord 
Oornwallis  at  Yorktowo,  and  the  Grovernors  of  the  several  slates 
were  requested  to  appoint  comraisaioners  to  arrange  therefor.  In 
accordance  with  this  request,  Hon.  Milo  P.  Jewett,  of  Milwaukee, 
was  appointed  to  represent  Wisconsin.  The  National  Govern- 
ment will  take  a  prominent  part  in  the  exercises  of  the  oseasion, 
which  will  consist  of  naval  and  military  reviews,  civic  processions, 
orations,  poems,  and  the  laying  of  the  corner  stone  of  a  monu- 
ment to  commemorate  the  great  historical  event  which  closed  the 
war  of  the  Revolution.  A  liberal  appropriation  has  been  made 
by  Congress  to  assist  in  defraying  the  necessary  expenses.  It  is 
exceedingly  appropriate  that  events  of  this  character  should  be 
celebrated,  and  nothing  will  more  surely  tend  to  heal  the  differ- 
ences engendered  by  our  civil  war,  or  more  securely  weld  the 
bonds  of  fraternity,  without  which  we  cannot  become  a  homoge- 
neous nation,  than  for  the  descendants,  lineal  and  political,  of  the 
victors  of  Yorktown  to  gather  together  and  recount  and  com- 
memorate the  deeds  of  valor  and  heroism  which  secured  our  inde- 
pendence. In  accordance  with  the  terms  ot  a  resolution  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  I  respectfully  recommend  that 
an  appropriation  be  made  by  you  sufficient  to  enable  the  State  of 
Wisconsin  to  take  a  suitable  part  in  the  celebration  of  this  cen- 
tennial anniversary. 
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CONCLUSION. 

The  richest  blessings  of  Divine  Providence  have  been  bestowed 
upon  our  Nation  daring  the  past  year  most  abundantly.  Nothing 
that  could  contribute  to  our  material  or  political  welfare  has  been 
withheld,  and,  in  consequence,  financial  and  commercial  affairs 
were  never  in  a  more  satisfactory  condition,  the  evidences  of  uni- 
versal prosperity  and  contentment  were  never  more  abundant, 
and  the  prospects  for  continued  advancement  in  wealth,  in  edu- 
cation,  and  in  all  things  necessary  to  make  a  people  truly  inde- 
pendent, never  more  encouraging.  We  have  reason,  also,  to  be 
most  profoundly  grateful  that  the  results  of  the  late  presidential 
election  were  so  decisive,  and  were  obtained  by  methods  so  unob- 
jectionable, as  to  secure  a  prompt  and  cheerful  acquiescence 
therein  for  the  time  being,  and,  in  addition  thereto,  the  assurance 
that  tliey  will  be  accepted  by  the  great  body  of  intelligent  people 
in  every  state  as  the  conclusive  adjudication  that,  in  the  United 
States,  the  Nation,  and  not  a  State,  is  supreme.  This  is  a  promise

tiguous territory,  and  be  in  as  compact  form  as  practicable. 

That  section  5  of  article  4  of  the  constitution  of  this  state,  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  5.  The  benators  shall  be  elected  by  single  districts  of 
convenient  contiguous  territory,  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same 
manner  as  members  of  the  assembly  are  required  to  be  chosen; 
and  no  assembly  district  shall  be  divided  in  the  formation  of  a  sen- 
ate district.  The  senate  districts  shall  be  numbered  in  the  regular 
series,  and  the  senators  shall  be  chosen  alternately  from  the  odd 
and  even  numbered  districts.  The  senators  elected  or  holding 
over  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  amendment,  shall  continue 
in  office  till  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified;  and 
after  the  adoption  of  this  amendment  all  senators  shall  be  chosen 
for  the  term  of  four  years. 

That  section  11  of  article  4  of  the  constitution  of  this  state,  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 
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Section  11.  The  lep^islature  shall  meet  at  the  seat  of  govern- 
ment at  such  time  as  shall  be  provided  by  law,  once  in  two  years, 
and  no  oftener,  unless  convened  by  the  governor  in  special  session; 
and  when  so  convened  no  business  shall  be  transacted  except  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  accomplish  the  special  purposes  for  which  it 
was  convened. 

That  section  21  of  article  4  of  the  constitution  of  this  state  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  21.  Each  member  of  the  legislature  shall  receive  for  his 
services  for  and  during  a  regular  session,  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars,  and  ten  cents  for  every  mile  he  shall  travel  in  going  to  and 
returning  from  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  legislature  on  the  most 
usual  route.  In  case  of  an  extra  session  of  the  legislature,  no  addi- 
tional compensation  shall  be  allowed  to  any  member  thereof,  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  except  for  mileage,  to  be  computed  at  the 
same  rate  as  for  a  regular  session.  No  stationery,  newspaper,  post- 
age or  other  perquisite,  except  the  salary  and  mileage  above  pro- 
vided, shall  be  received  from  the  state  by  any  member  of  the  legis- 
lature for  his  services,  or  in  any  other  manner  as  such  member.

Wherbas,'  Chemists  who  have  analyzed  the  water  supplied  at 
the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  state  that  there  is  a  considera- 
ble amount  of  organic  matter  in  the  water  that  may  be  injurious  to 
the  health  of  the  inmates  of  the  Hospital;  and 

Whereas,  There  is,  in  the  minds  of  some,  notwithstanding  the 
excellent  sanitary  condition  of  patients,  aside  from  the  malady  for 
which  they  were  brought  there;  and  notwithstanding  the  reports 
of  the  monthly  visits  of  physicians  in  excellent  standing,  that 
the  water  supply  is  wholly  unobjectionable;  and  while  the  Board  of 
Trustees  do  not  believe  that  the  water  is  injurious  to  the  health  of 
the  inmates;  yet,  upon  such  an  important  subject,  there  should  be 
no  doubt  whatever,  in  the  mind  of  any  reasonable  person.  Therefore 
•  Itesolved^  That  an  appropriation  of  $10,000  be  asked  from  the 
legislature  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  Hospital  with  artesian 
well  water  for  drinking  and  cooking  purposes.

Civilized  persons  of  Indian  descent,  not  members  of  any 
tribe;  provided,  that  the  legislature  may,  at  any  time,  extend  by 
law  the  right  of  suffrage  to  persons  not  herein  enumerated,  but  no 
such  law  shall  be  in  force  until  the  same  shall  have  been  submitted 
to  a  vote  of  the  people  at  a  general  election,  and  approved  by  a 
majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  at  such  election.

To  (he  Honorable^  the  Legislature  of  Wisco^isin: 

The  undersigned,  secretaries  of  the  meetings  of  surviving  mem- 
bers of  the  constitutional  conventions,  and  of  the  State  Pioneer 
Association,  acting  on  behalf  of  said  bodies,  and  in  accordance  with 
a  resolution  of  the  latter,  herein  annexed,  desire  respectfully  to  so* 
licit  from  the  legislature  an  enlargement  of  subscription  to  the 
number  of  copies  of  the  published  volume  of  the  Memorial  Record 
of  the  Fathers  of  Wisconsin,  provided  for  by  chapter  275,  general 
laws  of  1880,  to  an  extent  that  will  meet  obvious  wants  of  the  state 
at  large.  The  number  ordered  (one  thousand  copies)  and  the 
manner  of  distribution  falls  much  short  of  the  demand,  and  has  en- 
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tailed  upon  us  a  large  correspondenoe  to  explain  to  applioants  the 
reason  why  copies  could  not  be  supplied. 

From  the  best  data  at  command,  we  infer  that  the  families  of 
members  in  1848  represented  not  less  than  1,000  persons,  increased 
now  to  at  least  5,0()0  or  6,000;  while  the  pioneer  families  of  the 
state  may  be  estimated  at  from  30,000  to  40,000,  whose  descendants 
now  comprise  an  important  per  cent,  of  the  total  population.  To 
meet  the  wants  of  this  large  class,  only  about  two  hundred  copies 
were  provided,  i.  e.,  one  copy  to  each  member,  or  to  the  surviving 
family.  Of  the  remainder,  about  two  hundred  copies  were  fur- 
nished the  last  legislature  and  state  officers,  and  the  balance  dis- 
tributed to  various  state,  territorial,  collegiate,  historical  and  other 
public  libraries  throughout  this  and  other  countries.  Probably 
five  hundred  copies  are  all  that  remain  in  Wisconsin;  while  no 
provision  was  made  for  the  present  legislature,  or  a  very  numerous 
body  of  citizens  who  now  seek  the  work.  We  respectfully  suggest 
an  increase  of  the  edition  equal  at  least  to  the  number  of  laws  or 
other  important  documents  usually  ordered  by  the  legislature; 
that  to  this  end  the  propriety  of  this  request  be  referred  to  a  joint 
select  committee,  to  pass  upon  all  matters  relating  thereto,  to  6x 
upon  the  number  and  cost,  if  its  action  is  favorable,  and  to  report 
the  result  for  the  consideration  and  guidance  of  the  two  houses. 

We  take  the  liberty  of  adding  that,  judging  from  letters  received 
by  us  from  many  eminent  writers  and  citizens  in  most  of  the 
states  and  territories,  from  numerous  societies  and  a  general  com- 
mendation of  the  press,  the  volume  has  been  deemed  highly  ac- 
ceptable as  a  contribution  to  historical  annals  and  the  purpose 
flatteringly  applauded  as  highly  creditable  to  the  state.  The  vol- 
ume was  not  prepared  by  us  with  any  view  to  personal  profit,  but 
as  a  testimonial  of  respect  and  love  for  old  associates,  and  our 
highest  ambition  will  be  realized  if  the  number  of  copies  circu* 
lated  bears  some  reasonable  proportion  to  the  population,  for  whose 
benefit  the  work  was  undertaken.  A  revised  edition  will  also  en- 
able us  to  correct  a  few  errors  that  unavoidably  crept  into  the  text 
of  the  first  one,  and  render  the  volume  complete  and  perfect  as  far 
as  the  memory  of  survivors  and  public  records  admit.     ^

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To  the  Honorable^  the  Legislature  of  Wisconsin: 

The  undersigned,  your  memorialist,  respectfully  represents 
that  he  is  a  creditor  of  the  state  to  a  considerable  amount,  involv- 
ing all  the  substance  that  remains  to  him  of  near  thirty  years'  resi- 
dence in  the  state;  that  he  has  furnished  of  his  substance  in  labor 
and  materials  large  sums  for  the  state's  benefit,  which  though  now 
adjusted,  and  acknowledged  as  long  since  due,  by  and  under  solemn 
legislative  enactments,  in  the  form  of  an  award  by  three  state  offi- 
cers (the  Commissioners  of  Printing)  according  to  the  express  pro- 
visions of  chapter  323,  laws  of  1874,  yet  remains  unpaid.  Your 
memorialist  fully  and  scupulously  performed  all  that  was  required 
of  him  under  the  contract  with  the  state,  but  the  state  has  not  yet 
performed  as  agreed,  on  its  part;  and  your  memorialist  now  asks  the 
legislature  to  pay  him  the  amount  of  the  award  under  said  chapter 
323,  laws  of  1874,  as  reported  to  the  legislature  under  date  of 
February  21, 1874. 

As  conclusive  evidence  that  your  memorialist  has  not  been  paid 
as  stipulated  on  the  part  of  the  state,  he  refers  the  Honorable  Leg- 
islature to  said  chapter  323,  laws  of  1874,  and  to  chapter  269,  laws 
of  1875,  and  to  the  action  of  the  Printing  Commissioners,  and  their 
tabulated  statement  of  labor  and  material  furnished  the  state, 
amount  paid  thereon,  and  the  balance  found  due,  as  referenced 
above,  for  which  see  office  of  Secretary  of  State,  and  page  116, 
assembly  journal  of  1875. 

A  great  deal  of  literature  pertaining  to  the  subject  may  be  found 
in  various  memorials  to  the  legislature  prior  to  1874,  in  reports  of 
committees,  etc.,  going  over  and  over  the  points  of  controversy, 
but  not  until  said  chapter  323  was  enacted  were  the  work  and  ma- 
terials furnished  by  your  memorialist  ever  fully  computed  by  or 
on  the  part  of  the  state,  and  while  your  memorialist  deems  it  of 
little  or  no  moment  now,  to  go  back  of  the  award  rendered  on  the 
only  full  computation  ever  had,  he  will  nevertheless  cheerfully  fur- 
nish any  information  in  his  power  in  reference  to  the  history  of  the 
case,  to  the  legislature  or  to  any  of  its  committees  or  members. 
He  has  nothing  to  conceal,  and  challenges  now,  as  in  the  past,  the 
fullest  investigation,  and  if  it  can  be  shown  by  friend  or  foe  that 
the  work  has  not  been  done  as  charged,  or  that  it  has  been  fully 
paid  as  agreed  on  the  part  of  the  state,  your  memorialist  will  for- 
ever retire  from  the  attention  of  the  legislature. 

The  only  question  is,  is  the  oath-bound  computation  under  said 
chap.  323,  true  or  false?  If  false,  there  ought  to  reside  somewhere 
the  evidence,  and  its  production  would  silence  this  claim  sooner 
than  legislative  negatives  or  fiats  of  courts.  Courts  of  the  highest 
order  have  decided  that  honest  debts  cannot  be  paid  by  extorting 
*^  receipts  in  full."  The  legislature  of  this  state  has  in  many  cases 
waived  all  technical  defenses,  as  they  have  in  this — as  the  statutes 
of  limitation,  etc.,-=-and  have  not  only  paid  claims,  principal  and 
interest,  but  have  paid  claims  rejected  on  legal  technicalities  by 
the  supreme  court.  In  short,  the  state  has  scorned  to  avail  n^ere 
technical  defenses  to  avoid  a  few  dollars  honestly  due  to  its  cred- 
itors.   True,  the  legislature  by  chapter  269  relegated  this  claim 
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to  the  court.  The  court,  of  course,  was  handicapped  by 
rigid  rules  of  law,  and  as  this  claim  was  predicated  on  what  is 
known  as  the  Harvey  contract,  the  court  refused  to  recognize  that 
contract  as  legal  or  binding  in  law.  But  the  legislature,  which 
has,  on  several  occasions,  been  informed  that  the  undersigned  was 
forced  to  accept  that  contract,  against  his  will,  and  as  the  compu> 
tation  actually  made  shows  that  even  that  agreement  was  never 
complied  with,  there  is  {no  way  to  obtain  dues  justly  earned!,  under 
an  (^award  as  yet  unchallenged,  except  to  appeal  directly  to  the 
sovereign  justice  and  honor,  through  the  medium  of  the  legislature, 
which  is  unfettered  by  rigid  rules  of  law,  but  may  act  as  justice 
and  the  very  equities  of  the  case  shall  demand. 

The  claim  is  just  or  unjust.  It  is  right  or  wrong  that  it  should 
be  paid.  If  the  work  has  been  done  and  has  not  been  paid  for, 
who  will  say  it  is  an  act  of  sovereign  morality  to  refuse  payment? 
If  wrong,  there  must  rest  somewhere  the  evidence  of  a  higher 
grade  than  mere  declamation. 

The  undersigned  has  full  confidence  now,  in  presenting  this 
claim  and  asking  payment  thereon,  that  the  legislature  will  apply 
the  adequate  remedy,  or  insist  on  an  adequate  reason  why  the 
claim  should  not  now  and  forever  be  settled.

COMMUNICATIONS. 

To  the  Honorable.^  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin: 

Your  memorialists,  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Dane, 
respectfully  represent  that  the  state  has  insufficient  facilities  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  insane.  The  superintendents'of  the  poor 
have  received  notice  from  the  authorities  of  the  Wisconsin  State 
Hospital  to  receive  ten  chronic  insane  patients  now  in  the  hospital, 
fi^  as  to  make  room  for  more  curable  patients. 

The  county  has  no  suitable  place  to  care  for  insane  persons.  We 
have  only  the  poorhouse  and  the  jail,  and  all  humane  people  agree 
that  the  insane  should  have  better  care  than  it  is  possible  to  give 
in  such  places.  We  believe  that  the  state  should  care  for  all  that 
unfortunate  class,  and  not  provide  for  a  limited  number  only,  leav- 
ing the  care  of  some  to  the  counties,  thus  necessitating  two 
systems  for  their  care.  If  Dane  county  is  to  be  compelled 
to  provide  for  some  patients,  it  will  be  cheaper 
to  erect  a  county  hospital  with  sufficient  capacity 
to  accommodate  all  the  insane  from  the  county  and  be  re- 
lieved from  all  taxation  for  the  state  hospital.    We  believe,  how- 
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eyer,  that  the  state  system  is  much  the  best.  The  patients  oan  be 
cared  for  better  and  cheaper  in  a  few  lar^e,  than  in  many  small, 
hospitals.  But  to  have  to  maintain  both  large  and  small  hospitals 
is  expensive  as  well  as  wrong.  Addition  to  the  present  state  hos- 
pital can  be  made  so  all  Insane  can  be  cared  for  there,  and  we  most 
earnestly  request  your  honorable  body  to  take  immediate  steps  to 
make  such  enlargement  as  may  be  necessary. 

Hoping  that  this,  our  memorial,  may  receive  favorable  considera* 
tion,your  memorialists  will  ever  pray. 

Heiolvedj  That  the  clerk  be  directed  to  transmit  to  the  members 
of  the  legislature  from  this  county,  copies  of  the  memorial  for  the 
care  of  the  insane.

The  Congregational  and  Presbyterian  Convention  of  Wisconsin, 
representing  about  200  churches  and  a  membership  of  near  14,000,  at 
its  late  annual  meeting  in  Milwaukee,  voted  to  memorialize  your 
honorable  body  with  reference  to  the  question  of  a  constitutional 
amendment  prohibiting  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  as  a  beverage,  praying  that  this  question  may  be  submitted 
to  a  vote  of  the  people. 

Believing,  as  we  do,  that  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  intoxicat* 
ing  drinks  is  a  fruitful  source  of  pauperism  and  crime,  an  enemy

COMMUNICATIONS. 

To  the  Honorable^  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
Wisconsin: 

It  has  been  well  said,  that  '' archaeology  throws  light  upon 
primeval  man,  as  geology  does  upon  primeval  nature.  Each  has 
given  us  knowledge  where  it  had  long  been  considered  beyond 
reach.  If  geology  was  earlier  developed,  archaeology  is  now  be- 
coming a  more  general  favorite,  since  it  possesses  a  human  interest 
unknown  to  its  sister  science."  If,  as  Agassiz,  following  Sir  Wm.* 
Logan's  liaurentian  Eozoan  researches,  has  proved  that  America  is 
the  oldest  of  all  the  continents,  where  the  first  dry  land  was  lifted 
above  the  waters  from  Nova  Scotia  to  the  far  west,  while  Europe 
was  yet  represented  only  by  islands  rising  here  and  there  above 
the  sea  —  it  is  meet  that  we  should  here  expect  to  find  some  of  the 
oldest  and  most  interesting  specimens  of  the  handiwork  of  h  e  pre- 
historic races. 

Nor  has  this  expectation  been  disappointed.  Thousands  of  spec- 
imens of  the  stone  age,  and  a  goodly  number  of  the  copper  age, 
have  been  found  in  Wisconsin.  A  single  individual  —  F.  S.  Per- 
kins, of  Burlington,  Racine  county  —  has  spent  many  years  in 
travelling   over  the  state,  and  making  rich  collections  of   these

carious  remains  of  a  former  period.  His  mode  of  procedure  has 
been  v«dry  systematic.  He  would  spend  many  weeks  at  a  time  on 
a  tour  of  thorough  canvassing,  taking  a  county,  and  going  carefully 
through  it  by  townships  and  sections,  missing  scarcely  a  house. 
He  would  make  his  inquiries  —  obtain  ancient  implements  when 
he  could;  and  not  unfrequently  would  hear  of  fine  specimens  of 
the  copper  age  that  had  been  sold  to  some  passing  peddler  for  old 
copper,  or  cut  up  or  melted  for  some  trifling  purpose.  He  would 
leave  his  card,  so  that  should  other  articles  of  interest  be  found, 
his  name  and  address  might  be  known;  and  being  a  ready  draughts- 
man, he  would  generally  draw  on  his, card  the  shape  of  a  spear  or 
arrow- head,  or  some  other  antiquarian  device,  the  better  to  keep 
his  wishes  in  remembrance;  and  this  he  would  particularly  observe 
when  at  the  residence  of  Germans  and  Norwegians.  Thus,  in  all 
weather,  with  the  thermometer  sometimes  many  degrees  below 
zero,  or  during  the  extreme  heats  of  summer,  would  he  prosecute 
his  unwearied  journeyiniirs  with  varied  success. 

In  this  manner  were  the  counties  of  Racine,  Kenosha,  Walworth, 
Waukesha,  Milwaukee,  Jefferson,  Dodge,  Washington,  Ozaukee, 
Fond  du  Lac  and  Sheboygan,  and  portions  of  Rock,  Dane  and  La 
Fayette  explored;  not  unfrequently  sojourning  for  the  night  in  a 
barn,  hut  or  hovel,  and  sometimes  su£fering  from  a  runaway  of  his 
horse,  and  encountering  other  perils  and  privations,  in  the  hope  of 
adding  something  to  bis  store  of  ancient  relics.  Some  days  he 
would  scarcely  find  a  solitary  stone  arrow  head  to  reward  his  toils 
and  efforts;  when  the  next  day,  perhaps,  in  some  unpromising 
neighborhood,  he  would  discover  the  most  interesting  specimens 
both  of  stone  and  copper.  And  thus  he  has  labored  and  explored 
for  many  years  the  regions  along  our  lakes  and  streams,  where  the 
ancient  dwellers  seem  to  have  had  their  settlements,  and  where  the 
larger  portion  of  these  pre-historic  remains  are  found.  These  oft- 
repeated  journeys  and  explorations  have  cost  Mr.  Perkins  much 
time  and  expense,  besides  necessitating  much  self-denial  in  their 
prosecution. 

These  years  of  toil  and  persistent  effort  have  stamped  Mr.  Per- 
kins as  the  most  remarkable  antiquary  Wisconsin  or  the  west  has' 
produced,  if  not  the  most  remarkable  in  our  age,  and  of  our  con- 
tinent. Ought  such  faithful  labors,  selt- denials  and  the  necessary 
expenses  incurred,  to  go  unrecognized  and  unrewarded?  —  labors 
and  self-denials  in  behalf  of  the  dim,  remote  and  unwritten  his- 
tory of  our  own  state,  and  in  behalf  of  archaeological  science? 

When,  in  1875,  this  matter  was  brought  before  our  State  His- 
torical Society  by  Professor  Butler  and  myself,  it  was  resolved  at  a 
full  meeting  of  the  members,  with  a  full  appreciation  of  the  impor- 
tance of  securing  Mr.  Peikias^  wonderful  collection  of  nine  thou- 
sand specimens  of  pre-historic  antiquities,  all  found  within  our  own 
borders,  ihat  it  should  be  secured,  impossible,  at  almost  any  sacri- 
fice, and  be  forever  preserved  in  the  cabinet  of  our  society.  The 
Smithsonian  Institution  was  anxiously  seeking  it;  and  Archeelog- 
ical  Societies  were  coveting  the  prize. 

It  is  due  to  Mr.  Perkins  to  state  that  he  made  no  use  of  these 
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outside  would-be  patrons  to  drive  a  better  bargain  with  our  society; 
but  actuated  by  the  true  spirit  of  an  adopted  son  of  Wisconsin, 
who  had  here  resided  from  childhood,  his  state  pride  prompted  him 
to  earnestly  desire  that  his  unequaled  collection  should  remain  here 
where  it  properly  belonged;  and  he  fixed  the  compensation  at  a 
reasonable  figure,  as  it  was  regarded  by  the  best  judges,  consid- 
ering the  time  devoted  to  its  gathering,  a'ld  the  actual  outlay 
incurred  for  a  period  of  years  in  securing  it;  and  he,  furthermore, 
yielded  to  the  society's  proposal  of  dividlug  the  whole  sum  of  four 
thousand  dollars  into  six  annual  payments,  without  interest.  Thus 
was  the  bargain  effected,  and  this  noble  collection  saved  to  Wis- 
consin—  not  only  the  best  of  the  kind  in  this  country,  but  so  far 
as  the  specimens  of  the  copper  age  are  concerned,  it  is  decidedly 
the  largest  in  the^  world. 

A  selection  of  the  more  important  of  them  was  sent  in  1876,  to 
the  Centennial  Exhibition  at  Philadelphia,  and  received  marked 
attention  from  archseologists  and  learned  men  from  almost  every 
part  of  the  globe;  and  a  medal  from  the  Centennial  Commissioners, 
in  recognition  of  the  large  and  unique  character  of  the  display. 
And  so  important  did  the  Smithsonian  Institution  regard  them,  that 
they  caused  copies  to  be  made,  in  shape  and  color,  in  imitation  of 
the  most  remarkable  of  the  number. 

Since  this  fortunate  purchase,  in  1875,  on  the  part  of  the  society, 
Mr.  Perkins  has  busied  himself  in  making  a  second  collection  — 
going  over  much  the  same  region;  but  exercising  even  more  care 
and  labor  than  were  bestowed  in  the  first  instance,  as  the  copper 
findings  especially  were  becoming  more  and  more  rare;  yet  he  has 
:in  these  intervening  years,  made  his  present  gathering  superior  to 
the  former  in  point  of  numbers,  and  in  many  of  the  varieties  — 
reaching  fourteen  thousand  altogether  of  the  stone  and  copper 
age  —  of  which  one  iiundred  and  twenty-six  are  of  the  rare  copper 
findings. 

When  we  reflect  that  the  Royal  Society  of  Dublin,  which  has  the 
largest  collection,  it  is  believed,  in  Europe,  possesses  only  thirty 
specimens  of  bronze  and  copper,  and  the  great  National  Museum 
of  France  only  three,  we  can  form  some  idea  of  the  richness  and  value 
of  Mr.  Perkins' collection.  In  1867,  Col.  Chas.  Whittlesey)  the  well 
known  antiquary  and  geologist  of  Ohio,  proclaimed  in  Boston  that 
he  knew  of  only  ten  copper  spear  heads  in  the  whole  country.  Mr. 
Perkins'  collection  numbers  sixty  of  [these  rare  antiquities.  The 
late  distinguished  naturalist.  Dr.  Lapham,  who  spent  a  compara- 
tively long  life  in  Wisconsin,  collected  only  eleven  copper  speci- 
mens altogether  in  all  his  watchful  efforts  to  discover  and  save  such 
findings. 

This  second  rich  collection  made  by  Mr.  Perkins,  he  is  compelled 
to  dispose  of.  As  formerly,  he  greatly  desires  that  it  should  remain 
in  our  state,  and  find  its  appropriate  home  with  its  predecessor. 
He  has  fixed  his  price  at  six  thousand  dollars,  which  to  me  seems 
fair  and  reasonable.  But  he  can,  on  this  occasion,  give  no  credit; 
and  the  Society  is  unable  to  purchase  and  pay  for  it. 

In  behalf  of  the  Historical  Society,  which  has  confessedly  done 
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so  muoh  for  the  honor  and  credit  of  Wisconsin,  I  lay  this  matter 
before  the  legislature,  for  them,  in  their  collective  wisdom^  to  give 
it  a  thoughtful  consideration.  A  prominent  magazine  in  a  distant 
state  has  declared,  that  this  society  can  now  be  recognized  "  as  one 
of  the  most  potent  agencies  that  have  made  Wisconsin  a  great 
state  in  —  how  few  years!  We  unhesitatingly  declare  it  a  greater 
honor  to  have  been  identified  in  promoting  the  welfare  of  such  a 
society,  than  (any  to  be  obtained  in  political  life.'' 

It  may  be  asked,  what  good  can  be  accomplished  by  securing  and 
saving  to  Wisconsin  this  second  Perkins'  antiquarian  collection? 
The  early  history  of  the  mysterious  people  who  once  inhabited  the 
regions  of  Wisconsin  can  only  be  deduced  from  their  pre-historic 
remains.  If  the  details  of  their  national  career  cannot  be  recov- 
ered, the  most  interesting  glimpses,  at  least,  of  their  modes  of  life, 
civil  and  warlike,  can  be  obtained  from  studying  the  implements 
in  use  among  them;  and  irom  the  localities  in  which  they  are 
chiefly  found,  we  can  trace  their  favorite  places  of  abode.  The 
more  varieties  we  can  save  of  these  ancient  implements,  both  of 
the  stone  and  copper  ages,  the  better  will  be  the  opportunities  for 
the  archaeologist  to  study  the  peculiar  habits,  customs  and  activi- 
ties of  those  early  races  who  once  owned  and  lived  upon,  and 
roamed  over  the  land  now  forming  our  pleasant  homes,  our  opulent 
cities,  our  stirring  towns  and  villages. 

^'  How  copper,"  said  Dr.  Butler,  in  his  address  on  Pre- Historic 
Wisconsin,  ^' shall  prove  to  be  smelted,  Mr.  Perkins  will  deserve 
the  credit  of  detecting  what  all  the  world's  archaeologists  have 
hitherto  sought  in  vain,  namely,  the  transition  period  intermediate 
between  the  age  of  stone  and  the  age  of  bronze — the  copper  age 
proper,  when  men  ceased  to  work  copper  as  though  it  were  stone^ 
but  began  to  melt  and  mould  it  as  metal,  and  yet  had  not  learned 
to  harden  it  by  alloys.  This  era  is  declared  by  the  head  of  Eu- 
ropean archaeologists,  Sir  John  Lubbock,  ^  most  interesting,  and  to 
be  scarcely  traceable  in  Europe.'  "  Wisconsin  presents  the  richest 
field  in  the  known  world  for  obtaining  these  interesting  objects  of 
study,  and  it  would  be  a  matter  of  deepest  regret  should  these  cu- 
rious specimens  be  scattered,  when  their  gathering  and  grouping  in 
one  collection  would  so  much  more  enhance  their  value  for  pur- 
poses of  study  and  comparison. 

Within  thirty  years,  the  Historical  Society  has  gathered  a  library, 
having  no  equal  west  of  the  Alleghanies,  and  beyond  comparison 
superior  to  all  others  in  printed  and  written  documents  regarding 
Wisconsin.  It  is  superior  to  all  others  in  the  extent  of  its  bound 
newspaper  files,  rich  in  historic  treasures,  extending  over  the  long 
period  of  two  centuries,  and  numbering  nearly  three  thousand  five 
hundred  volumes.  It  now  aims  to  go  farther  in  the  same  historic 
line  —  beyond  printing,  beyond  writing,  beyond  tradition, —  into 
the  dark  backward — to  the  mound-builders,  or  whatever  other  pre- 
Indian  races  have  here,  in  the  rudiments  of  art,  unconsciously 
written  an  alphabet  which  science  is  just  now  learning  to  spell  out, 
but  which  it  will  make  as  plain  as  Champollion  and  his  followers 
have  rendered  Egyptian  hieroglyphics. 
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Near  the  close  of  my  loD£f  pilgrimage,  may  I  be  permitted  to 
plead  with  my  fellow  citizeDs,  the  honored  representatives  of  the 
people  of  Wisconsin,  not  to  suffer  so  invaluable  and  incompara- 
ble a  collection  of  antiquities  to  pass  forever  from  our  reach* 
While  the  society  with  its  limited  means,  is  earnestly  laboring  to 
supply  intellectual  food  for  thousands,  it  has  not  the  pecuniary 
ability  to  make  this  tempting  purchase.  But  the  State  of  Wiscon- 
sin can  do  so  if  it  will ;  and  the  amount  equalized  among  our  peo- 
Cle,  and  distributed  over  the  assessed  wealth  of  the  state^  would 
e  so  iijfinitessimal  as  to  be  scarcely  felt  or  realized.  Wese  this 
noble  collection,  because  of  a  lack  of  appreciation  and  enterprise, 
to  pass  to  some  eastern  institution  or  to  Europe,  future  generations 
in  Wisconsin  would  long  deplore  the  loss.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  report  of  each  case  of 
commutation  or  pardon  granted  during  the  year  1880. 
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The  number  of  persons  released  from  confinement  by  pardon  was 
twenty-eight,  as  follows:

From  honse  of  correction  of  Milwaakee  coaoty 4 

From  county  jails 14 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  thirty- six  convicts  had  the  rights 
4>f  citizenship  restored  to  them,  by  pardons  issued  for  that  purpose^ 
but  in  none  of  these  oases  did  pardon  serve  to  shorten  the  period 
of  confinement.

LIST  OF  PARDONS 

Granted  during  the  year  1880,  with  statement  of  reasons  for  grant- 
ing the  same,  transmitted  to  the  legislature  in  obedience  to  the 
requirements  of  section  6  of  article  V  of  the  constitution. 

FROM   STATJE  PRISON. 

Alexander  McBean  —  Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  of 
Chippewa  county  on  the  10th  day  of  December,  1877,  of  assault 
with  intent  to  kill,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  state 
prison  for  a  term  of  four  years  and  six  months.  Pardon  granted 
January  23^  upon  the  condition  that  the  said  Alexander  McBean 
shall  totally  abstain  from  the  use  of  strong,  spirituous,  malt,  ardent 
or  intoxicating  liquors  of  any  kind  as  a  beverage.  There  is  grave 
doubt  whether  the  prisoner  was  at  the  time  the  offense  was  com- 
mitted legally  responsible  for  his  acts;  but  if  he  was,  it  is  now  be- 
lieved that  executive  clemency  will  tend  to  assure  him  that  he  can 
regain  public  confidence  and  esteem  and  become,  if  he  will,  a  rep- 
utable citizen.  Par«lon  recommended  by  the  circuit  judge,  Hons. 
T.  C.  Pound,  H.  C.  McRae  and  many  of  the  most  prominent  citi- 
zens of  Chippewa  county. 

E.  M.  Hampton  — Convicted  before  the  county  court  of  Dodge 
county  on  the  15th  day  of  April,  1879,  of  burglary,  and  sen- 
tenced to  imprisonment  in  state  prison  for  a  term  of  one  year. 
Pardon  granted  February  13.  The  prisoner  —  a  young  man  twenty- 
three  years  of  age,  who  had  served  to  within  less  than  twenty  days 
of  his  full  term  —  was  released  to  enable  him  to  attend  the  funeral 
of  a  brother. 

William  H.  Nichols — Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for 
Walworth  county,  on  the  11th  day  of  July,  1879,  of  forgery, 
and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for  a  term  of 
one  year.  Pardon  granted  May  6,  to  enable  the  prisoner,  whose 
time  was  nearly  out,  to  accept  a  proposition  for  employment  dur- 
ing the  summer  at  wages  sufficient  to  support  himself  and  family. 
A  pardon  on  the  merits  of  the  case  had  been  strongly  recommended 
by  many  of  the  leading  citizens  of  the  county. 

Max  Claudot  —  Convicted  before  the  oirouit  court  for  Columbia 
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county  OQ  the  26th  day  of  Deoeipber,  18  ^S,  of  arson,  and  sentenced 
to  imprisonment  in  state  prison  for  a  term  of  seven  years.  Pardon 
granted  May  20th,  for  the  reason  that  the  prisoner  is  so  sick  with 
cancer  of  the  stomach  that  his  recovery  is  not  thought  to  be  pos- 
sible, and  by  exceptionally  good  conduct  in  prison  he  has  fairly 
earned  the  privilege  of  being  ministered  unto  by  his  faithful  and 
devoted  wife  in  his  last  days. 

William  Broom  —  Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for  Wau- 
paca county  on  the  28th  day  of  May,  1877,  of  assisting  and  abet- 
ting in  the  commission  of  the  crime  of  rape,  and  sentenced  to  im- 
prisonment in  state  prison  for  a  term  of  ten  years.  Pardon  granted 
June  1,  for  the  reason  that  facts  have  come  to  light  since  convic- 
tion was  had  in  this  case  that  tend  Fto  show  that  the  prisoner,  if 
guilty  at  all,  was  not  so  thoroughly  depraved  as  some  of  the  evi- 
dence tended  to  show.  Pardon  strongly  recommended  by  the  cir- 
cuit judge  and  numerous  citizens. 

William  Waseman  —  Convicted  before  the  county  court  of  La 
Crosse  county  on  the  16th  day  of  January,  1880,  of  assault  with 
intent  to  do  great  bodily  harm,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in 
state  prison  for  a  term  of  two  years.  Pardon  granted  August  23. 
The  prisoner  was  convicted  upon  his  plea  of  guilty,  but  his  subse- 
quent conduct  in  prison  as  well  as  affidavits  accompanying  applica- 
tion for  pardon,  show  very  conclusively  that  he  could  not  have  under- 
stood the  nature  of  the  offense  with  which  he  was  charged,  and 
raise  a  strong  presumption  of  innocence. 

John  Kelly  —  Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for  Winnebago 
county  on  the  26th  day  of  December,  1878,  of  horse  stealing,  and 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  state  prison  for  a  term  of  five  years. 
Pardon  granted  September  21.  The  prisoner  was  convicted  on 
his  plea  of  guilty,  and  since  sentence  was  pronounced,  many  miti- 
gating circumstances  have  come  to  light.  He  is  therefore  released 
after  having  served  the  same  length  of  time  that  he  would  have 
had  to  serve  if  his  sentence  had  been  the  minimum  provided  by 
law.  Pardon  recommended  by  the  circuit  judge,  district  attorney 
and  others. 

Caroline  Borchardt  and  Wilhelmina  Krueger  —  Convicted  before 
the  circuit  court  for  Jefferson  county  on  the  19th  day  of  February, 
1875,  of  murder,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  state  prison  for  the 
term  of  the  remainder  of  their  natural  lives.  Pardon  granted  Septem- 
ber 21,  for  the  reason  that  I  am  fully  satisfied,  from  the  statements 
submitted  to  me  in  these  cases  by  the  judge  who  presided  at  the 
trial  and  the  district  attorney  who  conducted  the  prosecution,  as 
well  as  from  a  thorough  personal  investigation,  that  these  prisoners 
were  not  guilty  of  murder  in  the  first  degree;  and  if  the  facts 
which  have  recently  come  to  my  knowledge  had  been  presented  in 
the  evidence,  the  jury  would  have  found  the  prisoners  guilty,  if  at 
all,  only  of  manslaughter.  In  view  of  these  facts,  and  in  consider- 
ation that  the  time  already  served  is  equivalent  to  a  sentence  of 
more  than  eight  years,  under  the  present  law,  which  is  much  above 
the  average  for  manslaughter,  and  following  the  recommendations 
of  the  judge,  district  attorney,  and  a  large  number  of  prominent 
and  highly  respected  citizens,  these  pardons  were  granted. 
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Xavier  Hartel  —  Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for  Portage 
county  on  the  24th  day  of  November,  1875,  of  assault  with  intent 
to  kill,  and  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  state  prison 
for  a  term  in  the  aggregate  of  seven  years.  Pardon  granted  De- 
cember 13.  The  prisoner  was  sentenced  upon  three  separate  con- 
victions for  the  longest  term  permitted  by  law.  By  good  conduct 
he  has  so  reduced  his  term  that  only  about  five  months  remain  to 
be  served.  During  his  imprisonment  his  wife  has  died,  and  it  is 
not  believed  to  be  an  unwarrantable  exercise  of  executive  clem- 
ency to  release  him  now,  that  he  may  return  to  his  home  to  comfort 
and  care  for  his  motherless  children. 

FBOM   THE   HOUSE   OF   CORRECTION. 

Alexander  Cohen  —  Convicted  before  the  municipal  court  of 
Milwaukee  county  on  the  31st  day  of  May,  1870,  of  forgery,  and 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  house  of  correction  for  a  term  of 
two  years.  Pardon  granted  January  17,  for  the  reason  that  it  is 
represented  by  the  certificates  of  physicians  in  good  standing  that 
the  prisoner's  health  is  becoming  seriously  impaired  by  confine- 
ment, and  that  release  therefrom  is  necessary  to  preserve  his  life. 

William  Douglas  —  Convicted  before  the  municipal  court  of 
Milwaukee  county  on  the  27th  day  of  July,  1878,  of  burglary,  and 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  house  of  correction  for  a  term  of 
three  years  and  six  months.  Pardon  granted  April  9,  for  the  rea- 
son that  the  prisoner  is  represented  to  be  in  the  last  stages  of  con- 
sumption, with  no  friends  or  relatives  in  this  state,  and  is  released 
to  enable  him  to  go  to  relatives  m  Missouri,  who  will  care  for  him. 

Charles  G.  Bosse  —  Convicted  before  the  municipal  court  of  Mil- 
waukee county,  on  the  24th  day  of  December,  1879,  of  embezzle- 
ment, and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  house  of  correction  for 
a  term  of  two  years.  Pardon  granted  April  22.  It  appears  from 
the  highest  medical  testimony  that  the  prisoner  cannot  be  expected 
to  live  but  a  short  time  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances, 
and  out  of  respect  for  his  innocent  wife  and  children,  and  in  obedi- 
ence to  the  dictates  of  common  humanity,  his  release  from  further 
imprisonment  seems  not  alone  proper  but  to  be  imperatively  de- 
manded. 

Charles  Bierbach  —  Convicted  before  the  municipal  court  of  Mil- 
waukee county  on  the  24th  day  of  October,  1879,  of  assisting  pris- 
oner to  escape  from  jail,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the 
house  of  correction  for  a  term  of  two  years.  Pardon  granted  May 
13.  The  offense  of  which  this  prisoner  was  convicted  consisted  in 
carrying  a  key  to  one  of  his  two  brothers,  while  confined  in  the 
county  jail  of  Milwaukee  county.  No  escape  was  in  fact  made, 
and  in  consideration  of  his  youth,  his  good  reputation,  and  that  the 
offense  itself  was  more  a  manifestation  of  love  for  his  erring  broth- 
ers than  willful  disobedience  of  law,  the  municipal  judge,  sheriff, 
and  other  officers  and  citizens  of  the  county  and  city  of  Milwaukee, 
recommend  the  pardon. 
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FROM   COUKTY   JAILS. 

Frank  Wagoner  and  Thomas  Clemens  —  Convicted  before  the 
circuit  court  for  Green  county  on  the  6th  day  of  January,  1880,  of 
perjury,  and  sentence  was  deferred  by  the  jud^e  to  enable  the 
defendants  to  apply  for  pardon.  Pardon  granted  January  27,  for 
the  reason  that  the  offense  was  committed  at  the  instigation  of  a 
friend,  to  save  him  from  conviction  upon  a  charge  involving  the 
highest  degree  of  moral  turpitude  and  in  the  belief  that  he  was  in 
fact  innocent.  They  have  since  done  everything  in  their  power  to 
make  amends  for  the  wrong  committed,  including  the  giving  of 
voluntary  testimony  necessary  to  secure  the  conviction  of  the  prin- 
cipal offender.  They  have  also  been  in  jail  fourteen  months,  wait* 
ing  the  pleasure  of  the  district  attorney  to  bring  them  to  trial. 
Pardon  strongly  recommended  by  the  officers  and  an  unusually 
large  number  of  the  leading  citizens  of  the  county. 

George  Curtis — Convicted  before  the  county  court  of  Sauk 
county  on  the  19th  day  of  December,  1879,  of  larceny,  and  sen- 
tenced to  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  term  of  six  months. 
Pardon  granted  February  5,  for  the  reason  that  although  the 
prisoner  pleaded  guilty  to  a  charge  of  larceny  of  property  of  the 
value  of  $35,  and  was  sentenced  accordingly,  it  is  represented  by 
the  judge  who  passed  sentence,  and  the  district  attorney,  that  the 
actual  value  of  the  property  was  less  than  $20,  and  accordingly 
they  recommend  pardon. 

Henry  Jacobs  —  Convicted  before  a  justice  court  of  Ozaukee 
county  on  the  18th  day  of  February,  1^80,  and  sentenced  to  pay  a 
fine  of  $5  and  costs  of  prosecution,  taxed  at  $61.99,  and  to  stand 
committed  to  the  county  jail  until  such  fine  and  costs  be  paid,  not 
exceeding  sixty  days.  Pardon  granted  March  12,  to  take  effect 
March  19,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  very  doubtful  if  the  prisoner 
should  have  been  convicted  at  all,  but  if  convicted,  an  imprison- 
ment of  thirty  days^is  deemed  adequate  punishment  for  the  offense. 
Sarah  J,  Hurd  —  Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  of  Rock 
county  on  the  10th  day  of  November,  1870,  of  adultery,  and  sen- 
tence suspended  to  enable  the  defendant  to  apply  for  pardon. 
Pardon  granted  May  28,  for  the  reason  that  the  defendant's  hus- 
band and  friends  having  forgiven  the  wrong  done  them,  the  demands 
of  her  five  young  children,  the  youngest  a  babe,  are  deemed  para- 
mount to  the  claims  of  the  state  for  punishment  in  a  case  of  this 
kind. 

William  Scherer —  Convicted  before  a  justice  court  of  Manito- 
woc [^county  on  the  24th  day  of  April,  1880,  of  fornication,  and 
sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  $50  and  costs  of  prosecution,  and  in  de- 
fault of  payment  to  stand  committed  to  the  county  jail  for  a  term 
not  to  exceed  three  months.  Pardon  granted  June  1.  The  pris- 
oner is  represented  to  be  a  young  man,  nineteen  years  of  age,  un« 
able  to  pay  the  fine  imposed,  and  to  have  a  father  and  younger 
brothers  and  sisters  dependent  in  part  upon  him  for  support,  and 
under  the  circumstances  it  is  believed  the  imprisonment  already 
suffered  will  suffice  to  vindicate  the  claims  of  the  law. 
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Charles  ADgemyer  —  Convioted  before  the  circuit  court  for  Ra- 
cine county  on  the  lith  day  of  April,  1880,  of  larceny,  and  sen- 
tenced to  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  term  of  six  months- 
Pardon  granted  August  23,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  represented  in 
behalf  of  the  prisoner,  that  he  has  previously  borne  an  excellent 
reputation^  and  now  manifests  most  sincere  contrition,  and  that  if 
released  he  can  secure  permanent  employment  and  thereby  support 
his  dependent  family. 

Michael  Cullalane  —  Convicted  before  the  municipal  court  of 
Dane  county  on  the  13th  day  of  September,  1880,  of  resisting  an 
officer,  and  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  $10  and  costs  of  prosecution, 
and  in  default  of  payment  to  be  committed  to  the  county  jail. 
Pardon  granted  September  18.  The  prisoner's  offense  is  repre- 
sented to  have  been  committed  in  ignorance  of  the  official  char  - 
acter  of  the  person  to  whom  resistance  was  offered.  The  prisoner 
is  represented  to  be  unable  to  pay  his  fine,  to  have  a  large  family 
dependent  upon  his  daily  labor,  and  his  pardon  is  recommended  by 
the  municipal  judge,  sheriff  and  other  county  officers. 

Eugene  Morley  —  Convicted  before  a  justice  court  of  Fond  du 
Lac  county  on  the  27th  day  of  September,  1880,  of  larceny,  and 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  term  of  three 
months.  Pardon  granted  October  12, 1880,  for  the  reason  that  the 
prisoner's  previous  reputation  and  habits,  and  the  circumstances 
attending  the  alleged  offense,  indicate  that,  if  guilty  at  all,  he  was 
led  into  the  commission  of  the  crime  by  others,  and  that  the  com- 
plainant himself  was  negligent.  Pardon  recommended  by  a  large 
number  of  prominent  citizens. 

Charles  Gale  —  Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for  Rock 
county  on  the  12th  day  of  May,  1880,  of  assault  and  battery, 
and  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  $100  and  to  be  committed  to  the 
county  jail  for  a  term  of  six  months,  and  in  default  of  payment  of 
the  fine  to  stand  committed  an  additional  term  of  six  months. 
Pardon  granted  October  27,  for  the  reason  that  the  imprisonment 
awarded  as  the  alternative  for  nonpayment  of  fine  seems  to  work 
an  injustice  in  this  case,  it  being  represented  to  me  that  the  pris- 
oner is  quite  unable  to  pay  the  fine  imposed.  Pardon  recom- 
mended by  the  district  attorney  and  many  citizens. 

William  Henning  —  Convicted  before  a  justice  court  of  Wauke- 
sha county  on  the  4th  day  of  November,  1880,  of  assault  and  bat- 
tery, and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  term 
of  five  months.  Pardon  granted  November  25,  because  the  sen- 
tence seems  to  have  been  unusually  severe.  Pardon  recommended 
by  the  county  board  of  supervisors  and  others. 

Frank  Newacil — Convicted  before  a  justice  court  of  Grant 
county  on  the  2d  day  of  September,  1880,  of  assault  and  battery, 
and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  term  of 
four  months.  Pardon  granted  December  3.  It  is  represented  that 
the  prisoner  is  most  truly  penitent,  and  by  word  and  conduct  gives 
such  promise  of  future  good  behavior  that  it  is  deemed  expedient 
to  release  him,  that  he  may  earn  a  support  for  his  dependent 
family.    Pardon  recommended  by  leading  citizens  of  the  county. 
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Freyman  Lewis  —  Convicted  before  a  justice  court  of  Juneau 
county  on  the  3d  day  of  Dscember,  18S0,  of  maliciously  injuring  a 
building,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a 
term  of  thirty  days..  Pardon  granted  December  13,  for  the  reason 
that  it  appears  from  physician's  certificates  the  prisoner  is,  and  has 
been  for  some  time,  in  poof  health,  and  confinement  in  jail  seri- 
ously aggravates  his  disease.  The  offense  appears  to  have  been 
more  wanton  than  malicious  and  it  is  believed  the  ends  of  punish 
ment  have  been  fully  subserved. 

Conrad  P.  Breyvogel  —  Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for 
Oreen  county  on  the  23d  day  of  March,  1880,  on  two  separate 
charges,  of  selling  liquor  without  first  obtaining  a  license,  and  sen- 
tenced to  pay  fines  and  costs  in  the  aggregate  amounting  to  $222.42, 
and  in  default  of  payment  to  be  committed  to  the  county  jail  for 
a  period  of  six  months  on  each  charge.  Pardon  granted  JDecember 
21.  The  prisoner  was  convicted  upon  two  complaints  and  given 
two  separate  sentences  of  fines  and  costs,  and  imprisonment  of  six 
months  in  each  case  in  default  of  payment.  Being  unable  to  pay 
the  fine  and  having  endured  nine  months  imprisonment,  it  is  be- 
lieved the  ends  of  justice  have  been  subserved.  Pardon  recom- 
mended by  many  officers  and  citizens  of  Green  county.

Charles  E.  Smith  —  Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for  Wal- 
worth county  on  the  2d  day  of  July,  1877,  of  polygamy,  and 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  state  prison  for  a  term  of  three 
years.     Pardoned  January  27.

<30unty  on  the  18th  day  of  May,  1878,  of  manslaughter  in  the 
fourth  degree,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  state  prison  for  a 
term  of  two  years.     Pardoned  February  5.

The  sum  asked  for  by  the  bill  is  $25,000,  $15,000  of  which  it  was 
explained  to  the  committee,  was  to  be  used  in  remodeling  the 
university  hall;  $5,000  to  be  expended  in  experimenting  on  curing' 
green  fodder  and  manufacturing  sugar  and  syrup  from  amber  cane, 
and  $5,000  in  repairing  the  water  works. 

The  appropriation  of  $5,000  to  repair  the  water  works  seems  to 
your  committee  to  be  necessary,  as  the  supply  of  water  both  in  and 
about  the  University  and  fhe  Capitol  depends  upon  these  worjks, 
and  they  seem  to  be  in  a  very  unreliable  condition,  and  as  the 
Si^te  Capital  during  the  sitting  of  the  le<:^is]ature  consumes  about 
three- fourths  of  the  whole  amount  used,  and  during  the  balance  of 
the  year  no  inconsiderable  part,  and  as  said  works  were  originally 
constructed  and  have  thus  far  been  operated  and  kept  in  repair  at 
the  expense  of  the  University  fund,  it  would  seem  but  ]ust  that 
the  state  should  be  at  the  expense  of  making  the  necessary  repairs. 

In  relation  to  the  other  two  objects  contemplated  in  the  bill, 
your  committee  are  opposed  to  the  appropriation,  not  because  of 
any  lack  of  sympathy  with,  or  pride  in  the  State  Universisy,  not 
from  any  want  of  appreciation  of  the  noble  pursuit  of  husbandry, 
but  with  a  full  and  hearty  sympathy  in  a  branch  of  state  industry 
that  underlies  and  overtops  all  other  industries;  but  because  the 
state  has  adopted  and  is  pursuing  a  policy  by  which  each  county 
agricultural  society  obtains  annually  $100  out  of  the  state  treasury. 
The  State  Agricultural  Society  $2,000,  other  agricultural  socie- 
ties about  $2,000  more,  and  because  the  State  University  and  Ag- 
ricultural College  draws  from  the  people  by  a  direct  tax  about 
$43,000,  and  has  other  resources  amounting  to  about  $50,000  more, 
and  your  committee  deem  these  the  proper  funds  from  which  to 
draw  to  accomplish  these  very  desirable  objects.

EXECUTIVE  COMMUNICATIONS. 

State  op  Wisconsin, 
Executive  Department^ 
Madison,  February  24,  1881. 

To  the  Honorable^  the  Senate  and  Assembly: 

An  official  telegram  from  the  Vice-President  of  the  United 
States  confirms  the  sad  intelligence,  received  earlier  in  the  day,  that 
the  Honorable  Matthew  H.  Carpenter,  United  States  senator  from 
Wisconsin,  died  at  twenty- five  minutes  past  nine  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing, in  the  city  of  Washington. 

While  it  is  true  that,  in  Senator  Carpenter's  death,  the  legal  pro- 
fession has  lost  its  brightest  ornament,  the  congress  of  the  United 
States  a  member  who  was  both  wise  in  counsel  and  eloquent  in  de- 
bate, and  the  State  of  Wisconsin  an  exceptionally  eminent  citizen, 
yet  is  it  also  true  that  the  regret  and  grief  of  the  people  of  Wiscon- 
sin are  too  deep  and  poignant  to  permit  any  of  them,  at 
this  time  to  pronounce  his  eulogy,  for  he  was  not 
only  a  fellow  citizen,  but  also,  and  in  greater  degree 
than  is  usual  with  men  in  official  life,  our  personal  friend. 

I  shall  esteem  it  a  privilege  to  co-operate  with  you  in  such  meas- 
ures as  you  may  resolve  upon  to  testify  the  public  respect  f^r  the 
deceased  senator.

Dear  JSir  —  At  a  meeting  of  the  Milwaukee  Merchants'  Asso- 
ciation, held  Feb.  26,  1881,  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions 
were  unanimously  adopted: 

The  Merchants'  Association  is  deeply  impressed  by  the  informa- 
tion of  the  demise  of  Matthew  Hale  Carpenter,  one  of  the  United 
States  senators  from  Wisconsin.  No  class  of  citizens  place  a 
higher  value  upon  extraordinary  abilities  of  a  legislator  than  that 
which  represents  the  sinews  of  the  nation,  the  merchants,  the  com- 
mercial men  of  this  country.  To  be  recognized  by  them  as  a  rep- 
resentative of  their  great  interests;  as  a  statesman,  devising  means 
which  tend  to  increase  the  material  prosperity  of  the  country,  and 
as  an  illustrious  defender  of  the  principles  underlying  the  whole 
fabric  of  our  national  existence,  is  an  honor  coveted  by  many  and 
enjoyed  by  few.

Hon.  G.  W.  Ryland: 

Dear  Sir  —  I  wish  to  call  your  attention,  and  through  you  that 
of  the  legislature,  or  committee  on  appropriations,  as  you  think 
proper,  to  the  laws  of  1879,  chapter  23. 

This  law  taxes  the  public  for  iish  culture,  under  the  slimsy 
pretext  that  the  state  may  take  eggs  from  the  ponds  stocked, 
a  case  never  likely  to  arise,  and  would  not  be  permitted  if  it  did, 
as  there  is  no  provision  in  the  law  to  bind  the  owners  or 
their  assignees,  and  the  same  will  apply  to  the  stocking  of  private  or 
unmeandered  streams.  I  think  there  are  but  few  persons  who 
bought  or  leased  a  farm  with  a  brook  running  through,  well  stocked 
with  trout,  no  matter  by  nature  or  state,  but  would  drive  you  or  1 
off  if  they  saw  we  were  filling  our  baskets.  This  has  been  my  ex- 
perience in  streams  that  I  have  stocked  from  my  private  ponds. 

Is  it  the  promise  of  the  state  to  stock  farms  with  breeding  stock? 
If  so,  I  would  like  a  few  cattle  and  sheep;  for  whilst  I  was  spend- 
ing the  better  part  of  my  life  in  developing  the  art  of  fish  culture, 
my  neighbors  were  gaining  wealth  with  their  flocks  and  herds. 
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When  State  Fish  Commissioner,  the  brook  trout  was  placed 
under  my  control,  and  before  any  stream  was  stocked,  I  required 
the  owner  of  the  brook  to  sign  a  contract,  and  put  the  same  on 
record,  to  allow  the  public  to  fish  durin/2^  certain  months,  a  copy  of 
which  I  enclose. 

Now  I  hope  that  neither  you,  nor  the  honorable  body  of  which  you 
are  a  member,  will  think  me  officious  when  I  suggest  the  repeal  of 
<}hapter  23,  laws  of  1879,  and  to  so  amend  the  bill  now  before  your 
honorable  body  that  the  fish  can  only  be  put  in  public  water,  or 
waters  made  public  by  surrender  of  the  owner,  to  be  of  record.

To  the  Honorable^  the  Senate  and  Assembly  of  the  State  qf  WiS' 

cousin: 

We,  the  undersigned  residents  and  citizens  of  the  State  of  Wis- 
consin, most  respectfully  remonstrate  against  the  passage  of  bill 
No.  148,  A.,  entitled  an  act  to  prevent  quacks  from  deceiving  the 
people  by  assuming  a  professional  title. 

First.  Your  remonstrants  object  to  the  passage  of  this  bill,  be- 
cause it  will  operate  hard  on  ducks,  for  they,  next  to  quackers,  who 
belong  to  the  medical  profession,  are  the  greatest  quacks  known  or 
unknown  to  the  law. 
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Second.  Your  remonstrants  further  object  to  this  bill,  because 
-while  they  entertain  ji^reat  respect  for  the  learned  medical  profes- 
sion, they  do  not  believe  that  they  need  any  further  or  more  legis- 
lation to  protect  their  rights  or  dignity  than  the  laws  of  the  state 
now  afford  them. 

Third.  Your  remonstrants  are  further  opposed  to  the  passage 
of  this  bill,  because  they  believe  it  is  well  calculated  to  aid  and 
abet  the  multitude  of  empirics  who  are  within  the  pale,  or  hang  on 
to  the  skirts,  of  the  medical  faculty  so-called. 

Fourth.  Your  remonstrants  are  opposed  to  the  passage  of  this 
bill,  because  they  believe  it  aims  to  discredit  and  outlaw  midwives, 
nurses,  magnetisers  and  rubbers,  whose  services  have  been  found 
to  be  serviceable  and  successful  when  the  M.  D's  have  failed  to 
meet  the  emergency. 

Fifth.  They  are  opposed  to  the  passage  of  this  bill,  because  they 
believe  it  will  or  may  tend  to  endless  and  needless  litigation,  by 
pursuing  midwives,  nurses  and  magnetisers,  simply  to  gratify  an 
M.  D.  who,  perchance,  would  be  unfit  to  prescribe  for  a  case  of 
measles. 

Lastly.  We  are  thoroughly  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  if  the 
M.  D's  require  the  legisJation,  contemplated  by  this  bill,  to  pro- 
tect them  against  the  competition  of  quacks,  they  had  better  sur* 
render  at  discretion,  for  the  quacks,  as  they  are  falsely  so-called, 
will  win  with  a  discriminating  public.

To  the  Honorable  Senate  of  the  State  of   Wisconsin^  novo  in 

session: 

Gbntlembn  —  The  bill  in  regard  to  medical  quackery,  which  is 
now  awaiting  the  action  of  your  honorable  body,  is  ostensibly 
framed  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  people  from  imposition, 
and  the  learned  medical  profession  from  having  its  practice  taken 
away  by  the  unlearned. 

The  suppression  of  medical  quackery  is  a  laudable  undertaking 
which  would  meet  the  approbation  of  every  intelligent  man  who  is 
friendly  to  the  welfare  of  nis  fellow  creatures.  This  bill,  if  it  should 
become  a  law,  would  accomplish  a  very  different  purpose. 
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In  the  first  place,  the  bill  empowers  an  irresponsible  body  of 
physicians  in  each  county  to  decide  ia  regard  to  the  medical  qual- 
ifications of  their  immediate  rivals  in  practice,  and  to  throw  them 
out  of  practice  if  they  choose.  See  section  1  of  the  bill  and  sec- 
tion 1425,  chapter  58,  revised  statutes  of  1878. 

In  the  second  place,  this  irresponsible  body  of  physicians  is  ta 
consist  of  practitioners  of  the  so-called  old  allopathic  or 
regular  school  of  medicine,  who  are  known  to  entertain  a  feeling 
of  hostility  toward  physicians  of  other  schools.  See  section  1422, 
chapter  58. 

In  the  third  place,  a  rejected  applicant  has  no  appeal  to  an  im- 
partial tribunal,  such  as  the  civil  courts  of  the  state,  but  only  to 
the  Allopathic  State  Society,  whose  decision  shall  be  final.  Section 
1435.  Here  is  a  system  of  state  medicine  more  despotic  and 
tyrannical  than  any  system  of  state  religion  which  disgraces  any 
civilized  country  on  the  face  of  the  globe. 

In  the  fourth  place,  the  local  examining  boards  are  to  get  ten 
dollars  for  every  diploma  they  grant,  but  no  fee  for  their  services 
in  the  examinations  of  unsuccessful  candidates.  This  creates  a 
cheap  diploma  factory  in  every  county  in  the  state. 

In  the  fifth  place,  a  diploma  from  a  distant  county  is  just  as  good 
as  one  obtained  at  home,  and  just  as  good  as  a  college  diploma,  so 
there  is  a  possibility  that  every  quack  in  the  state  may  get  a  di- 
ploma if  he  can  afford  to  pay  the  necessary  traveling  expenses  in 
addition  to  the  little  ten  dollars;  and  provided  that  he  is  a  quack 
of  the  dominant  or  allopathic  school.  Here  it  is  seen  that  the 
blistering,  puking,  bleeding,  purging  and  calomel-doping  quack 
has  a  great  advantage  over  every  other  species,  from  the  Hahne- 
mannian  to  the  hand-rubbing  quack.  The  only  class  which  will  be 
benefitted  by  the  law  will  be  tlie  recipients  of  the  ten  dollar  fees 
and  the  allopathic  quacks. 

In  the  sixth  place,  these  self-appointed,  self- regulating,  irre- 
sponsible medical  boards  are  not  required  to  hold  any  regular 
meetings  at  stated  times  and  places,  nor  are  they  required  to 
announce  to  the  interested  public  the  times  and  places  of  any  of 
their  meetings.  Hence  it  may  he  feared  that  the  diploma  seekers 
will  be  subjected  to  great  inconvenience. 

On  the  whole,  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  humble  correspondent 
that  neither  the  people,  the  doctors  nor  the  quacks  need  this  pro- 
posed medical  law,  for  it  will  do  neither  of  these  classes  any  real 
good,  and  it  will  certainly  make  them  an  in<^a]culab]e  amount  of 
trouble.  It  will  only  increase  the  number  and  lower  the  grade  of 
diploma  bearing  doctors,  or,  in  oth«r  words,  raise  a  few  of  the 
quacks  to  a  status  higher  than  that  which  they  now  occupy,  while  it 
belittles  the  dignity  and  value  of  the  college  diploma,  and  thus 
lessens  the  few  incentives  which  induce  the  physician  to  make 
thorough  preparation  for  his  work. 

In  view  of  these  considerations,  the  undersigned  would  humbly 
petition  your  honorable  body  to  set  its  face  against  the  useless  and 
obnoxious  bill.

1858,  1859  and  1860, 

Have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  respectfully  report:. 
It  appears  that  under  chapter  323,  laws  of  1874,  the  commis- 
sioners of  printing  were  authorized  and  required  to  appoint  a 
practical  printer  as  an  expert  accountant,  to  examine  the  accounts' 
and  vouchers  in  reference  to  the  printing  contract  for  1859  and 
1860,  and  to  accurately  compute  the  actual  amount  of  all  work 
done  and  materials  furnished  under  said  printing  con-' 
tract,    or    by     virtue     of    the     terms    thereof,    and    the    official 
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orders  for  the  work,  as  required  by  chapter  114,  fi^eneral 
laws  of  1858,  and  to  arrange  the  sum  total  of  such  work  in  tabular 
form,  and  that  it  was  the  purpose  of  such  act,  without  regard  to 
the  terms  or  rates  of  bid,  on  which  said  contract  was  originally 
awarded,  to  ascertain  the  true  and  exact  amount  of  labor  periormed 
and  materials  furnished  under  said  original  contract,  and  to  secur^ 
to  said  Carpenter,  as  the  assignee  of  said  contract,  just  and  equita- 
ble rates  for  each  and  every  item  of  labor  and  materials,  according 
to  the  regularly  established  usages  of  the  trade,  in  place  of  the 
compensation  provided  in  said  original  contract,  and  in  accordance 
with  an  alleged  proposal  of  the  secretary  of  state  in  the  year  1860, 
which  proposal  said  claimant  claims  to  have  accepted  by  him- 
self. 

It  further  appears  that  under  said  act  of  1874,  a  computation 
was  made  and  tabularized  of  all  said  work  and  materials,  which 
computation  has  been  exhibited  to  your  committee,  and  said 
assigneenowclaims  that,  in  accordance  with  said  computation,  after 
deducting  all  payments  received  by  him,  a  balance  of  over  $40,000 
still  remains  equitably  due  to  said  assignee,  which  has  never  been 
settled  or  paid. 

It  is  further  alleged  by  said  claimant,  that  after  having  prose- 
cuted his  claim,  on  the  basis  of  such  alleged  supplementary  contract 
and  computation  by  proceedings  at  law,  it  was  decided  by  the 
supreme  court  that  the  supplemental  contract  on  which  such  com- 
putation was  based,  was  illegal,  and  that  he  was  therefore  unable 
to  recover  the  amount  claimed  to  be  equitably  his  due,  by  reason 
of  the  illegality  of  such  supplemental  contract. 

The  claimant  furthermore  avers  that  he  was  forced  by  circum- 
stances beyond  his  control,  and  against  his  will,  t©  enter  into  said 
supplemental  contract  so  declared  to  be  illegal;  and  further,  that 
said  contract,  though  illegal  in  the  opinion  of  the  court,  was  recog- 
nized and  ratified  by  the  act  of  the  legislature  (chapter  265  of  the 
laws  of  1861),  and  that  therefore  he  ought  not  to  be  denied  the 
equitable  amount  of  his  claim  by  reason  of  the  decision  of  said 
court. 

Said  claimant  further  alleges  that  said  supplemental  contract  was 
made  in  pursuance  of  the  wish  of  the  secretary  of  state  on  behalf 
and  in  the  interest  of  the  state,  and  that  it  provided  for  the  pay- 
ment to  him  of  just  and  equitable  rates  according  to  the  then  rul- 
ing prices,  and  a  less  total  amount  than  he  was  lawfully  entitled  to 
receive  under  the  original  contract,  and  that  he  has  never 
received  such  rates  under  such  supplemental  contract,  and  that  he 
has  never  received  the  higher  rates  which  he  clains  were  provided 
for  under  the  original  contract;  and  said  claimant  now  offers  the 
said  computation  made  in  accordance  with  said  supplemental  con- 
tract and  the  act  of  1874,  as  proof  that  he  has  never  received  an 
equitable  and  just  amount  for  the  work  and  materials  so  furnished, 
and  said  claimant  alleges  that  he  is  justly  entitled  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  his  claims  either  under  the  original  contract  or  the  supple- 
mental contract,  as  the  state  may  prefer. 

On  the  contrary,  we  understand  that  it  has  been  alleged  by  state 
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officers  heretofore,  and  Dotably  by  ex-Governor  Washburn  in  his 
message  vetoing  a  bill  for  the  computation  of  the  work  in  1873, 
that  the  whole  equitable  and  legal  amount  of  Mr.  Carpenter's  olaim» 
under  both  the  original  and  supplemental  contracts,  has  been  paid 
and  canceled,  and  that  nothing  whatever  remains  due  to  said  Car- 
penter, notwithstanding  his  allegations  to  the  contrary,  and  his 
offer  to  show,  as  he  now  does,  a  large  equitable  balance  in  his 
favor. 

It  is  impossible  for  this  committee  to  give  the  time  necessary  to 
a  full  examination  of  the  facts  and  circumstances  alleged  by  said 
claimant,  any  further  than  they  are  stated  and  made  to  appear  by 
said  act  of  1874,  and  the  computation  made  in  pursuance  of  said 
act,  and  presented  by  said  claimant  for  the  consideration  of  the 
committee. 

Nor  does  it  appear  necessary  that  this  committee  should  take 
further  action  in  respect  to  the  bills,  and  the  claim  under  consider- 
ation, than  to  ask  the  reference  of  the  same  to  the  committee  on 
Claims  as  the  statute  provides,  with  the  recommendation  that  said 
committee  take  such  further  action  as  may  to  said  committee  seem 
necessary  for  a  full  investigation  and  final  determination  of  the 
just  and  equitable  relations  of  the  state  to  said  claim.

The  committee  on  Charitable  and  Penal  Institutions,  to  whom 
was  referred 

The  report  of  the  committee  appointed  under  joint  resolution  No. 
33,  A.,  of  the  year  1880,  to  investigate  the  affairs  of  the  State 
Hospital  for  the  Insane,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration, 
and  instructed  me  to  report: 

That  the  task  imposed  upon  the  examining  committee  was  a  dif- 
ficult and  laborious  one,  and  your  committee '  fully  concurs  in  the 
opinion  expressed  by  the  examiners  as  to  the  deficient  management 
of  the  business  affairs  of  the  institution,  and  the  necessity  for  a  ma- 
terial change  in  the  manner  of*  government,  for  both  the  state  hos- 
pitals for  the  insane. 

Your  committee  cannot  fail  to  notice  some  omissions  of  minor 
importance,  made  by  the  expert  accountant.  In  the  opinion  of  the 
committee,  if  these  omissions  had  not  occurred,  the  evidence  as  to 
the  exceptional  character  of  the  business  management  of  the  hos- 
pital would  be  still  more  striking  than  it  is  made  to  appear  in  the 
examiners'  report.  The  expert  accountant  accepted  the  inventories 
of  1875  and  1879  as  correct.  They  were  both  the  work  of  officers 
of  the  institution  then  under  investigation. 

The  difference  between  the  two  was  deducted  from  gross  expen- 
ditures, and  if  not  accurate,  the  current  expense  account  was  im- 
properly diminished.  If  the  first  inventory  was  correct,  the 
hospital  in  fifteen  years  accumulated  personal  property,  together 
with  its  outfit,  to  the  amount  of  only  $32,107.77;  and,  if  the  second 
inventory,  which  fixes  the  value  of  such  property  at  $97,259.77,  is 
to  be  relied  upon,  there  was  an  astonishing  increase  in  the  value  of 
furniture,  stock  on  farm,  etc.,  required  for  the  institution.  The  in- 
crease in  the  population  of  the  hospital  between  the  years  1875  and 
1879  made  considerable  additions  to  its  furniture  and  other  per- 
sonal property  necessary;  but  by  no  possibility  can  have  justified 
the  expenditure  of  $(35,000  for  that  purpose. 
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Furthermore,  the  accountant  accepted  the  schedule  of  permanent 
improvements,  furnished  by  the  superintendent,  as  correct;  when 
it  was  apparent,  from  the  schedule  itself,  that  not  less  than  one- 
half  the  amount  represented  by  it  should  have  been  charged  to 
current  expense  account  for  repairs,  or  to  profit  and  loss,  for 
unsuccessful  and  unwise  experiments. 

If  this  schedule  of  permanent  improvements  and  the  inventory 
of  1879  be  corrected,  obviously  the  current  expense  account  would 
be  materially  increased,  and  the  per  capita  cost  of  subsistence 
proportionately  so. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  it  was  impracticable  to  separate  each  of 
the  four  years  covered  by  the  report;  since,  by  grouping  these 
accounts  together,  he  was  unable  to  verify  the  correctness  of  any 
single  annual  report  of  the  managers  of  the  hospital;  and  the  large 
indebtedness  existing  at  the  expiration  of  the  four  years  can  only 
be  accounted  for  upon  the  theory  that  it  had  been  gradually 
accumulating  during  the  whole  period  of  time  covered  by  the 
investigation. 

During  the  period  covered  by  the  report,  the  superintendent 
seems  to  have  had  the  entire  confidence  of  the  trustees,  and  to  have 
been  left  by  them  to  manage  the  affairs  of  the  hospital,  mainly  ac- 
cording to  his  own  discretion,  with  the  unfortunate  results  stated 
by  the  committee  of  investigation. 

The  institution  was  thus  involved  in  debt  to  so  large  an  amount 
as  to  render  the  borrowing  of  money,  and  the  payment  of  interest, 
necessary.  To  prevent  similar  results  in  future,  and  restrain  ex- 
penditures not  definitely  authorized  by  the  proper  authority  —  as 
appears  from  the  report  of  the  investigating  committee,  and  the 
statements  of  the  superintendent  made  to  this  committee —  has  re- 
ceived the  special  consideration  of  this  committee;  and  such  is  a 
principal  purpose  of  one  of  the  bills  reported  by  it,  as  hereinafter 
described. 

The  authority  of  the  legislature  to  create  debt  is  limited  by  the 
constitution,  and  the  limit  was  long  since  reached;  consequently 
the  managers  of  the  hospital,  in  borrowing  money,  assumed  an 
authority  in  this  respect  greater  than  is  possessed  by  the  legisla- 
ture itself. 

The  examining  committee  properly  criticise  the  printed  reports, 
and  the  manner  of  keeping  the  accounts  of  the  hospital. 

Prior  to  the  1st  day  of  October,  1879,  there  was  so  little  system 
in  the  keeping  of  the  accounts,  that  they  served  only  to  show  that 
the  appropriations  made  by  the  legislature  for  the  support  of  the 
hospital  were  expended,  but  furnished  no  sufficient  data  for  deter- 
mining the  actual  cost  of  supporting  the  insane,  or  the  amount  of 
the  indebtedness  of  the  institution  at  any  time,  since  purchases 
were  made  on  credit  and  not  entered  on  the  books  of  the  hospital 
till  the  day  of  payment. 

It  is  but  fair  to  the  steward,  however,  to  remark,  in  this  connec- 
tion, that  he  did  not  receive  a  salary  which  would  command  the 
services  of  a  competent  accountant;  and,  as  among  other  things,  it 
was  his  duty  to  keep  the  books,  the  natural  inference  is,  that  his 
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"work  should  have  been  supervised  by  some  person  (having  more 
time)  of  larger  experience  and  more  directly  responsible  for  the 
system  of  accounts. 

The  commendation  of  the  examining  committee  upon  the  pres- 
ent system  of  accounts,  in  the  opinion  of  this  committee,  should 
receive  some  qualification.  The  present  system  is  a  great  improve- 
ment upon  the  method  prior  to  October  1,  1879.  The  books  are 
now  kept  in  a  legible  hand,  with  few  erasures;  and  the  entries  ap- 
pear to  be  made  at  date  of  the  transactions  which  they  record. 
But  the  arrangement  is  not  such  as  to  show  the  financial  condi- 
tion of  the  institution  without  extra  work  and  supplemental  calcu- 
lation. 

The  accounts  of  farm  and  barn,  machine  and  repair  shops,  are  so 
blended  with  each  other,  and  with  the  accounts  for  subsistence  and 
furniture,  that  it  is  difficult  to  determine  whether  either  of  these 
departments,  or  all  together,  have  been  self-sustaining,  or  a  source 
of  loss  to  the  state.  Our  state  institutions  purchase  only  with 
cash;  they  have  little  to  sell,  and  their  accounts  should  be  sim- 
plicity itself. 

They  should  be  as  accurate  and  condensed  as  those  of  a  bank  or 
railroad  cumpany. 

The  monthly  balance  sheets  of  their  ledgers  should  prove  their 
correctness,  and  show  not  only  the  condition  of  the  institution  as  a 
whole,  but  the  monthly  expenditures  and  products  of  each  depart- 
ment maintained. 

The  examining  committee  express  the  opinion  that  the  accommo- 
dations in  our  hospitals  are  entirely  inadequate  to  the  present  de- 
mands. It  is  true,  the  state  has  not  sufficient  accommodatious  for 
all  those  now  confined  in  its  hospitals  as  insane;  and  those,  also, 
supported  in  the  counties,  who  are  as  much  entitled  to  state  sup- 
port as  a  majority  of  those  who  secure  it.  But  in  the  opinion  of 
your  committee,  a  large  proportion  of  all  those  maintained  as  in- 
sane are  improperly  classed  as  such,  and  should  be  supported  by 
the  counties  in  which  they  belong,  and  be  cared  for  by  their 
friends,  or  placed  in  some  asylum  where  they  would  be  supported 
at  much  less  cost  than  they  can  be  in  large  curative  institutions. 

It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  but  few  of  those  sent  to  insane  hos- 
pitals ever  recover;  the  majority  of  them  pass  through  the  various 
stages  of  the  disease,  and  finally  reach  imbecility.  In  this  condi- 
tion they  are  harmless;  they  require  kind  treatment,  comfortable 
quarters,  wholesome  food,  and  the  largest  liberty  consistent  with 
safety;  but,  unless  uncleanly  in  their  habits,  give  no  more  trouble 
than  ordinary  persons.  There  is  no  reason,  which  does  not  apply 
with  equal  force  to  idiots  and  other  demented  persons,  for  main- 
taining these  classes  in  sumptuously  equipped  hospitals.  Free  our 
hospitals  of  this  surplus  population  and  they  will  have  ample  room 
for  all  those  who  now  re(|uire  or  will  require  medical  treatment 
or  special  care  for  many  years. 

The  generally  alleged  increase  of  insanity,  in  the  opinion  of  your 
committee,  is  not  nearly  so  great  as  is  supposed.  Prior  to  the  year 
1860  the  state  made  no  provision  for  insane  persons.     They  were 
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left  to  local  and  individual  support;  and  no  accurate  enumeration 
of  them  was  made.  The  sensitiveness  of  friends,  to  having  the 
mental  infirmities  of  those  dear  to  them  exposed  to  public  view, 
caused  many  cases  to  be  concealed.  Upon  the  opening  of  the 
State  Hospital,  it  was  regarded  as  a  curative  institution,  and  but 
comparatively  few  patients'were  received  in  it  during  the  first  year, 
the  chronic  insane  being  regarded  as  incurable,  and  supported  at 
private  cost  or  in  poor-houses. 

Had  a  strict  observance  of  the  rule  of  admitting  only  such  cases 
as  offered  reasonable  hopes  of  cure,  been  enforced,  and  those  laps- 
ing into  imbecility  been  returned  to  counties  fjom  which  they  were 
received,  there  would  have  been  no  necessity  for  the  subsequent 
erection  of  a  second  hospital.  The  large  sums  of  money  expended 
on  the  Northern  Hospital  would  have  furnished  the  best  accommo- 
dations, in  counties,  for  three  times  the  number  of  persons. 

The  conclusions  arrived  at  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  the 
examining  committee  as  to  the  impurity  of  the  water  used  in  the 
hospital,  are  undoubtedly  correct. 

For  fifteen  years  the  hospital  obtained  its  water  from  a  well. 
The  quality  was  good,  and  the  quantity  sufficient,  till  1876,  when 
it  was  found  that  an  increased  supply  was  necessary,  and  an  appro- 
priation was  made  by  the  legislature  for  'Conveying  water  from 
Lake  Mendota,  by  means  of  pipes  and  pump,  which  cost  the  state 
«ome  fourteen  thousand  dollars.  The  quantity  necessary  was  thus 
secured,  but  it  would  seem  that  the  question  of  quality  was  entirely 
forgotten. 

The  fact  that  the  water  is  bad,  exists;  and  the  only  question  for 
the  consideration  of  your  committee  is,  as  to  the  best  means  of  pro- 
curing a  supply  of  a  better  quality.  The  well  from  which  water 
was  taken,  prior  to  the  construction  of  the  present  water  system,  is 
still  in  good  condition,  and,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee, 
should  be  utilized  for  supplying  all  the  water  necessary  for  drinking 
and  cooking  purposes;  and  the  committee  would  recommend  that 
the  pumping  apparatus  and  water  pipes  be  rearranged,  so  as  to 
carry  water  from  the  well  to  one  of  the  tanks  in  the  hospital,  for 
that  purpose;  and  that  the  cost  of  such  rearrangement  bo  paid  from 
the  current  expense  fund  of  the  hospital. 

The  general  conclusions  of  this  committee  are  embodied  in  three 
bills,  with  numbers  and  titles  as  follows:

To  amend  section  i,  chapter  ;20G,  laws  of  1880,  en- 
titled an  act  to  repeal  sections  592  and  50-t,  revised  statutes,  relat- 
ing to  public  charities,  and  to  amend  section  593,  revised  statutes, 
and  to  prescribe  the  procedure  lor  committing  persons  to  the  insane 
hospitals. 

The  first  bill  named  (251,  S)  is  intended  to  correct  and  systema- 
tize the  business  manag-ement  of  the  two  state  institutions,  and 
thus  promote  greater  efficiency,  economy  and  uniformity  in  their 
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government.  To  this  end,  both  hospitals  are  placed  under  the  gen- 
eral control  of  a  single  board;  the  internal  and  professional  gov- 
ernment, separated  from  the  general  business  aifairs,  naturally  and 
pioperly  belonging  to  the  board  of  trustees,  or  its  agents,  and  the 
methods  of  transacting  business,  keeping  the  books  and  making 
reports,  regulated  and  defined  in  accordance  with  the  established 
and  approved  practice  of  well  regulated  public  institutions  and  cor- 
porations, under  similar  control,  in  every  part  of  the  world. 

In  many  respects  this  bill  conforms  in  general  purpose  with 
the  bill  introduced  by  Senator  Sutherland,  but  does  not  extend  to 
all  the  public  institutions  of  the  state,  and  is  intended  to  more  par- 
ticularly limit  and  *deiine  the  character  of  the  business  manage- 
ment. The  committee  entertains  no  doubt  that  the  application  of 
the  general  principles  of  this  bill  to  all  state  institutions  would 
prove  wholesome  and  beneficial.  But  the  charitable  institutions 
of  the  state  are  variously  located;  in  many  respects  are  necessa- 
rily incongruous  in  their  uses  and  purposes,  and  involve,  in  the  ag- 
gregate, a  vast  expenditure  of  public  money,  and  a  responsibility 
still  greater  in  respect  to  the  moral  and  educational  influences  per- 
taining to  their  general  supervision  and  control.  And  these  facts 
created  a  serious  question,  in  the  minds  of  the  committee,  as  ta 
the  propriety  and  expediency  of  recommending,  at  this  time,  a 
change  so  radical  and  sweeping  as  that  involved  in  the 
proposal  to  place  all  these  institutions  under  the 
nearly  absolute  control  of  three  persons;  a  question  of  still  greater 
importance,  in  view  of  the  probable  adoption  of  the  proposed 
amendment  to  the  constitution,  establishing  biennial  in  place  of 
annual  sessions  of  the  legislature,  and  to  this  extent  exempting 
all  similar  boards  from  the  frequent  supervision  of  the  legislature. 
Should  the  plan  recommended  by  the  committee,  in  substantial 
conformity  with  the  spirit  of  the  bill  last  named,  receive  the  ap- 
proval of  the  legislature,  and  its  efBoiency  be  demonstrated  by  ex- 
perience, it  is  hoped  it  will  ultimately  be  applied  to  all  similar 
institutions,  with  such  number  of  boards,  more  or  less,  as  good 
policy  and  experience  may  seem  to  dictate  hereafter. 

The  senate  bill  named  (No.  Ill,  S.)  contains  substantially  the 
same  provisions  for  the  local  and  more  economical  care  of  th& 
chronic  insane,  that  were  almost  unanimously  agreed  upon  by 
the  legislature  one  year  ago.  The  bill  of  last  year  failed  to  become 
a  law  only  because  of  the  omission  to  call  the  ayes  and  noes  upon 
its  final  passage  —  as  the  constitution  requires,  in  the  case  of  ap- 
propriation bills.  The  bill  now  presented  and  recommended  by 
your  committee  is  more  carefully  drawn,  and  the  policy  embodied 
in  it  is  most  emphatically  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Char- 
ities and  Reform,  and  unanimously  by  this  committee,  as  well 
as  by  the  concurrent  action  of  both  branches  of  the  legislature 
of  1880.  Its  general  purpose  is  to  encourage  the  humane  care 
of  the  chronic  and  more  harmless  classes  of  our  insane  pop- 
ulation, in  the  counties  to  which  they  belong,  at  a 
cost  to  the  state  not  exceeding  one-half  the  average  cost; 
of  maintaining  similar  classes  in  the  state  institutions.     The  adop- 
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tioD  of  this  policy  will  ultimately  save  tens  of  thousands  of  dollars 
to  the  state,  annually,  besides  obviating  the  further  expenditure  of 
immense  sums  from  the  treasury,  in  the  construction  of  palatial 
residences  for  the  support  of  unfortunate  classes,  who  wou4d  be 
denied  thereby  no  comfort  or  care  which  humanity  might  dictate, 
or  the  advantages  of  home  sympathy  and  associations.  The  aggre- 
gate cost  of  transportation  and  removal  is  an  item  of  no  insignifi- 
cance in  the  calculation;  and  under  the  policy  embodied  in  the  biU 
the  counties  would  be  largely  benefited,  in  a  pecuniary  sense,  by 
the  privilege  secured  to  them  under  the  circumstances  named  iu 
the  bill,  of  expending  their  own  moneys,  at  home,  immediately 
under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  county  authority. 

The  bill  also  provides  better  protection  to  the  public  against  the 
support,  at  public  charge,  of  insane  persons  possessing  sufficient 
property  for  their  own  maintenance,  or  who  are  otherwise  equitably 
a  private  charge.  The  bill  further  embodies  a  provision,  fixing 
definitely  the  compensation  of  county  asylums  at  an  estimated 
€um,  less  than  now  provided  by  law,  and  its  enactment  is  recom- 
mended in  the  interest  of  the  state. 

The  third  bill  recommended  by  the  committee  (No.  297,  A.)  re- 
fers to  the  method  of  commitment,  and  by  one  of  its  principal  pro- 
visions, is  intended  to  diminish  the  number  of  commitments, 
especially  of  harmless  and  merely  decrepit  persons,  on  the  alleged 
ground  of  insanity.  There  is  no  question  with  the  committee  that 
a  disposition  exists,  in  some  cases,  to  impose  upon  the  public,  the 
support  of  persons  not  properly,  necessarily  or  justly  a  public 
charge,  as  insane  persons,  or  that  the  restrictive  legislation  proposed 
is  necessary,  while  wholly  consistent  with  humanity.  The  bill 
further  provides  for  the  correction  of  errors  in  charges  to  counties^ 
and  for  other  safeguards  against  the  improper  commitment  and  con- 
finement of  persons  alleged  to  be  insane. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that,  without 
detriment  to  any  existing  institution,  and  without  any  diminution 
of  the  present  provisions  of  law  for  the  suitable  and  humane  care 
of  the  insane,  the  three  bills  in  question  will  largely  diminish  the 
actual  public  cost  of  maintaining  the  insane,  and  give  additional 
efficiency,  economy  and  method  to  public  efforts  in  that  direotioo.

Having  had  the  matters  referred  to  in  each  of  said  resolutions 
under  consideration,  have  instructed  me  to  report: 

First.  That  as  to  the  indebtedness  of  Peter  Gardner,  a  forwer 
steward  of  said  hospital,  which  is  reported  at  the  sum  of  11,258.95, 
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his  indebtedness   remains  as  reported.     That  his  stewardship  ter- 
minated some  time  in  the  vear  1876. 

That  in  the  year  1^73  he  gave  his  bond  with  three  sureties  in  the 
penal  sum  of  $2,000  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  etc.,  as 
such  steward. 

That  said  Peter  Gardner  now  resides  in  the  State  of  Florida,  and 
that  each  of  his  sureties  to  said  bond  resides  in  the  State  of  lov^a. 

That  said  bond  is  in  force,  and  is  in  custody  of  the  secretary  of 
state. 

That  no  settlement  has  been  made  with  said  Peter  Gardner,  or 
with  any  of  his  said  sureties,  respecting  such  indebtedness  —  and 
that  no  action  has  been  brought  upon  said  bond. 

That  the  committee  has  no  information  as  to  the  present  respon- 
sibility of  said  Peter  Gardner,  or  any  of  his  said  sureties. 

And  the  committee  recommend  that  the  matter  be  referred  to 
the  attorney  general  for  such  action  on  behalf  of  the  state,  as  he 
shall  deem  best. 

Second.  As  to  Mr.  G.  E.  McDill,  a  former  steward  of  the  hospital. 

Said  report  shows  an  indebtedness  to  the  sum  of .f 674  83 

Upon  which  it  shows  paid,  January  19,  1880 442  40 

Leaving  a  balance  at  the  date  of  said  report  of '. . .  .|23I  93 

Mr.  McDill  has  been  before  the  committee,  and  satisfactorily 
shown  this  balance  to  have  been  paid,  settled  or  accounted  for; 
producing  to  the  committee  receipts,  and  other  evidence  respecting 
the  same. 

The  committee  furnish  herewith  copy  statement  furnished  them 
by  Mr.  McDill,  showing  items,  etc. 

While  the  committee  is  satisfied  that  the  shortages  reported, 
viz.:  $2  31.93,  are  accounted  for,  it  deems  it  proper  to  add  th& 
following: 

The  books  of  the  hospital  show,  as  per  statement  furnished  the 
committee  by  Mr.  David  Comley,  the  present  book-keeper,  an  in- 
debtedness on  the  part  of  Mr.  McDill  some  $65  greater  than  that 
shown  by  the  report  of  the  investigating  committee;  and  the  an- 
nexed detailed  statement  shows  that  Mr.  McDill  has  paid  over  and 
accounted  for  some  $49.07  more  than  the  indebtedness  in  said 
report. 

If  the  sum  stated  in  said  report,  viz.:  $231.93,  is  correct,  Mr. 
McDill  has  paid  over  and  accounted  for  some  $49.07  in  excess  of 
such  indebtedness.  If  said  statement  furnished  by  said  book- 
keeper is  correct,  then  Mr.  McDill  is  still  in  arrear  $17.53. 

In  the  judgment  of  the  committee  it  would  be  difficult,  if  pos- 
sible, by  reason  of  the  manner  in  which  the  accounts  were  kept,  to 
arrive  at  accurate  or  satisfactory  results,  from  further  examination 
of  these  accounts,  and  as  the  committee  finds  no  evidence  of  bad 
faith,  and  the  sum  in  question  is,  or  appears  to  be,  only  $17.53,  it 
doe3  not  recommend  further  action  respecting  Mr.  McDill's 
accounts  with  the  hospital. 
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Third.  As  to  the  superintendent,  Dr.  Boughton,  said  report 
shows  an  indebtedness  of  $1,191.77,  and  the  same,  as  per  state- 
ment furnished  by  him,  appears  to  have  been  reduced,  accounted 
for  or  paid  over,  as  follows:

As  to  the  de6ciency  thus  appearing.  Dr.  Boughton  has  submitted 
the  following  statement,  which  the  committee  append: 

DR.    BOUGHTON'S    statement. 

The  item  denominated  "  vault  account,"  is  for  $165.05,  which  I 
received  from  the  custody  of  Mr.  Peter  Gardner,  steward  in  No- 
vember, 1876,  among  other  items  of  cash  and  personal  property. 
To  properly  understand  this  explanation,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
explain  what  we  mean  by  a  "  vault  account."  Whenever  a  patient 
is  admitted  to  the  hospital,  we  take  from  him  all  valuables  or  dan- 
gerous articles,  as  money,  watches,  knives,  revolvers,  etc.,  and 
making  a  package  of  the  same  place  it  in  the  vault  for  safe  keep- 
ing till  he  goes  away  or  his  friends  assume  the  custody  of  the  same. 
At  the  same  time  the  list  of  items  are  entered  on  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose.  The  custom  used  to  be  when  these  were  returned,  to 
simply  draw  a  line  through  the  entry  on  the  book,  indicating  the 
return  by  cancelling  the  entry. 

Now,  when  Mr.  Gardner  resigi^d,  November  1,  1876,  there  ap- 
peared to  be  moneys  to  the  amount  of  $165  65  on  this  vault  account 
belonging  to  patients  then  here.  When  these  patients  left,  from 
time  to  time,  they  drew  out  of  the  vault]  such  sums  as  belonged  to 
them,  other  sums  being  added  from  time  to  time,  and  in  turn  with- 
drawn. So  that  all  patients  represented  in  this  fund  who  have  left 
must  have  drawn  from  it  their  share.  If  any  remains,  their  share  is 
still  to  be  paid.  Now  all  that  I  can  do,  or  be  asked  to  do,  is  to  be 
held  responsible  for  all  such  claims  ante- dating  November,  1876, 
which  responsibility  I  assume.  The  hospital  can  suffer  no  wrong 
in  this,  for  none  of  it  is  hospital  funds;  it  is  all  private  money. 
There  does  not  now  appear  to  be  any  unsettled  claims  against  this 
fund.  Not  at  first  clearly  comprehending  how  this  matter  stood,  I 
paid  over  this  entire  sum  to  Steward  McDill  in  September,  1880. 
He  held  it  till  he  resigned  December  31st  following,  when  he  re- 
turned it  to  me,  stating  that  there  did  not  appear  to  be  any  claims 
against  it;  therefore  he  returned  it. 
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The  other  item  of  $*36  was  private  funds  sent  for  special  use  of 
a  patient.  After  his  discharge  I  had  a  settlement  with  the  brother, 
in  which  he  returned  me  the  oritrinal  receipt  for  that  sum  on  set- 
tlement. I  had  forgotten  this  circumstance  also,  and  paid  this 
over,  but  on  finding  that  the  receipt  had  been  returned  to  me,  I 
drew  it  back.  I  have  written  to  the  gentlemen  for  particulars,  and 
will  place  this  126  where  it  belongs  as  soon  as  the  facts  are  elicited.

If  we  concede  the  claim  made  by  the  superintendent,  that  the 
money  entrusted  to  his  care  by  private  parties,  for  the  benefit  of 
inmates  of  the  hospital,  does  not  belong  to  the  state,  it  is  then 
apparent  that  no  deficiency  exists  in  his  accounts  at  the  present 
time.  On  the  other  hand,  if  this  money  was  paid  to  him  as  an  offi- 
cer of  the  hospital,  and  is  properly  in  the  custody  of  the  state,  then 
a  deficiency  exists  of  some  ^190,  which  should  be  paid,  either  into 
the  state  treasury  or  into  the  treasury  of  the  hospital. 

The  superintendent  concedes  that  the  amount  named  still  re- 
mains in  his  hands,  alleging  that  no  party  now  known  to  him  is 
entitled  to  receive  it.  The  committee  submits  the  facts  to  the 
legislature,  without  assuming  to  determine  the  legal  question  as  to 
the  proper  disposition  of  the  money  yet  remaining  in  the  superin- 
teiident's  possession. 

As  to  future  payments,  made  for  similar  purposes,  the  committee 
has  provided  in  the  bill.  No.  251,  S.,  '*  to  provide  for  the  better 
government  of  state  hospitals  for  the  insane."

The  proposition  to  erect  a  building  for  the  use  of  the  State  His- 
torical Society,  has  arisen  out  of  a  necessity  foreseen  during  some 
years  and  now  realized.  The  'Tt)oms  occupied  by  the  society  are 
full  to  the  extent  of  their  useful  capacity,  and  no  others  are  contig- 
uous to  be  called  into  requisition.  The  collection  crowds  all  availa- 
ble space,  and  even  the  attic  of  the  capitol  has  been  drawn  upon 
for  the  storing  of  a  considerable  bulk  of  matter,  principally  unbound 
volumes  and  duplicates.  Of  library  matter  proper  there  are  up* 
wards  of  ninety  thousand  books  and  pamphlets;  and  about  five 
thousand  more,  for  which  there  is  not  shelf- room,  will  be  added 
during  the  present  year.  In  addition  to  the  library  are  the  por- 
traits of  eminent  men,  the  archaeological  collection,  and  the  histori- 
cal museum,  the  whole  forming  a  treasure  of  inestimable  value. 

The  library  is  by  scholars  recognized  as  the  richest  in  historical 
matter  relating  to  the  west  and  the  northwest,  of  any  in  existence. 
The  history  of  neighboring  states,  and  even  of  many  remoter  ones, 
as  well  as  the  history  of  Wisconsin,  cannot  be  written  without  draw- 
ing from  this  store- house  of  information,  which  accordingly  refiects 
over  the  entire  country  the  enlightened  and  liberal  spirit  of  the 
commonwealth  that  has  fostered  its  remarkably  rapid 
growth.  Its  collection  of  newspapers  alone,  comprising  com- 
plete files  of  nearly  all  Wisconsin  papers,  and  a  unique 
collection  of  the  early  papers  of  the  state,  possesses  a  value  which, 
if  measured  by  its  utility,  as  indicated  in  the  daily  use  made  of  it 
by  the  public,  is  such  as  to  justify  the  care  bestowed  on  similar 
records  of  current  history  in  some  other  states,  where  they  are 
kept  in  fire- proof  vaults.  The  entire  collection  of  the  society  is  a 
source  of  great  honor  abroad,  and  just  pride  at  home. 

All  this  property  belongs  to  the  state.  The  Historical  Society  is 
merely  the  trustee  of  the  same.  Accordingly,  an  appropriation 
made  for  the  maintenance  or  improvement  of  the  collection  is  an 
investment  by  the  people  for  the  people.  It  is  a  contribution  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  present  generation,  and  an  intellectual  be- 
quest to  succeeding  ones,  such  as  marks  the  conduct  of  the  most 
cultivated  of  modern  peoples,  and  characterizes  the  highest  civil- 
ization of  the  age  in  which  we  live.  If  the  state  is  to  continue  its 
creditable  and  beneficent  policy  towards  this  worthy  ob- 
ject, the  time  has  come,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  to  enter 
upon  the  project  of  providing  a  separate  and  suitable  building  for 
this  collection,  ample  not  only  to  contain  it  in  its  present  dimen- 
sions, but  to  anticipate  its  future  growth  and  expansion.  They 
also  deem  it  expedient  to  provide  in  the  same  structure  a  room  for 
the  law  library  of  the  State  University,  and  also  a  lecture  room  for 
the  use  of  the  University  Law  School,  and  for  the  meetings  of  the 
Academy  of  Sciences  and  of  the  State  Agricultural  Society,  which 
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latter  societies  now  oocupy  space  id  the  capitol,  though  themselves 
having  no  relation  to  the  state  government  that  renders  such  oc- 
cupancy appropriate. 

The  suggestion  has  been  made  that  the  proposed  building  should 
contain  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  state. 
But  as  to  do  this  would  of  necessity  greatly  enlarge 
the  plan,  and  correspondingly  enhance  the  ■  cost  of 
executing  it,  while  there  exists  a  marked  divis- 
ion of  sentiment  as  to  the  wisdom  and  advisability  of  such  a  union, 
your  committee  decide  in  favor  of  a  building  chiefly  intended  for 
the  use  of  the  Historical  Society,  as  proposed  in  the  original  bilL 
On  mature  consideration,  it  is  their  conclusion  that  the  original 
proposition  should  be  left  to  stand  upon  its  obvious  merits,  dissoci- 
ated from  others  to  which  they  are  unable  to  see  that  it  is  clearly 
related,  either  by  considerations  of  convenience  or  of  economy. 
They  therefore  respectfully  report  a  substitute  for  the  original 
bill,  differing  from  it  in  the  details  of  admioistration  only,  and 
not  at  all  changing  those  provisions  which  relate  to  the  construc- 
tion of  the  proposed  public  building.

Amending  sections  numbers  4,  5,  11  and  21,  article  4  of  the  con- 
stitution of  the  State  of  Wisconsin. 

Whereas,  At  the  annual  session  of  the  legislature  of  this  state 
for  the  year  18S0,  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  this  state 
was  proposed  and  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  members  elected 
to  each  of  the  two  houses,  which  amendment  was  in  the  following 
language: 

Jiesolved  by  the  assembly^  the  senate  concurring^  That  section  4 
of  article  4  of  the  constitution  of  this  state  be  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

Section  4.  The  members  of  the  assembly  shall  be  chosen  bien- 
nially by  single  districts  on  the  Tuesday  succeeding  the  first 
Monday  of  November  after  the  adoption  of  this  amendment,  by 
the  qualified  electors  of  the  several  districts;  such  districts  to  be 
bounded  by  county,  precinct,  town  or  ward  lines,  to  consist  of  con- 
tiguous territory  and  be  in  as  compact  form  as  practicable. 

That  section  5  of  article  4  of  the  constitution  of  this  state  be 
amended  so  as  to  road  as  follows:    • 

Section  5.  The  senators  shall  be  elected  by  single  districts  of 
convenient  and  contiguous  territory,  at  the  same  time  and  in  the 
same  manner  as  members  of  the  assembly  are  required  to  be 
chosen,  and  no  assembly  district  shall  be  divided  in  the  formation 
of  a  senate  district.  The  senate  districts  shall  be  numbered  in  the 
regular  series,  and  the  senators  shall  be  chosen  alternately  from  the 
odd  and  even  numbered  districts.  The  senators  elected  or  holding 
over  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  amendment,  shall  continue 
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in  office  till  their  sucoessors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified;  aad 
after  the  adoption  of  this  amendment,  all  senators  shall  be  chosen 
for  the  term  of  four  years. 

That  section  II  of  article  4  of  the  constitution  of  this  state  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  II.  The  legislature  shall  meet  at  the  seat  of  fz^overn- 
ment,  at  such  time  as  shall  be  provided  by  law,  once  in  two  years« 
and  no  oftener,  unless  convened  by  the  governor  in  special  session, 
and  when  so  convened  no  business  shall  be  transacted  except  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  accomplish  the  special  purposes  for  which  it 
was  convened. 

That  section  21  of  article  4  of  the  constitution  of  this  state  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  21.  Each  member  of  the  legislature  shall  receive  for  his 
services  for  and  during  a  regular  session  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars,  and  ten  cents  for  every  mile  he  shall  travel  in  going  to  and 
returning  from  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  legislature  on  the  most 
usual  route.  In  case  of  an  extra  session  of  the  legislature,  no  addi- 
tional compensation  shall  be  allowed  to  any  member  thereof, 
either  directly  or  indirectly,  except  for  mileage,  to  be  computed  at 
the  same  rate  as  for  a  regular  session.  No  stationery,  newspapers, 
postage  or  other  perquisites,  except  the  salary  and  mileage  above 

f)rovided,  shall  be   received  from  the  state  by  any  member  of  the 
egislature  for  his  services,  or  in  any  other  manner,  as  such  member.

At  7:30  o'clock  P.  M.,  the  senate  proceeded  to  the  assembly 
chamber  to  meet  the  assembly  in 

JOINT  CONVENTION, 

In  accordance  with 

Jt.  Res.  No.  43,  S. 

The  joint  convention  was  called  to  order  by  Hon.  Thomas  B. 
Scott,  president  pro  tern,  of  the  senate,  who  stated  that  the  object 
of  the  convention  was  to  listen  to  eulogies  on  the  late  Matthew 
Hale  Carpenter,  late  United  States  Senator  from  Wisconsin. 
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Senator  Richardson  said: 

The  death  of  a  itreat  man  touches  wUh  a  commoD  sorrow  the  national 
heart ;  a  sorrow  which  is  typified  by  the  vacant  chair  draped  in  black,  in  the 
nation's  great  council  chamber. 

Wisconsin  mourns  with  a  deeper  sorrow  her  most  gifted  son.  Long  will  it  be 
ere  her  cause  is  again  advocated  by  lips  so  eloquent  as  those  which  are  now 
closed  forever. 

It  was  my  privilege,  Mr.  President,  to  know  Senator  Matthew  H.  Carpen- 
ter before  he  was  known  to  fame.  He  came  to  Wisconsin  in  1848,  and 
located  in  the  county  which  I  have  the  honor  to  represent.  For  many  years 
I  knew  him  as  friend  and  neighbor,  and  ieel  that  I  can  speak  of  him  from 
a  nearer  personal  view  than  some  other  members  of  this  legislature. 

Senator  Carpeoter^s  first  appearance  in  the  village  of  Beloit  was  greeted  by 
the  warmest  welcome.  His  youthful  manliness,  frank  and  easy  manners  and 
lively  wit,  made  him  the  favorite  of  the  social  circle;  while  his  genial  natore. 
kindly  acts  and  generous  open  hand,  turned  aside  the  shafts  of  envy  and 
made  friends  ot  those  who  might  have  been  the  rivals  of  one  of  colder  nature. 

His  habits  of  life  were  simple,  laborious  and  unostentatious:  and  be  early 
showed  that  close  and  untiring  devotion  to  his  profession,  which  was  after- 
wards so  amply  rewarded. 

His  admission  to  the  bar  of  Rock  county  brought  him  contact  with  such 
able  lawyers  as  Chief  Justine  Whiton.  Judge  Noggle,  Jodge  Kaowlton, 
Charles  S.  Jordan  and  Isaac  Woodle,  all  of  whom  have  preceded  him  to  the 
unknown  land,  aod  of  others,  their  equals,  who  are  still  living. 

The  young  attorney  from  Beloit  soon  took  a  conspicuous  position  in  this 
brilliant  band,  and  the  voice  which  afterwards  commanded  the  "applause  of 
listening  senators  '*  was  never  heard  with  more  hushed  attention  and  delight 
than  by  the  crowd,  which  in  those  days  used  to  collect  when  "  Matt  Carpen- 
ter was  going  to  speak,'*  in  the  smoke  dried  hall  of  the  old  court  house  at 
Janesville,  long  since  perished  from  the  earth,  and  almost  as  forgotten  as  the 
wit  and  eloquence  which  once  filled  it. 

Mr.  Carpenter  exhibited  in  those  days  as  always  afterwards,  one  trait  which 
distinguished  him  from  most  men.  He  was  guiltless  of  all  envy,  malice  and 
uncharitableness. 

In  a  tilt  of  words  he  received  and  returned  his  opponents  thrusts,  with  the 
utmost  good  nature;  and  if  he  was  hit  with  a  shaft  of  more  than  usual  force, 
bore  no  malice  to  the  sender,  but  rather  a:i mired  his  skill  and  sought  his 
friendship. 

If  it  cannot  be  said  even  by  Mr.  Carpenter's  Rock  county  friends,  that  he 
was  exempt  from  his  full  share  of  the  faults  common  to  hum  an  iiy,  it  can 
with  truth  be  claimed  that  his  worst  faults  were  those  of  a  great  hearted, 
laree  souled,  generous  nature. 

Kock  county,  broad  and  rich  as  it  is,  soon  became  too  narrow  a  field  for 
Mr.  Carpenter's  genius,  and  in  1858,  he  removed  to  Milwaukee,  where  his  rep- 
utation as  a  lawyer  soon  became  as  wide  as  the  continent  and  kept  him  con- 
stantly  employed  in  the  highest  courts  of  the  land. 

Yet  in  tlie  multiplicity  of  cares  growing  out  of  such  extensive  practice,  he 
found  time  to  cultivate  his  taste  for  general  literature,  and  gratify  his  love 
for  society  and  home. 

As  a  politician.  Senator  Carpenter  was  never  distinguished.  His  was  too 
independent  a  nature  to  be  controlled  by  the  narrow  policy  which  charac- 
terizes the  mere  politician.  He  had  remamed  a  conservative  democrat  until 
the  issue,  during  the  dark  days  of  the  war,  of  that  manifesto  known  as  the 
Ryan  address.  He  then  led  the  revolt  of  a  band  of  true  democrats  who  loved 
country  better  than  party.  At  his  invitation,  a  meeting  was  held  in  Mil- 
waubee,  at  which  a  consultation  took  place  as  to  what  they  should  do. 
Judj^e  Mc Arthur  was  present,  and  the  Hon.  Lucius  Fairchild,  Hon.  C.  D. 
Kobinson,  Hon.  A.  Hyatt  Smith,  and  some  others,  myself  among  the  num- 
ber. The  mass  meeting  and  Janesville  address  followed,  and  Mr.  Carpenter's 
relations  with  the  democratic  party  were  severed  forever.  Throughout  the 
war  he  supported  the  most  vigorous  war  measures,  and  spoke  in  their  favor 
oftener  than  any  other  man  in  the  state,  and  no  other  man  could  speak  so 
well. 
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Till  the  year  1869,  Mr.  Carpenter  was  so  void  of  political  ambition  that  be 
was  never  voiuntanlj  a  candidate  for  any  office;  but  it  could  not  be  expected 
thut  abilities  like  his  would  not  in  time  necessarily  drift  from  the  sphere  of 
luvv  iDtn  the  siill  wider  one  of  statesmanship.  In  that  year  he  was  elected 
to  the  United  States  senate,  and  at  once  took  a  leadint;  position  in  that  great 
deliberative  body,  which  has  no  peer  in  the  world.  His  contemporaries 
from  the  older  states  freely  admitted  that  the  great  West  had  not  spoken 
through  an  intellect  so  logical,  so  rompreliensive,  Hud  in  tones  so  eloquent 
and  persuasive,  since  the  voice  of  Henry  Clay  had  filled  the  senate  chamber. 
Though  from  the  hour  when  Mr.  Carpenter  cast  his  fortunes  with  the  re« 
publican  party  he  remained  essentially  true  to  its  principles,  he  was  never  a 
violent  partisan.  His  intellect  was  of  so  broad  a  nature,  that  he  saw,  what 
is  sometimes  an  inconvetiienco,  both  sides  of  a  question. 

It  U  generally  admitted  tuat  men  have  not  yet  reached  that  stage  of  evo- 
lution, where  the  opinions  of  the  wisest  of  them  can  be  considered  infallible; 
and  party  politics  are  but  an  agglomeration  of  the  opinions  of  those  still 
fallible  individuals. 

The  violent  partisan  of  any  party  is  usually  the  man  whose  vision  is  so 
limited  that  he  has  but  one  point  cf  vitw  of  any  question ;  or  who,  from 
motives  of  policy,  choos'^s  to  shut  his  eyes  to  all  other  points.  Mr.  Carpen- 
ter belonged  to  neither  of  these  classes.  He  was  too  great  lor  one,  and  too 
honest  for  the  other. 

When  the  change  in  political  feeling  in  1875  deprived  him  for  a  time  of 
bis  seat  in  the  senate,  he  returned  quietly  to  the  practice  of  his  profession, 
and  did  not  descend  from  a  great  position  to  become  a  place  hunter,  or  a 
lobbyist.  In  1879  Mr.  Carpenter  was  again  elected  to  the  senate,  but  disease 
had  already  fastened  upon  his  athletic  frame,  and  though  his  intellect 
remained  vigorous  as  ever,  be  did  not  often  enter  as  a  combatant  that  great 
arena,  in  whoso  contests  he  had  once  so  delighted.  His  career  has  closed, 
amid  a  sorrow,  which  in  our  own  state  is  as  personal  as  it  is  deep:  and  the 
soil  of  Wisconsin  will  soon  hold  all  that  remains  of  Matthew  H.  Carpenter 
than  whom  she  had  *'  no  mightier  son." 

Senator  Delaney  said: 

Mr  President  —  As  a  citizen  of  this  commonwealth,  as  one  of  this  ser^ate^ 
as  well  as  a  member  of  that  profession  the  illustrious  dead  so  eminently 
adorned,  I  submit  a  few  words  in  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  great  senator. 

Matt.  H.  Carpenter  is  dead !  Who  can  translate  ttie  mighty  import  of 
these  few  words.  Verily  a  great,  a  mobt  remarkable  man  has  gone  from 
among  us.  That  grand  physical  form,  but  a  short  time  since  the  admiration 
of  all,  will  soon  return  to  its  kindred  dust.  That  voce,  whose  eloquence 
could  move  the  multitude,  carry  conviction  at  the  forum  of  public  justice, 
and  mould  the  destinies  of  the  republic  in  the  halls  of  legislation,  is  hushed 
forever.  The  inflaence  of  that  mighty  intelUct,  which  has  lelt  its  strong 
impress  on  the  legislative  enactments,  as  well  as  the  juMicial  decisions  of 
the  country,  will  be  exercised  no  more  on  earth.  The  great  heart,  so  full  of 
genial  friendship  and  generous  kindness,  has  ceased  to  throb.  The  United 
btates  senate  has  lost  one  of  its  brightest  ornaments,  the  legal  profession  a 
foremost  leader,  the  country  a  faithful  patriot,  this  commonwealth  its  ablest 
public  servan\  the  peop'e  a  steadfast  friend. 

We  can  scarcely  hope  for  a  truth lul,  faithful  record  of  his  life  and  charac- 
ter in  our  dav.  Ample  justice  to  the  great  men  of  every  age  has  been  invari- 
ably the  work  of  the  generationn  succeeding  tiiem.  So  a  lull,  truthful  history 
of  the  eventful  life  and  grand  character  of  Senate-  Carpenter  will  not  appear 
on  record  until  placed  there  by  the  impartial  1  and  of  the  future  historian. 
But  the  mnrn  prominent  and  salient  points  of  his  character  and  the  more 
striking  events  of  his  busy  life,  are  known  and  read  of  all  men.  It  may 
well  for  us  to  keep  in  view  these  events  and  to  cherish  this  character,!  t 
profit  to  ourselves  and  in  honor  of  the  dead. 

In  contemplation  of  the  character  of  Senator  C  rpenter,  we  are  at  a  loss  to 
know  which  most  challenges  our  a'imiration  and  esteem; — his  great  natural 
intellect,  his  exhaustive  research,  iiis  matchle>s  eloquence,  his  unflinching 
courage,  or  his  genial  kindness  of  heart.    Few  men  in  all  history  posseseea 
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these  qualities  in  so  emineDt  a  degree  as  did  the  late  seDator.  Rare  are  the 
men  who  were  endowed  with  so  great  natural  ahility.  He  possessed  a  mighty 
intellect.  He  loved  to  grasp  great  thoughts,  handle  great  propositions,  grap- 
ple with  great  questions,  solve  great  problems.  £iis  mind  was  broad,  deep, 
Cjmprehensive. 

Add  to  this  his  vast  erudition,  especially  in  law  and  the  science  of  gov- 
ernment,  his  gifte  1  oratory,  and  we  h  <ve  hu  intellectual  at lil^ie,  perhaps 
without  a  rival  at  the  American  bar,  and  wi'h  feA'  equals  on  the  fltior  of  the 
United  States  senate.  ^ 

Perhaps  the  most  striking  exhibition  of  these  qualities  his  life  presents,  is 
his  argument  in  the  memorable  case  of  Bashford  vs.  B-irstow,  growing  out 
of  the  election  for  governor  of  Wisconsin,  in  1855.  His  was  the  mind  to 
grasp  intuitively  the  great  principles  underlying  tbat  whole  question,  and 
in  his  argument  he  brought  to  bear  an  array  of  le^ial  learning,  knowledge  of 
governmental  science  as  surprising  as  it  was  invisible,  embellishini'  all  with 
an  eloquence  that  faitly  glistened  with  brilliancy  Notwithstandine  the 
opinion  of  the  court  in  that  case,  the  position  he  assumed,  denying  the  juris> 
diction  of  the  court,  has  never  been  overthrown  at  the  forum  of  reason  and 
the  argument  he  then  presented  in  support  of  his  position,  based  upon  the 
propositions  that "  the  legislative,  executive  and  judicial  departments  of  the 
government  are  co-ordinate,  because  eacb  in  the  sphere  of  its  powers  is  equal 
and  independent  of  the  others  —  that  neither  can  interfere  or  control  the 
other  further  than  the  constitution  has  expressly  given  power  so  to  do  —  that 
the  moment  a  power  ot  interference  or  control  to  any  extent  is  given,  that 
moment  and  to  tbat  extent  the  departments  cease  to  be  equal  and  independ- 
ent," —  has  never  been  answered  nor  ever  will  be. 

The  wonderful  resources  Mr.  Carpenter  displayed  in  that  case,  placed  him 
at  once  at  the  very  front  of  the  Wisconsin  bar.  From  that  time  his  sphere 
of  usefulness  continually  expanded,  and  with  it  his  power  and  influence  as  a 
member  of  the  legal  profession.  He  became  a  constant  piactitioner  in  the 
supreme  couit  of  the  United  States,  and  was  not  long  in  taking  rank  among 
the  most  profound  constitutional  lawyers  this  country  has  ever  produced; 
and  no  man  since  the  ^reat  jurists  and  stttesman,  Webster,  has  left  broader, 
clearer  marks  of  intellectual  power  and  learced  research  upon  the  legal 
jurisprudence  of  the  country  tlian  Senator  Carpenter. 

Hts  political  career  is  not  less  remaikable  than  his  legal  one.  From  the 
walks  of  private  life,  he  entered  at  one  step  the  {senate  of  the  United  States, 
the  first  and  only  office  he  ever  held.  Instances  of  this  kind  are  not  numer- 
ous in  the  history  of  the  country.  But  to  a  man  like  Matt.  Ciirpenter,  it  was 
an  easy  step.  He  needed  no  preliminary  political  schooling,  and  intermedi- 
ate steps  to  him  were  unnecessary. 

The  country  was  not  long  in  recognizing  the  fact  that  Wisconsin  had 
placed  a  giant  among  the  senators  in  congress.  His  discipline  at  the  bar, 
bis  extensive  reading,  his  oftentimes  irresistible  logic,  his  out-pouring  elo- 
quence his  profound  knowledge  of  the  law,  eltvated  him  at  once  to  the 
company  nf  the  intellectual  gladiators  of  the  senate. 

With  his  defeat,  in  1875,  and  the  not  altogether  creditable  combination 
which  brought  it  about,  as  well  as  with  his  triumphant  re-election  in  1879. 
all  are  familiar.  A  singular  incident  in  my  own  experience  may  not  be  out 
of  place  here.  I  chanced  to  be  a  member  of  the  legislature  in  1879,  and  saw 
his  elevation  to  the  only  oHlce  he  ever  sought.  I  have  thought  it  a  strange 
incident  that  chance  should  hKve  placed  me,  this  winter,  again  in  the  legis- 
lature to  witness  the  close  of  his  earthly  career. 

Another  trait  developed  to  an  extraordinary  degree  in  the  character  of 
Senator  Carpenter  was  his  lofty  carriage.  Perhaps  this  trait  attracted  more 
than  ordfnary  attention,  from  the  tact  that  it  is  not  found  to  exist  to  an  emi- 
nent degree  )n  very  many  of  our  public  men.  The  average  American  poli- 
tician and  statesman  is  quite  too  prone  "to  bend  the  pregnant  hinges  of  the 
knee"  to  popular  caprice,  to  the  end  that  political  *'  thrift  may  follow  fawn- 
ini?."  Matt.  Carpenter  was  made  of  no  such  metal  His  convictions  upon 
all  questions  of  public  interest  were  so  well  considered  and  so  clearly 
defin^J,  while  his  own  self-conscious  rectitude  was  so  unbending  tbat  lie 
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sever  hesitated,  but  fearlessly  followed  tbe  convictions  of  bis  own  mind, 
regardless  of  party  clamor  or  popular  prejudice. 

Ad  exemplification  of  his  hii^h  courage  in  this  direction  is  found  in  his 
celebrated  Janesville  epeech,  justifying  his  action  in  regard  to  the  retro- 
active salary  law  of  1874. 

Everybody  knows  that  Senator  Carpenter  was  an  ambitious  man.  He 
loved  public  life,  and  more  especially  the  position  of  United  States  senator. 
He  knew  that  the  salary  act  had  created  a  storm  of  ludigDation  throughout 
the  state,  and  that  he,  among  others,  was  condemned  for  participating  in  its 
passage.  Yet  he  fearlessly  faced  an  indignant  constituency  and  boldly  vin- 
dicated his  action. —  a  striking  contrast  to  the  cowardly  shuffling  of  some  of 
his  cotemporaries  in  either  house  of  congress,  who  were  equally  responsible 
for  the  passage  of  the  act.  Wliatever  may  be  thought  of  its  merits,  or  of  the 
propriety  or  policy  of  its  delivery,  all  candid  men  must  agree  that  the  Janes- 
ville speech  was  the  act  of  a  brave  man. 

Another  example  of  his  unfaltering  fearlessness  in  following  his  own  con- 
TictioDS,  at  the  hazard  of   party  favor,  is  found  in  the  position  he  took 
and  maintained  so  signally  in  that  memorable  struggle  growing  out  of  the 
presidential  election  of  1876.    Convinced  beyond   peradventure  that  the  can- 
^idales  of  his  own  party  had  not  been  elected,  he  boldly  proclaimed  his  de- 
termination to  resist  their  inauguration,  and  when  the  crisis  came  before  the 
electorul  commission,  he  threw  the  whole  weight  of  his  great  power,  ability, 
learning  aod  eloquence  into  the  contest  to  prevent  if  possible,  the  consumma- 
tion of  the  greatest  political  crime  in  American  history,  the  elevation  of  a 
man  to  the  office  of  president  of  the  United  States,  who  had  been  defeated  at 
the  elections.    No  grander  spectacle  of   lofty  manhood  can  be  found  in  all 
history.     He  felt  that    the    electoral    commission    had    been     organized 
to    determine    the    gravest  question  that  had  ever  arisen    in    the    history 
of  ihe    Anglo-Saxon  race,    and    in    proportion  to    the    magnitude    of  the 
■question    tbe   grandeur    of  Matt   Carpenter   arose.     In    the   presence    of 
such    a   crisis,    he    spurned    politcal,  personal    and    party    considerations, 
and  appeared  before  that  tribunal  in  the  Louisiana  case  with  an  address 
which,  to  a  1  time,  will  contini^e  to  cballenge  tbe  admiration  of  the  civilized 
world,  while  the  picture  the  man  presented  must  ever  be  regarded  as  that  of 
the  "  noblest  work  of  God,  an  honest  man,*'  bravely  pursuing  his  honest  con- 
Tictions.    Another  attribute,  pre-eminent  in  the  character  of  Senator  Car- 
penter, was  his  genial  good  nature,  his  great  kindness  of  heart.    In  this 
direction  it  may  well  be  said  of  him,  "  His  failings  leaned  to  virtue's  side." 
Ko  person  could  be  within  the  circle  of  his  acquaintances,  in  his  moments 
of  social  intercourse,  and  fail  to  catch  the  '*  genial  current  of  his  soul."    The 
promptings  of  his  heart  were  ever  toward  kindness,  his  impulses  were  ever 
generous.    An  illustration  of  tbis  peculiarly  strong  trnit  in  the  character  of 
the  late  senator,  chanced  years  ago  to  come  under  my  observation. 

A  young  man  of  my  acquaintance  had  started  in  the  profession  of  the  law, 
and  although  he  was  fairly  read,  he  was,  contrary  to  the  general  rule  among 
the  profession,  extremely  difiident,  and  wanted  cocfidence  in  his  own  ability 
and  resources.  The  time  came,  as  it  comes  to  all  lawyers,  for  the  trial  of 
bis  first  cause  in  court.  Although  he  had  prepared  his  case  with  great  care, 
he  could  not  shake  olf  his  diffidence,  and  be  commenced  the  trial  amid  the 
greatest  trepidation.  He  chanceil  to  be  opposed  by  an  old  practitioner  and 
one  of  the  relentless  pettifogging  type,  who  gave  him  no  quartir.  The  young 
man  lost  his  bearings,  then  his  confidence,  and  ended  in  a  most  miserable 
failure.  Of  course  a  person  with  such  a  temperament,  under  such  adversity 
could  not  be  otherwise  than  overwhelmed  at  his  misfortune.  He  was  poor, 
friendless,  and  worse  than  all,  he  had  failed.  A  few  months  previous,  he 
had  seen  Senator  Carpenter  in  the  trial  of  a  cause  in  which  the  late  Chief 
Justice  Ryan  was  tbe  opposing  counsel, —  snch  an  opposition  as  would  be 
likely  to  call  out  the  latent  powers  of  Mr.  Carpenter  —  and  as  usual  the 
senator  had  completely  captivated  the  young  gentleman.  In  tbe  almost 
hopeless  discouragement  succeeding  his  failure,  the  thought  flashed  upon 
the  bo7  to  write  to  Matt.  Carpenter,  and  acting  upon  the  impulse  of  the 
moment,  he  penned  a  letter  telling  in  simple  language  the  story  of  misfor- 
tunes, and  pleading  the  senator's  counsel. 
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The  letter  touched  the  kind  heart  of  the  great  lawyer  and  he  at  once  re- 
plied, writing  such  a  letter  as  only  Matt  Carpenter  could  write  when  his 
Impulses  and  emotions  were  aroused;  not  only  tendering  pecuniary  aid,  but 
filled  with  words  of  encouragement,  every  line  breathing  that  strong  Eclf- 
reliance  so  predominant  in  the  late  senator.  Somehow  tlie  young  man 
caught  the  inspirntion  of  Mr.  Carpenter's  lines:  and  he  thought,  too,  if  the 
great  leider  of  the  Wisconsin  bar  could  write  him,  a  poor  obscure  boy,  such 
a  letter,  the  battle  of  life  was  worth  fighting  after  all.  He  renewed  hia 
courage,  redoubled  his  energies,  and  became  an  honored  member  of  his 
chosen  profession.  It  is  perhaps  needless  to  add  that  to-day  half  a  conti- 
nent would  not  buy  the  dead  senator's  letter.  Another  most  touching  inci- 
dent in  the  life  of  Senator  Carpenter,  and  one  which  speaks  a  volume,  for 
the  great  kindness  of  the  father,  as.well  as  for  the  filial  love  of  the  son,  is  that 
now  widely  celebrated  telesram  sent  by  little  Paul  to  the  senator  after  hia 
last  great  political  triumph  in  the  senatorial  contest  two  years  ago,  ad- 
dressed—  "  Dear,  splendid  papa." 

There  are  little  incidents  in  the  life  of  a  great  man;  but  the  bjok  of  our 
lives  is  chiefly  made  up  of  little  things.  How  many  kindly  acU>,  generous 
deeds,  helpc  d  to  fill  up  the  preat  volume  of  Senator  Carpenter's  life,  we  may 
never  know,  for  the  lips  which  alone  could  tell  us  all,  are  closed  forever. 
He  has  met  the  final  conquror  of  us  all, —  the  power  which  "  levels  all  ranks 
and  lays  the  shepcrd's  crook  beside  the  scepter." 

**  The  boast  of  heraldry,  the  pomp  of  power. 
And  all  that  beauty,  all  that  wealth  e'er  gave. 

Await,  alike,  the  inevitable  hour; 
The  paths  of  glory  lead  but  to  the  grave." 

Though  we  have  just  seen  a  startling  exemplification  of  the  truth  cf  these 
lines  in  the  death  of  Wisconsin's  most  nnowned  citizen,  still  we  know  that 
Senator  Carpenter  will  live  in  the  memory  of  the  people  so  long  as  honesty^ 
courage,  eloquence,  ability  and  attainments  of  the  highest  order,  large^ 
genial  kindness  of  heart  are  venerated  and  beloved  among  men. 

**  These  shall  resist  the  empire  of  decay 
When  time  is  o'er  and  worlds  have  passed  away. 
Cold  in  the  dust  the  perished  heart  may  lie, 
But  that  which  warmed  it  once  can  never  die." 

And  when  the  history  of  our  day  shall  be  fully  written,  among  its  brightest 
and  most  enduring  pages  will  be  those  containing  the  record  of  the  life,  the 
deeds,tthe  character  of  Malt.  H.  Carpenter. 

Mr.  McFetridge  said: 

Mr.  President  —  I  cannot  suffer  this  opportunity  to  pass  away  without 
adding  my  humble  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  great  and  good  man  whoso 
patriotism,  nobleness  and  generosity  this  joint  convention  of  the  senate  and 
assembly  seek  to  perpetuate.  I  know  how  idle  for  the  dead  are  our  words  of 
praise  and  our  tears  of  sorrow,  but  among  the  survivors  of  the  dead  the  heart 
finds  relief  in  contemplatiog  the  greatness  and  reciting  the  virtues  of  those 
whose  presence  on  earth  we  are  not  permitted  to  recall. 

Wisconsin  mourns  the  loss  of  her  faithful,  popular  and  devoted  public  ser- 
vant, and  thenatioD  shares  in  her  grief. 

But  a  few  days  since  we  were  startled  by  the  news  that  our  beloved  senator 
was  again  dangerously  sick,  and  that  his  family  physician  had  been  sent  for. 
We  still  hoped  for  the  best,  yet  feared  for  the  worst,  and  when  in  the  morn- 
ing that  mystic  wire  which  brings  us  alike  the  message  of  love  and  the 
summons  of  death,  infoimed  us  that  the  soul  of  him  who  was  the  pride  of 
our  commonwealth,  had  taken  its  everlasting  flight  and  returned  to  the  God 
who  gave  it,  with  one  common  consent  the  halls  of  legislation  were  closed. 

*  Senator  Matthew  H.  Carpentfr  died  this  morning." 

How  sad  and  solemn  the  news,  the  announcement  of  which  moved  the 
heart  of  this  great  state  of  Wisconsin  to  its  deepest  sorrow. 

Senator  Carpenter  has  been  a  participator  in  the  great  events  which  have 
given  character  and  glory  to  this  nation  for  the  past  twenty  years. 
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He  was  not  what  one  may  term  a  politician.  We  first  know  of  his  politi- 
cal life  in  this  state  as  a  democrat,|in  which  party  he  took  a  prominent  part; 
hut  when  the  first  gun  was  fired  at  Fort  Sumpter  and  the  cry  "to  arms" 
echoed  over  every  hill  and  across  every  plain,  from  the  waters  of  the  Atlantic^ 
from  the  Alleghanies  of  the  east  across  our  grand  prairies  to  the  Rocky 
Mountains  of  the  west,  and  to  the  placid  waters  of  the  Pacific,  then  it  was 
that  the  nobleness  and  patriotism  of  Matthew  H.  Carpenter  shone  forth  like 
a  star.  Laying  aside  the  partisan,  he  became  the  man.  Calmly  aod  delib* 
erately  he  met  the  issue,  aod  everywhere  infused  into  the  people  his  own 
heroic  and  enthusiastic  nature,  and  made  the  name  of  war  democrat  synono- 
mous  with  that  of  patriot. 

Popular  at  all  times  with  the  people  beyond  description,  the  legislature  of 
this  state  did  but  acknowledge  his  worth  by  bestowing  upon  him  the  high, 
est  office  in  their  gift,  that  of  United  States  senator.  Among  his  associates 
were  many  of  the  ablest  men  the  country  has  produced;  by  his  nobleness, 
his  honesty,  his  eloquence,  his  earnestness  of  purpose,  lie  at  once  became 
the  peer,  if  not  the  superior,  of  any  man  in  that  august  body;  and  when  at  a 
later  day,  the  legislature  returned  him  to  the  corncil  chamber  of  the  nation, 
it  was  fondly  hoped  that  that  eloquent  voice  which  in  ,the  troublous  days 
gone  by  had  done  such  ^ood  service  in  shaping  aod  directing  the  councils 
of  the  nation,  would  agam  be  heard  in  all  the  majesty  of  the  matured  aod 
ripened  statesmen;  but  alas,  it  was  not  to  be.  Man  proposes  bjt  God  dis- 
poses.   We  are  forcibly  reminded  that  while 

**  Leaves  have  their  time  to  fall, 

And  flowers  to  wither  at  the  north  wind's  breath. 

And  stars  to  set  —  but  all. 
Thou  hast  all  seasons  for  thine  owo,  O  Death!  " 

We  are  fast  losing  that  race  of  men  which  we  younger  members  of  this 
ffreat  nation  are  pleased  to  style  stalwart  statesmen.  It  seems  but  yesterday 
that  our  sister  state  and  the  nation  was  called  to  mocrn  the  loss  of  the  illus- 
trious Chandler,  and  now  we  are  called  upon  to  follow  to  the  grave  his 
companion,  adviser  and  friend,  so  long  associated  with  him  in  the  service  of 
his  country. 

These  two  great  senators,  alike  eminent  for  their  devoted  statesmanship, 
their  long  and  useful  public  services  and  their  unsullied  integrity,  have 
passed  away,  and  the  places  that  have  known  them  here  will  know  them  no 
more,  forever. 

Mr.  President  —  The  great  heart,  the  great  mind  of  our  departed  senator 
and  statesman  is  now  consigned  to  history,  and  1  am  confident  that  Wiscon- 
sin's history  will  not  show  a  brighter  page  than  will  be  awarded  to  our  de- 
parted friend.  Let  his  sacred  memory  be  forever  green  in  our  hearts;  let  us 
gratefully  remember  his  noble  deeds  and  heroic  words,  and  impart  them  to 
our  children  as  worthy  of  their  highest  emulation. 

Mr.  Pierce  said: 

Mr.  President  —  I  am  glad  that  it  is  given  to  those  abler  and  better  fitted 
than  am  I  to  give  voice  at  this  time  to  the  sentiments  which  must  pervade 
everv  heart  in  this  convention.  He  who  would  assume  to  limn  the  career  of 
a  gifted  and  grand  life — **to  hold  the  mirror  up  to  nature" — should  himself, 
in  some  measure  at  least,  have  trod  the  same  pathways,  looked  upon  the 
same  glorious  landscapes,  and  drank  at  the  same  fountains.  With  none  of 
these  necessary  qualificatioos  for  the  task,  but  with  a  heart  oppressed  with 
the  sad  memories  that  cluster  around  the  theme,  I  come  to-night  to  speak  of 
our  noble  dead  —  to  add  one  blossom,  as  I  may,  to  the  wreath  of  immortelles 
that  encircles  the  memory  and  the  Just  fame  ot  Wisconsin's  great  tribune, 
Matthew  Hale  Carpenter. 

Mr.  President — My  personal  acquaintance  with  Mr.  Carpenter  was  of  a 
limited  character.  Our  meetings  were  infrequent,  but  always  pleasant.  On 
these  occasions,  he  impressed  me,  as  he  never  failed  to  impress  all  who  came 
within  the  circle  of  his  personal  Influence,  with  the  ^reat  breadth,  power  and 
wealth  of  his  intellectual  resources,  the  wonderful  readiness  and  facility 
with  which  his  rich  intellectual  endowments  were  brought  into  service,  and 
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the  geDial,  generous  xirarmth  of  his  nature.  Nature  had  been  lavish  of  her 
gifts  to  him,  and  these  were  strengthened  by  the  experiences,  privations  and 
sorrows  of  bis  boyhood  life,  ioto  that  sturdy  self  reliance  which  character- 
ized the  efforts  and  bearing  of  his  maturer  years.  Deprived  in  infancy  of  a 
loving  mother's  tender  care,  in  early  boyhood  he  won  and  made  a  place  for 
himself  in  the  home  and  hearts  of  those  of  stranger  blood,  and  from  that 
same  home,  when  success  was  being  won  and  fortune  smiled,  he  led  to  the 
altar  the  young  bride  that  ever  after,  as  wife  and  mother,  gladdened  and 
blessed  his  own. 

Mr.  President  —  The  career  of  Mr.  Carpenter  is  one  full  of  hope  and  in- 
spiration for  those  whose  early  life  is  cast  in  the  rougher  and  sterner  places 
of  the  world,  and  gives  one  more  example  of  the  beneficence  of  free  institu- 
tions for  those,  no  matter  what  their  station,  who  have  the  ability  and  the 
courage  to  act  well  their  part  in  the  great  actualities  of  life.  Left  mother- 
less in  infancy  —  neglected,  if  not  worse  used  in  early  boyhood  —  he  sever- 
tbelef s  thus  early  gave  such  promise  of  coming  usefulness,  and  so  won  the 
confidence  of  those  able  to  ^ive  him  needed  assistance,  that  at  the  age  of  18 
years  he  received  the  appointment  to  a  cadetship  in  the  military  school  at 
West  Point.  At  that  institution  we  find  him  pursuing  his  studies  with  all 
the  application,  indomitable  zeal  and  determination  that  characterized  the 
labors  of  the  later  years  of  his  life. 

This  intense  application,  however,  brought  on  an  affection  of  the  eyes,  and 
at  the  end  of  two  years  he  w^as  compelled  to  leave  the  school,  and  returned  to 
his  home  in  Vermont.  Shut  out  from  following  his  chosen  profession  of 
arms,  he  turned  his  attention  to  the  study  of  the  law,  that  noble  profession  in 
which  he  was  destined  to  become  so  bright^an  ornament,  and  three  years 
later  was  admitted  to  the  bar  of  Ynrmont,  at  Montpelier.  Subsequently  he  en- 
tered the  office  of  Rufus  Choate,  where  he  remained  two  years.  Under  the 
fostering  training  ot  that  great  lawyer  and  advocate  were  developed  and  es- 
tablished those  wonderful  abilities  and  mental  traits  which  rendered  Mr. 
Carpenter  one  of  the  most  comprehensive  and  acute  lawyers  and  able  advo- 
cates that  have  graced  the  rich  aLuals  of  American  jurisprudence.  It  was, 
too,  during  this  time  that  was  formed  between  these  two  remarkable  men,  that 
warm,  personal  aitection  and  friendship  which  was  only  severed  by  death. 

In  1848,  Mr.  Carpenter  came  to  this  state  and  settled  in  Beloit.  Here  his 
fine  le^al  attainments  and  brilliant  powers  as  an  orator  brought  him  rapidly 
into  public  notice,  and  his  genial  social  qualities  and  eenerous  impulses 
drew  around  him  a  large  circle  of  appreciative  and  devoted  friends  — 
friends  whose  devotion  und  affection  remained  steadfast  through  life  and  to 
the  end.  It  is  not  extravagant  to  assert  that  no  man  ever  gained  so  strong 
and  so  enduring  a  hold  upon  the  affections  and  confidence  of  the  people  of 
the  southern  counties  of  this  state,  as  did  Mr.  Carpenter  during  his  years  of 
residence  at  Beloit. 

Urged  by  friends  to  seek  a  field  wbere  his'' great  abilities  might  find  more 
ample  scope,  in  1858  he  removed  to  Milwaukee.  From  that  time  until  1861 
Mr.  Carpenter  confined  his  labors  very  closely  within  the  lines  ot  his  profes- 
sion, and  extended  his  fame  as  one  of  the  foremost  lawyers  and  advocates  in 
the  northwest.  At  the  breaking  out  of  the  late  civil  war,  however,  he  unhes- 
itatincly  took  the  position  that  it  was  tbe  duty  of  every  good  citizen  to  sus- 
tain the  constituted  authorities  of  the  nation,  and  that  the  rebellion  must  be 
subdued,  and  the  integrity  of  the  union  of  the  states  established  and  pre- 
served: and  his  patriotic  example  and  stirring  words  had  a  powerful  and  ben- 
eficial infiuencc  in  moldmg  and  shaping  the  course  of  action  of  many  of  his 
former  political  associates. 

Bai,  Mr  Pfesldenf,  lor  tbe  gre&t  work  which  followed  the  suppression  of 
the  r-;bellion  and  the  vindication  of  tbe  national  authority  by  force  of  arms 
— tbe  recons'mction  of  governments  »n  the  rebellious  states — the  determlna- 
tion  of  ihe  djfflcult  and  imporiant  questions  erowini^  out  of  tbe  war  and  the 
acts  ot  congress  and  of  the  executive  of  tbe  nation,  done  as  a  necessary  part 
of  the  great  work  of  subjngiting  the  rebellion,  Mr.  Carpenter  was  peculiarly 
fitted ;  and  io  this  field  of  effort  and  labor,  his  great  learning,  legil  acamen 
and  abilities  found  ample  scope. 
It  18,  perhaps,  in  the  discusBion  of  these  great  questions  that  he  erected  the 
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moit  eodariog  monnmeDts  to  his  tr&Dscendaot  abilities  as  one  of  the  ablest,  if 
not  the  turemost  ooDBtitulional  lawyers  o(  the  age;  aad  assuredly,  no  alvo- 
cate  of  his  time  has  more  proionndly  impressed  his  own  individuality  upon 
the  jurisprudence  of  the  nation  than  has  Mr.  Carpenter  in  the  determination 
of  thks  class  of  cases. 

But  Mr.  Carpenter's  efforts  at  this  time  in  behalf  ot  the  people  were  not 
alone  confined  to  questions  arising  out  of  the  war  or  out  ot  recoDStruction 
measures.  Daring  the  years  immediately  following  that  struggle,  tbe  queE- 
tions  of  transportation  and  the  respective  rights  and  powers  of  railroad  cor- 
porations and  of  the  public,  engrossed  a  large  share  ot  public  attention  and 
Inquiry.  On  the  part  of  these  orgaolK^tioos.  it  was  stroogly  contended  that 
they  were  private  corporations,  and  held  iheir  properly  with  all  the  iacidents 
attaching  to  it  that  aitached  to  tbe  property  ot  oatural  oersons.  Toe  courts 
had  gone  far  in  adopting  and  sastainicg  this  view.  The  supreme  court  of 
lew  t  weni  EO  far  as  to  say : 

*'  It  is  to  be  remembered,  also,  that  railway  corporations  are  not  organized 
for  the  purpose  of  developing  the  material  prosperity  ot  the  etate,— ttiis  is  a 
mere  incident  of  the  busiuess  they  prosecute.  But  they  are  organi2ied  solely 
to  make  money  for  their  stockholders ;  and  the  legislature  have  no  more  power 
over  their  property  and  rights  than  it  has  over  tbe  like  property  and  righta 
of  natural  persona  or  other  private  corporations."  » 

Into  this  cr  ntest,  in  behalf  of  public  rights  and  interests,  Mr.  Carpenter 
cast  the  weight  of  his  great  learning  and  abilities,  and  in  an  argument  of 
masterly  force  and  power  probed  the  qaestions  to  the  bottom,  and  at  once, 
with  the  prescience  of  the  far  seeing  aiattsmao,  and  the  clear,  comprehen- 
sive grasp  of  the  able  lawyer,  demonstrated  the  dangerobs  tendency  of  these 
corporate  claims  and  the  untenable  basis  upon  which  they  rested.  And  it  is 
nowtu  justice  due  to  his  memory  to  say  that  every  essential  righc  of  the 
public  lo  regulate  and  control  corporate  railroad  transportation  tben  claimed 
for  them  by  Mr.  Carpenter,  severely  as  his  positions  and  arguments  were  then 
criticised,  nas  been  sus'ained  and  established  by  the  highest  judicial  tribu- 
nal of  this  stftte  and  of  the  nation. 

Eli'Cted  to  the  senate  of  the  Uaited  States  in  1869.  without  previous  lec^iS' 
laiive  training  or  experience,  he  soon  won  a  leadinflr  aod  honorable  position 
in  that  bDdy.  His  Inflaeqce  and  fame  increised  with  tbe  veara  of  bis  service, 
until  its  luster  adorned  alike  the  st^te  he  represented  and  tbe  nation  he 
served     Such  are  a  lew  of  the  more  salient  points  in  his  career. 

Mr.  President,  a)  an  orator  Mr.  Cirpenter  bad  few  f  qaals.  Not  above  the 
average  stature  oi  men.  yet  his  broad  shoulders,  surmounted  by  a  superbly 
shaped  bead,  und  his  almost  recral  bearing,  denoting  an  innate  consciousness 
of  power,  were  such  as  to  attract  aod  fix  the  attention  of  all  in  his  presence. 
His  voice  was  one  of  peculiar  sweetness  aod  power,  and  whenever  he  arose  to 
apesk,  whether  m  the  halls  of  justice,  in  the  seoate  chamber,  or  on  the  hus- 
tings, the  inde8cribB>^le  grace  of  his  bearing,  the  pathos  of  his  pleadings, 
80ft  and  sweet  as  JE  lUan  straios,  tbe  clear  ringing  of  his  argumentative 
tones,  or  the  roundeu  periods  of  his  denuociation  rolling  like  the  thunder 
of  Jove's  chariot  wheels,  moved  the  hearts,  captivated  the  judgments,  or  in- 
spired the  souls  ot  his  listeners  with  his  own  deep  detestation  of  wrong. 
Swaying  others  by  the  mastery  of  his  elcquence,  he  never,  whether  in  the 
areo a  of  hot  tempered  debate  or  in  the  intricacies  of  legal  diecussioo,  lest 
command  ot  himself.  His  fund  ot  humor  seemed  exhaustless  and  constant, 
and  his  repartees  were  keener  than  a  rapier*s  thrust. 

Socially.  Mr.  Carpenter  was  one  of  the  most  entertaining  and  captivating 
of  men.  His  varied  and  extensive  reading  snd  association  had  stored  hla 
mind  with  a  rich  fund  of  loformation  and  anecdote  which  he  always  had  at 
his  command.  One  who  was  very  intimate  with  him,  has  said  he  never 
shown  to  better  advantage  than  m  the  bosom  of  his  own  family,  where,  sur- 
rounded by  intimate  aod  trusted  Ir tends,  he  was  wont  to  give  free  rein  to  his 
exuberant  fancy. 

Naturally  sympathetic  and  generous,  his  heart  was  ever  ready  to  listen  to 
the  tale  of  others'  sorrows,  and  his  purse  open  to  relieve  the  needy  and  suf- 
fering. And  among  those  who  will  sorrow  most  deeply,  and  who  will  cher- 
ish most  tenderly  and  gratefully  his  memory,  will  be  found  many  lowly 
hearts  that  have  been  blessed  by  his  friendly  counsels  and  benefactions. 
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Gat  down  in  the  prime  of  his  years  aod  the  ripeness  of  his  mental  endow, 
ments,  in  the  '*  silent  city  of  the  dead  ".  by  the  beautifal  lake  npon  whose 
banks  he  had  made  bis  home,  and  whoae  restless  waves  shall  forever  Bound  his 
riqaiem,  will  rest  all  that  is  mortal  of  Wisconsin's  great  tribune.  Bat  m 
the  records  of  oar  jarispradence,  state  and  national,-*ap3n  the  pages  of  onr 
country's  history  in  its  grandest  epoch,  and  in  the  hearts  of  unnnmbered  loving 
and  cherisQing  frieods  ard  cstsblished  mooaments  to  his  memory  more  ec- 
daring  and  more  precloas  than  any  hewn  of  stone. 

Mr.  McCord  said: 

Mr.  Speaker— I  need  not  remind  you  that  the  season  throagh  which  we 
have  recently  psssed  has  b«*rn  one  of  extreme  inclemency.  Btorm  has  fol^ 
lowed  after  storm  in  quick  succession,  sweeping  over  the  face  ot  oar  fair 
commonwealth,  until  her  form  was  deeply  robed  in  the  pallid  habiliments  of 
death.  The  vital  spark  seemed  to  have  fled  Irom  Nature,  and  she  lay  in  her 
winding  sheet  ready  for  the  grave.  It  was  most  fitting  that  the  outward 
world  should  thus  appear  at  a  time  of  great  bereavement.  It  was  highly 
proper  that  the  spirit  of  the  air  and  the  spirit  in  man  should  utter  in  anisoa 
a  sad  lament  over  the  departure  of  our  political  idol ;  for  truly  the  silver  cord 
is  loosed,  the  g6]den  bowl  is  broken. 

It  had  been  known  by  most  of  us  that  Senator  Carpenter's  health  was  poor; 
that  he  had  been  struggling  for  several  years  to  throw  ofl  a  disease  that  mast,  era 
long,  prove  iatal,  if  not  arrested  in  its  progress  against  the  citadel  of  life.  We 
had  wiioessed  the  sad  change  that  had  come  over  his  once  magnificent  form; 
the  lines  of  suffering  that  hai  furrowed  his  expressive  countenance;  the  de- 
crepitude of  premature  decay  wh  ch  character) z 3d  the  movements  of  his 
person.  Yet  the  splendor  of  his  intellect  remained,  and  flashed  out  in  occa- 
sional gleams  of  surpaseiog  brilliancy.  Moreover,  his  sublime  courage 
towered  far  above  his  suflerings;  tbe  lion  hearted  suffered  alone,  uttering 
no  feeble  moan  to  betray  how  near  be  wss  to  final  dissolution.  He  was  de> 
termined  to  live.  But  a  f<:w  dajs  belore  his  death  he  rallied  so  far  as  to 
leave  his  couch  and  visit  his  friends.  This  wss  only  the  flickering  of  tbe 
Ismp  ere  the  light  went  out.  Yet  by  it  we  were  deceived.  We  did  not  expect 
he  was  so  near  the  grave;  hence  the  shock  which  we  experienced  when  the 
wires  bore  Irom  the  national  capital  ttie  fatal  intelligence  ot  our  great  lots. 
And  now  how  feeble  is  Janguage  when  we  seek  to  utter  our  sorrow!  How 
feeble  is  langusge  to  describe  the  genius  of  that  giant  among  men !  The 
tongue  of  this  modern  golden  mouth  is  stilled  in  death,  and  no  other  remains 
to  do  his  talents  justice. 

The  msntle  of  the  orator.  Kufus  Ghcate,  fell  upon  Matthew  Hale  Carpen- 
ter, and  the  disciple  surpaesed  the  teacher.  No  one  can  ever  conceive  the 
Alpine  heights  to  which  impassiooed  eloquence  can  attain  until  he  has  lis- 
tened to  the  words  of  fire  wnlch  burst  from  the  lips  or  our  Umented  during 
those  four  years  of  America's  terrible  civil  strife.  His  speecn  daring  that 
period  was  tbe  speech  of  inspiration;  the  listeners  were  swsyed  by  hia 
oratory  as  are  the  trees  in  the  pathway  of  the  mighty  tempest !  Demosthenes 
seemed  to  have  returned  to  earth.  The  orator  said,  "Let  us  march  against 
rebellion,  let  us  battle  for  liberty,  let  us  conquer  or  die  I"  Tte  bugle  notes  of 
Cicero  were  onco  more  heard  from  the  forum ;  Catiline  was  again  denounced 
in  public,  and  treason  forever  rendered  odious  to  the  American  heart. 

The  story  of  Mehator  Carpenter's  congressional  career  reads  like  a  romance. 
Entering  the  senate  chamber  without  the  experience  derived  from  holding 
public  office,  he  made  himself  felt  from  tbe  firs%  and  before  the  expiration 
of  his  first  term  «a^  acknowledged  the  peer  of  any,  and  became  by  general 
consent,  president  pro  [tempore  ot  that  august  -body,  composed  of  the  great 
statesmen  of  this  genermioo,— siatesinen  enrnlltng  among  their  numl>er,  a 
Bavard,  a  Cooklln^,  a  Morton,  a  Sumner  and  an  Edmucdp. 

But  why  do  I  seek  to  dwell  uoon  the  story  ot  his  greatness?  His  nam«^  is 
a  nousehoid  W(rd  in  Wisconsin:  his  fame  is  the  heritage  ol  the  natfcn.  Oar 
state  acknowledges  him  as  her  most  illuetrious  son.  All  classes  and  condi* 
tions  were  drawn  towards  him,  and  believed  in  the  integrity  of  his  public 
honor.  The  common  people  heard  him  gladly.  His  fellow  citiz^'US  dwelling  in 
that  commercial  center  at  the  eastern  gateway  of  onr  bread  domain,  who 
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know  him  beat  and  longesU  loved  him  with'  unalterable  devotion.  Wit- 
Deis  the  enthnsiastio  ovatione  tendered  him  there  on  m»ny  occasions.  Mil- 
waukee cared  not,  so  far  as  her  affection  was  conoerned,  whether  he  returned 
from  the  political  arena  crowned  with  laurel  or  smarting  with  defeat;  in  one 
case  she  rejoiced  at  his  success,  in  the  other  she  poured  balm  into  his 
wounds. 

It  was  so  with  the  people  at  large,  irrespective  of  nationality,  irrespective 
of  religion,  irrespective  of  political  affiliation.  And  now  the  sad  spectacle 
may  be  witnessed  of  a  nation  bowiuK  in  grief;  of  a  whole  people  lamenting 
their  lost  one,  and  refusing  to  be  comforted  because  he  i$  noil 

Mr.  Herrick  said,  in  effect,  that  he  did  not  enjoy  an  intimate  personal 
acquaintance  with  the  late  senator.  He  regarded  him  as  a  great  man,  great 
in  his  powers  of  research,  in  scholarsbip,  in  debate  and  as  an  advocate.  He 
referred  to  his  marvelous  habits  of  ir.dastry,  his  large  natural  ability,  disci^ 
plined  by  severe  trainiDg,  the  peculiar  facility  and  power  with  which,  in 
debate,  he  handled  all  the  weapons,  whether  of  wit,  humor,  logic,  sarcasm  or 
the  most  brilliant  flights  of  oratory.  He  spoke  of  his  generosity  aod  mag- 
nanimity, which  are  inseparable  from  true  greatness.  Mow  that  no  partv 
conflicts  tiDffcd  his  personal  relations  with  bitterness.  To  his  manly  attri- 
butes he  added  a  tender  and  gentle  spirit,  which  especially  fitted  him  tor 
companioDship  aod  strengthened  his  attachments.  Contended  that  in  a  try- 
ing honr  he  met  the  needs  of  the  nation  for  a  prudent  counsellor  and  a  wise 
law-giver.  Though  he  died  in  the  prime  and  vigor  of  his  intellectual 
strength  and  in  the  midat  of  his  usefulness,  that  life  could  not  be  called  a 
short  one,  whose  work,  if  disliibuted  over  the  allotted  period  of  human  exist- 
ence, would  have  crowned  three  score  years  and  ten  with  an  honorable  and 
enduring  record.

To  the  Honorable^  the  Senate: 

I  have  the  honor  to  nominate  to  the  senate  Mrs.  Elizabeth  B.

Some  of  *the  reasons  which  have  led  the  ^committee  to  make  this 
recommendation  are  briefly  stated  as  follows: 

Railroads  naturally  divide  themselves  into  two  classes:  1.  Those 
which  are  old,  which  run  through  rich  and  thickly  settled  territory; 
and  2.  Those  which  are  new,  which  are  being  pushed  into  the  un- 
developed portions  of  the  state. 
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The  former  are  a  paying  investment,  the  latter  are  disoouQting 
the  future. 

The  policy  of  the  state,  as  shown  by  numerous  land. grants,  the 
authorization  of  local  aid,  and  the  repeated  decisions  of  the  courts^ 
is  to  encourage  the  construction  of  new  roads,  and  to  treat  all  as 
^uasi  public  institutions.  Such  being  the  case,  your  committee 
are  of  the  opinion  that  any  law  which  would  tax  a  railroad  by  an 
inflexible  rule,  without  regard  to  the  question  of  profits  and  losses, 
and  without  regard  to  its  aid  in  developing  the  latent  resources  ef 
the  state,  would  be  a  revolution  in  our  long  established  policy,  an 
injustice  to  the  corporation,  and  a  serious  injury  to  the  newer  por- 
tions of  the  state. 

That  railroads  which  have  reached  a  paying  basis  should  pay 
taxes  in  just  proportion  to  other  property,  is  too  clear  a  proposition 
to  need  discussion.  That  there  are  such  roads  in  our  state  is  equally 
•clear.  But  whether  those  roads  are  now  bearing  their  just  share  of 
the  public  burden  is  a  complex  and  difficult  problem,  and  your  com- 
mittee have  been  unable,  with  the  data  at  command,  to  satisfacto- 
rily solve  it.  We  have  some  doubts  about  it,  but  a  just  conclusion 
oan  be  reached  only  after  a  long,  thorough  and  critical  examination 
of  the  actual  values  of  other  property  and  the  rate  of  taxation  there- 
on, as  compared  with  the  actual  values  of  railroad  property  and  its 
rate  of  taxation.  Such  examination  it  has  been  impossible  to  make 
in  the  heat  and  hurry  of  a  legislative  session. 

Your  committee  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  plan  of  taxing 
railroads,  heretofore  followed  in  Wisconsin,  is  simple,  inexpensive,, 
and  based  on  correct  principles;  but  whether  the  rate  is  as  high  as 
it  ought  to  be,  we  are  unprepared  to  say. 

The  bill  under  consideration  has  for  its  avowed  objects,  the 
-changing  of  the  plan  of  taxation  without  regard  to  the  question  of 
income,  and  bears  alike  on  new  and  old  roads.  Your  committee 
are  led  to  believe  that,  if  adopted,  it  would  decrease  the  sums  now 
paid  by  the  two  leading  railroads  of  the  state  into  the  state  treas- 
ury, and  if  the  total  amount  paid  by  railroads  was  kept  of  the  pres- 
ent aggregate,  it  would  be  only  at  the  expense,  and  possible  seri- 
ous crippling  of  the  new  and  weak  roads. 

Further,  the  question  of  taxing  railroads,  from  a  legal  stand- 
point, is  a  delicate  one.  After  long  and  expensive  litigation,  the 
rights  and  powers  of  the  state  have  been  determined,  and  our 
present  plan  firmly  established  on  admitted  legal  principles.  Your 
committee  deem  a  change,  without  most  urgent  necessity  and 
-without  a  change  in  the  constitutional  law^  a  dangerous  experi- 
tnent,  and  one  that  might  result  in  great  loss  to  the  state.

They  may 
be  required  by  law  to  renew  their  security  from  tiine  to  time,  and 
in  default  of  giving  such  new  security  their  office  shall  be  deemed 
vacant;  but  the  county  shall  never  be  made  responsible  for  the  acta 
of  the  sheriff.  The  governor  may  remove  any  officer  in  this  section 
mentioned,  giving  to  such  a  copy  of  the  charges  against  him,  and 
an  opportunity  of  being  heard  in  his  defense.  All  vacancies  shall 
be  filled  by  appointment,  and  the  person  appointed  to  fill 
a  vacancy  shall  hold  only  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  terra  to 
which  he  shall  be  appointed  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected 
and  qualified.

I  respectfully  return  to  the  senate,  without  approval,  bill  No. 
253,  S.,  entitled  "  a  bill  to  apportion  the  state  into  senate  and  as- 
sembly districts." 

It  appears  that  in  drafting  this  bill,  the  town  of  Ridgeway,  in 
Iowa  county,  was  omitted,  and  the  error  was  not  brought  to  the  at- 
tention of  either  house  pending  the  consideration  of  the  bill.  The 
question  therefore  arises  whether  an  act,  purporting  to  apportion 
and  redistrict  the  state,  in  which  one  town  is  omitted,  can  be  valid. 
I  confess  that  I  was,  at  first,  much  averse  to  consider  such  an  omis- 
sion necessarily  fatal,  but  having  consulted  with  the  attorney  gen- 
eral and  others  learned  in  the  law,  and  maturely  considered  the 
arguments  and  authorities  submitted,  I  am  reluctantly  compelled  to 
yield  my  first  impressions,  and  withhold  executive  approval  of  thijs 
bill. 

It  is  well  known  that  similar  errors  have  occurred  in  previous 
apportionments,  but  it  is  believed  that  these  omissions  were  not 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  governor  until  after  the  bills  had 
been  approved,  and  consequently  the  action  of  my  predecessors 
upon  such  bills  cannot  be  accepted  as  establisTiing  a  precedent  for 
my  guidance  in  this  case.  The  question,  therefore,  comes  up  for 
determination  upon  its  merits.  The  argument  against  the  validity 
of  the  bill  is  that  if  the  legislature,  whether  by  accident 
or  design,  can  omit  to  include  one  town  in  its  apportionment,  it  can 
omit  two  towns,  or  an  entire  county,  or  other  portion  of  the  state, 
and  thereby  practically  disfranchise  a  portion  of  the  people  by 
taking  from  them  their  right  of  representatio^i  in  one  or  both 
houses  of  the  legislature.  I  am  unable  to  find  any  ^nfficient  answer 
to  this  objection,  and  mast  therefore  concur  in  the  o /inion  that  the 
bill  is  unconstitutional.
